To  His  Excellency,  Thomas  G.  Jones, 

Governor  of  Alabama : 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  report  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  1890. 

I  have  to  express  my  regret  that  it  has  been  so  greatly 
delayed.  The  compilation  of  statistical  tables  is  very  labo- 
rious, and  takes  much  time.  The  reports  of  the  counly 
boards  of  health,  which  are  used  in  the  preparation  of  the 
report  of  the  State  Board,  are  not  ready  until  January  and 
.  February  of  the  year  succeeding  that  to  which  they  apply; 
after  Avhich  it  takes  one  clerk  (all  we  have)  six  or  eight 
mouths  to  make  out  the  statistical  tables.  Even  with  all 
this,  this  report  would  have  been  submitted  several  months 
ago,  but  for  ttie  fact  that  we  desired  to  use  the  population 
of  the  census  of  1890  for  our  calculations,  instead  of  the 
populations  of  the  census  of  1880.  We  were  in  frequent  cor- 
respondence with  the  census  office,  and  during  the  last  eight 
or  ten  months  we  have  had  repeated  assurances  that  the 
bulletin  containing  the  desired  information  would  be  pub- 
lished soon. 

But  with  all  the  vast  means  at  the  command  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Census,  this  bulletin  has  just  been  issued. 
No  such  delay  can  occur  again  during  this  decennial  period. 
The  report  for  1891  has  been  ready,  with  the  same  excep- 
tion, for  more  than  two  months,  and  will  be  submitted  at  the 
same  time  with  this.

PAET  I. 

PROCEEDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF 
THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 

1890. 


During  the  past  year  we  have  had  in  Alabama  no  serious 
epidemic  visitation,  at  least  none  that  required  any  direct  in- 
tervention of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  All  portions  of  the 
State  have  suffered  from  the  grippe,  or  epidemic  influenza, 
which,  by  reason  of  various  complications,  has  added  some 
small  percentage  to  the  usual  death  rates.  Measles,  also, 
has  prevailed  extensively  in  some  portions  of  the  State,  but 
the  deaths  from  it  have  been  few. 

The  great  burthen  of  our  work  has  been,  as  usual,  to  in- 
crease the  efficacy  of  the  county  boards  of  health,  and  to 
press  forward  the  great  work  of  collecting  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  State.  In  this  work  we  are  still  making  satisfactory 
progress.  The  details  in  regard  to  it  will  be  found  in  the 
notes  on  the  work  of  the  county  boards  of  health  in  another 
part  of  this  report. 

We  desire  again  very  earnestly  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
county  boards  of  health  to  two  important  sections  of  the 
Book  of  the  Eules,  one  beginning  on  page  196,  and  entitled 
"Instructions  for  the  County  Boards  of  Health;1'  and  the 
other  beginning  on  page  198,  and  entitled  "Address  to  the 
Courts  of  County  Commissioners."  If  the  county  boards 
will  act  with  due  regard  to  the  policies  outlined  in  these 
sections  they  cannot  fall  very  far  below  a  reputable  measure 
of  success  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

We  also  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  county  boards 
of  health  to  the  sections  in  the  last  volume  of  Transactions 
in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  licensed  grave  yards,  and 
the  examination  of  midwives.

NOTE    BY    THE    STATE    HEALTH    OFFICER. 

In  the  foregoing  account  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fif- 
teen cents  (37.15),  was  advanced  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  pay  postage  on  the  Book  of  the  Rules.  This  sum 
has  been  refunded  by  the  association  out  of  the  money  derived 
from  the  sale  of  said  books ;  and  the  amount  thus  refunded 
has  been  paid  over  to  our  printers,  the  Brown  Printing 
Company,  which  leaves  the  balance  as  before,  with  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  of  our  outstanding  indebtedness. 

the  conference  of  state  boards  of  health. 

The  conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  meets  in  Wash- 
ington, District  of  Columbia,  early  in  May.  It  is  undoubt- 
edly of  importance  that  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of 
Alabama  should  be  represented  at  that  meeting.     It  was  the 
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custom  during  Governor  Seay's  administration,  for  the  State 
Health  Officer  to  attend  the  meeting  of  this  conference,  and 
to  have  his  expenses  paid  out  of  the  quarantine  fund,  under 
the  first  section  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  quar- 
antine in  Alabama,  approved  February  28,  1887.  We  there- 
fore recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of 
Alabama,  that  the  State  Health  Officer  should  attend  the  conference  of 
State  Boards  of  Health  which  meets  in  Washington,  District  of  Colum- 
hia,  in  May  proximo;  and  that  the  Governor  is  hereby  requested,  if 

consistent  with  his  interpretation  of  the  law,  to  authorize  the  payment 
out  of  the  quarantine  fund  of  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the 
State  Health  Officer  in  making  said  trip. 

ADMINISTRATION    OF    THE    COLOE-BLIND    LAW.

During  the  year  1890  these  examiners  have  examined  an 
aggregate  of  2,486  persons — whites,  1,950;  blacks,  402; 
mulattoes,  74;  with  75  rejections — whites,  66,  blacks,  8; 
mulattoes,  1 ;  and  the  detailed  results  of  these  examinations 
have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  the 
formal  reports  required  under  the  law. 

The  administration  of  the  color-blind  law  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health ;  but  the  appointment  of  the  ex- 
aminers rests  exclusively  with  the  governor.  Any  of  these 
examiners  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  governor,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  The  £rov- 
ernor  not  only  has  the  power  to  appoint,  but  it  is  his  privi- 
lege, also,  to  determine  how  many  appointments  shall  be 
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made.  In  the  meantime,  we  are  responsible  to  the  State  for 
the  right  administration  of  the  law;  and  the  right  adminis- 
tration of  the  law  depends  very  much  on  the  competency  of 
those  who  make  the  examinations — a  matter  about  which  if 
we  are  consulted  at  all  it  is  only  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
governor.  Since  the  passage  of  our  law  and  the  preparation 
of  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  color-blind  examiners, 
some  advances  have  been  made  in  the  scientific  principles 
applicable  to  these  examinations.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  we  be  authorized  to  consider  the  propriety  of  revising 
the  present  rules  in  regard  to  the  methods  employed  by 
color-blind  examiners  in  this  state. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 

Autauga  county  board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
county  during  the  year,  except  for  the  town  of  Prattville.  For  this 
town  Dr.  Smith  has  furnished,  as  usual,  very  complete  statistics.  Early 
in  the  year  Dr.  A.  S.  McKeithen  was  elected  county  health  officer  to 
succeed  Dr.  Smith ;  but  he  never  made  a  single  report,  and  so  far  as  is 
known  never  made  any  effort  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office.  The 
Autauga  county  board  has  been  culpably  negligent  of  their  obligations 
to  the  people  and  to  the  profession. 

Baldwin  county  board.— Dr.  Wni.  M.  Lovelady  continues  to  act  as 
county  health  officer  for  this  county.  The  difficulties  in  his  way  have 
been  great,  and  while  his  success  has  not  heen  remarkable  he  has  per- 
haps done  as  well  as  could  have  been  expected  under  the  circumstances. 

Barbour  county  board. — In  this  county  there  has  been  considerable 
improvement  over  several  previous  years ;  but  it  is  still  in  a  very  unsat- 
isfactory condition.  There  is  no  excuse  for  the  comparative  failure  of 
this  board,  except  that  the  majority  of  the  doctors  in  the  county  became 
greatly  demoralized,  which  unfortunate  demoralization  has  not  yet 
been  entirely  overcome.  It  is  hoped  that  be.ter  success  will  be 
achieved  this  year.  The  reports  have  been  rendered  with  tolerable 
regularity.     Dr.  W.  H.  Robertson  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Bibb  county  board. — In  our  last  annual  report  we  stated  that  the  col- 
lection of  vital  statistics  had  been  resumed  in  this  county,  and  that 
there  was  a  fair  prospect  of  success.  In  this  respect  our  hopes  have 
been  disappointed.  Dr.  M.  C.  Schoolar,  wl.o  had  undertaken  to  act  as 
county  health  officer,  suddenly  ceased  to  make  his  reports,  perhaps, 
because  he  received  no  salary.  However,  he  made  no  explanation  in 
regard  to  it,  and  neglected  to  answer  the  letters  of  inquiry  addressed 
to  him.  The  doctors  and  mid  wives  were  reporting  very  well,  and  all 
the  indications  were  favorable.    All   that  was  needed  was  some  one  to 
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supervise   the  work.     Rome   months    ago   Dr.   H.  II.  McCauley   was 
elected  county  health  officer;  but  he  also  has  failed  to  make  reports. 

Blount  county  board. — Our  work  in  this  county  has  been  steadily 
growing  less  satisfactory  during  the  year.  l>r.  W,  M.  Cole  is  still  the 
county  health  officer,  but  does  not  succeed  as  well  as  formerly.  Thifl 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  he  takes  less  interest  in  his  work.  The 
monthly  reports  come  in  with  tolerable  regularity,  hut  the  births  and 
death  rates  per  thousand,  and  the  lists  of  delinquents  show  a  decided 
lack  of  efficiency.  The  hoard  of  this  county  should  manage  to  have  a 
more  efficient  administration. 

Bullock  county  board. — The  collection  of  vital  statistics  in  this  county 
continue  to  be  well  done.  Dr.  R.  H.  Hayes  has  been  superseded  by 
Dr.  H.  M.  Hunter  as  county  health  officer. 

Butler  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  during  the  past  year 
has  been  luss  satisfactory  than  usual.  The  reports  have  been  sent  in 
regularly,  but  there  are  more  delinquent  doctors  and  more  defective 
heats.  An  earnest  effort  towards  improvement  ought  to  be  made.  Dr. 
Job.  Thigpen  is  still  county  health  officer. 

Note. — Since  this  was  written  Dr.  J.  C.  Kendrick  has 'been  elected 
health  officer  of  the  county. 

Calhoun  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  improve, 
The  returns  from  Oxford,  Jacksonville  and  Piedmont  are  about  com- 
plete, and  reflect  credit  on  the  assistants  that  have  them  in  charge. 
The  returns  from  Anniston  are  not  quite  complete,  but  are  very  nearly 
so.  The  principle  trouble  grows  out  of  the  negligence  of  one  or  two 
doctors.  From  the  county  heats,  also,  the  returns  have  grown  more 
complete,  although  two  or  three  beats  are  still  not  thoroughly  reported. 
Dr.  T.  W.  Ayres  is  still  the  county  health  otiicer. 

Cli'imbers  county  hoard.— The  words  of  our  last  year's  report  may  be 
repeated  here.  In  this  county  the  board  of  health  is  strangely  negli- 
gent of  its  duties,  and  there  is  no  excuse  for  it.  There  are  about  thirty 
doctors  in  the  county,  and  more  than  half  of  them  are  members  of  the 
county  society.  All  they  need  is  a  county  health  officer  who  will 
make  reports.  The  present  nominal  ircumbent  of  the  position,  like 
his  predecessor,  is  a  complete  failure.  Of  course  this  is  no  excuse  for 
the  hoard,  who  are  severely  censurable  for  their  neglect  of  duty. 

Cherokee  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  is  about  the  same  as 
last  year.     Dr.  G.  D.  W.  Lawrence  is  stilj  county  health  officer. 

Chilton  county  board. — This  hoard  made  no  effort  at  all  during  the 
past  year  to  discharge  their  duties.     Recently   they  have  shown  some 

disposition  to  go  to  work,  and  it  is  t  >  be  hope.)  that  they  will  make  an 
earnest  effort.  Dr.  W.  I"..  Stewart  has  been  (doted  county  health 
otiicer.  He  filled  the  position  Once  b  fore  very  successfully.  It  is 
hoped  that  he  will  be  equally  successful  this  time. 
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Choctaw  county  board. — In  this  county  there  has  been  no  noticeable 
change  in  our  work,  which  still  drags  on  in  a  very  inefficient  fashion. 
Dr.  R.  B.  Carr  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Clarke  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  last  year  made  encour- 
aging progress,  with  Dr.  J.  W.  Armistead  as  county  health  officer.  At 
the  beginning  of  this  year  Dr.  J.  W.  Flemming  was  elected  to  the  posi- 
tion of  county  health  officer.  He  did  not  succeed  well;  and,  after  a 
very  short  experiment,  Dr.  Armistead  was  restored. 

Clay  county  board. — This  board,  during  tie  past  year,  has  made 
some  improvement,  but  not  as  much  as  we  had  hoped.  We  still  believe 
that  with  a  little  more  effort  this  county  might  be  brought  well  up  to 
the  front.     Dr.  A.  L.  Harlan  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Cleburne  county  board. — This  board,  as  usual,  has  done  nothing. 

Coffee  county  board. — This  board,  last  year,  made  another  complete 
failure. 

Colbert  county  board. — During  the  past  year  the  reports  of  this  board 
were  again  suspended.  Dr.  W.  W.  Prater  was  elected  to  succeed  Dr. 
S.  J.  Cooper  as  county  health  officer.  His  health  was  bad,  and  his  du- 
ties were  neglected.  The  board  should  have  promptly  appointed  some 
one  else  in  his  place,  but  failed  to  do  so.  Recently  they  have  appointed 
Dr.  A.  A.  Wall  county  health  officer.  How  he  will  succeed  remains  to 
be  shown. 

Conecuh  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  goes  on  about  as  for 
the  last  several  years.  Both  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  are  so 
small  as  to  provoke  remark,  but  Dr.  A.  A.  McKittrick  insists  that  his 
reports  are  complete,  and  offers  rewards  for  any  unrecorded  cases  that 
may  be  reported  to  him. 

Coosa  county  board. — In  Coosa  county,  while  our  work  is  still  imper- 
fect, the  outlook  continues  to  improve.  Dr.  A.  J.  Peterson  is  the 
county  health  officer,  and  seems  to  be  making  an  earnest  effort  to  suc- 
ceed. 

Covington  county  board. — This  board  made  no  reports  during  the  past 
year,  although  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Head,  the  county  health  officer,  received  a 
considerable  number  of  returns,  and  the  doctors  of  the  county  seem 
disposed  to  do  their  duty  under  the  law.  Dr.  W.  E.  Sentell  has  been 
recently  elected  county  health  officer ,  and  we  hope  he  will  make  a 
better  showing. 

Crenshaw  county  board  — This  board  has  made  regular  reports  during 
the  past  year,  but  they  have  been  so  defective  as  to  be  of  very  little 
value.  The  improvement  we  hoped  for  in  our  last  report  has  not  been 
realized.  Dr.  S.  W.  May  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  He  has 
made  no  reports  this  year.     No  salary  is  paid  in  this  county. 
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Cullman  county  board. — This  board  has  done  good  work  during  the 
past  year,  and  deserves  credit.  But  for  the  negligence  of  two  or  three 
of  the  physicians  the  returns  would  have  been  quite  complete.  We 
hope  this  negligence  will  be  overcome  this  year.  Dr.  If.  L.  Johnson 
continues  to  act  as  county  health  officer. 

Dale  county  board — This  board  made  another  failure  last  year. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  year  Dr.  W.  L  Junes  continued  to  fill  the 
position  of  county  health  officer.  About  August  he  was  suspended  by 
Dr.  A.  <i.  McLei  d.  The  monthly  reports  have  been  rendered,  but  they 
are  incomplete  as  to  he  of  no  value. 

. — Since  this  was  written   Dr.  R.  F.   Harper   has   been,  elected 
county  health  officer,  and  the  outlook  for  successful  work  has  improved. 

Dallas  county  board. — The  situation  in  this  county  is  not  satisfactory 
but  is  considerably  better  than  it  was  last  year.  We  hope  it  will  con- 
tinue to  improve.  Dr.  T.  Gt.  Howard  is  still  acting  as  county  health 
officer. 

DeKulli  county  board. — The  condition  of  our  work  in  DeKalb  county 
has  improved  decidedly  under  the  administration  of  county  health 
officer,  Dr.  H.  P.  MeWhorter,  and  the  outlook  for  still  further  improve- 
ment is  good. 

Elmore  county  board. — This  board  has  acquitted  itself  very  creditably 
during  the  past  year.  A  little  more  effort  would  make  its  work  com- 
plete.    Dr.  O.  S.  Justice  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Escambia  county  board. — This  board  has  again  made  an  exceptionally 
good  record,  and  deserve  much  credit.  Dr.  S.  C.  Henderson  is  still  the 
county  health  officer. 

Note. — Since  this  was  written  Dr.  J.  L.  Bass  has  been  elected  county 
health  officer,  succeeding  Dr.  Henderson. 

Etowah  county  board. — Our  work  in  Etowah  is  about  as  it  was  last 
year,  but  has  not  improved  as  we  hoped  it  would.  The  returns  of 
births  and  deaths  are  tolerably  full,  but  not  complete.  We  hope  a 
special  effort  to  make  them  complete  will  be  made  this  year.  Dr.  M. 
K.  Wright  is  still  county  health  officer. 

Fayette  county  board. — We  are  sorry  to  report  that  our  work  in  Fay- 
ette county  does  not  improve.  Dr.  T.  B.  Wood,  whose  record  for  1888 
was  80  encouraging,  is  -till  county  health  (.Hirer,  but  is  evidently  not 
making  as  much  effort  as  formetly. 

Franklin  county  board.  —  In  Franklin  county  Dr  L.  AN".  Duprez  has 
been  elected  county  health  officer,  and  promises  to  make  some  effort  to 
collect  vital  statistics.  He  has  no  salary  and  has  been  in  office  a  very 
short  time. 

Geneva  county  board. — Dr.  T.J.  Warde,  the  previous  county  health 
officer,  having  ceased  to  pay  a:iy  attention  to   the  duties  of   the  office, 
finally    resigned,  and    Dr.  Bullock    was  elected   to  succeed  him.     Dr. 
2  -90 
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Bullock  has  made  the  monthly  reports  regularly,  so  far,  but  they    are 
extremely  defective.     We  can  only  hope  that  they  will  grow  better. 

Greene  county  board. — Our  work  in  Greene  county  has  not  prospered 
as  we  could  have  desired.  The  reports,  however,  have  been  regularly 
made,  and  there  has  been  some  improvement.  Dr.  Thos.  W.  Pierce  is 
still  acting  as  county  health  officer.  He  has  no  salary,  and  is  entitled 
to  credit  for  his  perseverence  under  adverse  circumstances. 

Hale  county  board. — In  this  county  our  work  has  not  improved.  The 
reports  come  in  regularly  and  in  proper  form,  but  they  continue  to  be 
very  defective.     Dr.  J.  Huggins  is  stid  the  county  health  officer. 

Henry  county  board. — This  board  has  been  greatly  demoralized  during 
the  past  year.  There  has  been  bitter  dissensions  amongst  the  doctors ; 
and  Dr.  Darby,  the  county  health  officer,  has  made  very  imperfect  re- 
ports during  the  year.  Recently  he  ceased  to  make  reports  at  all ;  and 
has  sent  in  no  annual  report.  His  salary  was  two  hundred  dollars. 
A  few  months  ago  Dr.  J.  P.  Aired  was  elected  county  health  officer, 
but  has  made  no  reports. 

Jackson  county  board. — This  board  continues  to  do  fairly  good  work. 
The  county  is  large  and  some  parts  of  it  difficult  of  access.  Notwith- 
standing this  the  work  is  better  done,  than  in  several  counties  where 
the  surroundings  are  more  favorable.  Dr.  W.  C.  Maples  is  the  county 
health  officer,  having  succeeded  Dr.  J.  R.  Tarrant  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Both  Dr.  Tarrant  and  Dr.  Maples  have  proven  to  be  efficient 
officers. 

Jefferson  county  board. — This  board  continues  to  make  regular  re- 
ports ;  but  the  work  of  collecting  vital  statistics  does  not  improve.  On 
the  contrary,  the  tendency  is  the  other  way.  The  county  pays  six 
hundred  dollars  for  this  work.  This  is  an  adequate  salary  and  ought  to 
secure  good  results.  This  board  has  not  done  its  duty  in  this  regard. 
Dr.  H.  N.  Rosser  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Lamar  county  board. — During  the  past  year  the  work  in  this  county 
continued  to  improve,  and  was  in  a  very  promising  condition,  with  Dr. 
R.  J.  Redden  as  county  health  officer.  This  year  Dr.  D.  D.  Hollis  has 
been  elected  county  health  officer,  and  the  work  has  already  retrograded 
greatly. 

Lauderdale  county  board. — The  monthly  reports  of  this  board  were 
sent  in  with  tolerable  regularity,  but  they  have  been  so  defective  as  to 
be  of  no  value.  Dr.  Charles  M.  Watson  was  county  health  officer. 
Since  the  first  of  January  no  leports  have  been  received. 

Lawrence  county  board. — The  reports  of  this  board  are  still  defective, 
but  show  some  improvement.  Dr.  William  J.  Mahon  is  still  the  county 
health  officer. 

Lee  county  board. — This  board  made  regular  reports  all  last  year,  but 
they  were  very  defective.     Dr.  R.  L.  Sutton  was  county  health  officer. 
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He  left  the  county  in  January,  and  no  reports  have  been  made  this 
year.    All  that  is  needed  in  this  county  is  an  efficient  health  officer. 

Limestoru  county  board. — The  work  of  tin's  board  since  our  last  report 
has  been  only  moderak-ly  good.  The  beat  system  has  heen  at  last 
adopted,  but  only  partially  carried  out.  Dr.  G.  R.  Lewis  is  county 
health  officer.     I  here  is  some  hope  of  better  work  this  year. 

Lowndes  count;/  board. — In  this  county  there  has  been  no  change. 
The  work  is  well  done      Dr.  Shirley  Brags;  is  still  county  health  officer. 

Macon  county  I>oar<l.—  This  board  continues  to  be  negligentof  its  duty. 
A  few  reports  were  sent  in  last  year  by  Dr.  L.  W.  Johnson,  but  they 
were  of  very  small  value.  There  being  no  salary  attached  to  the  posi- 
tion of  county  health  oilier,  Dr.  Johnson  grew  tire  1  and  gave  it  up. 
This  year  Dr.  C.  L.  C.  Atkeson  is  the  county  health  officer.  He  has 
met  with  but  little  suco 

Madison  county  board. — The  success  of  this  board  is  about  the  same 
as  last  year — only  moderately  good.  Dr.  J.  L.  Darwin  is  still  county 
health  officer.  This  is  one  of  the  counties  in  which  thorough  work 
ought  to  be  done. 

Marengo  count?/  board. — This  board  as  for  a  number  of  years  has 
made  a  complete  failure.  Dr.  C.  B.  Thomas  and  Dr.  R.  B.  McCants 
were  county  health  officers  last  year.  Their  reports  were  of  no  value. 
This  year  Dr.  I.  G  Wilson  is  the  county  health  officer.  It  remains  to 
be  seen  what  success  he  will  have. 

Minion  county  hoard  — This  board  has  never  succeeded  in  accom- 
plishing anything  in  the  way  of  collecting  vital  statistics. 

Marshall  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  shows  no  improve- 
ment, and  is  barely  tolerable.  Dr.  W  L.  Thomason  is  still  county 
health  officer.     He  gets  no  salary . 

Mobile  county  hoard. — The  work  of  this  board  outside  of  the  city  of 
Mobile  has  been  a  failure.  Dr.  D  C.  Randle  has  been  county  health 
officer  with  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars — a  salary  that  ought  to 
have  secured  good  work. 

Monroe  county  board. — Our  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be  fairly 
well  done.  Dr.  McMillan  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary 
is  one  hundred  dollars. 

Montgomery  county  /.</<<<•</. — Oar  work  has  improved  in  this  county, 
but  is  still  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  Dr.  P.  H.  Owen  is  still  the  county 
health  officer.     His  salary  is  three  hundred  dollars. 

Morgan  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  has  improved  mate- 
rially'since  our  last  report,  and  is  now  fairly  well  done.  There  is  still 
room,  however,  for  additional  improvement.  Dr.  Peter  Binford  is  still 
county  health  officer. 
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Perry  county  board.— The  success  of  this  board  has  not  come  up  to 
our  expectations.  There  is  a  prospect  for  some  improvement  during 
the  present  year.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Wilkerson  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Pickens  county  board. — This  board  has  not  yet  succeeded  in  making 
satisfactory  reports.  Dr.  Beck  left  the  county  and  for  several  months 
no  reports  have  been  made.  Dr.  A.  N  Steele  is  now  the  county  health 
officer. 

Pike  county  board. — There  has  been  some  slight  improvement  in  the 
work  of  this  board,  but  the  returns  are  still  to  some  extent  incomplete. 
A  little  more  effort  would  overcome  the  remaining  difficulties  Dr.  J. 
S.  Beard  continues  to  be  the  county  health  officer. 

Randolph  county  board. — This  board  made  imperfect  reports  for  sev- 
eral months.  But  Dr.  C.  W.  Taylor,  the  county  health  officer,  got 
tired  of  working  without  pay,  and  the  reports  ceased  several  months 
ago. 

Russell  county  board. — This  board  has  been  a  chronic  failure  so  far  as 
the  collection  of  vital  statistics  is  concerned.  Dr.  W.  C.  Hanson  has 
been  recently  elected  county  healty  officer.  It  remains  to  be  seen 
what  sort  of  success  he  will  have. 

Shelby  county  board. — Nothing  was  done  in  this  county  last  year. 
Dr.  W.  S.  DuBose  is  still  the  county  health  officer,  but  he  makes  no 
reports. 

St.  Clair  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  has  not  been  nearly 
so  well  done  since  Dr.  D.  E.  Cason  gave  up  the  position  of  county 
health  officer.     He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  G.  M.  Jones. 

Sumter  county  board. — Our  work  in  this  county  has  been  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  condition  for  several  years.  Recently  Dr.  W.  H.  Sledge 
has  been  succeeded  as  county  health  officer  by  Dr.  D.  S.  Brockway. 
We  hope  the  change  will  prove  to  be  a  fortunate  one. 

Talladega  county  board. — The  work  in  this  county  continues  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition.  Dr.  W.  F.  Thetford  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Tallapoosa  county  board. — This  board  has  done  fairly  well,  but  hardly 
so  well  as  last  year.  Dr.  J.  A.  Goggins  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr. 
A.  J.  Coley. 

Tuscaloosa  county  board. — There  has  been  some  improvement  in  our 
work  in  this  county,  but  it  is  still  very  defective.  Dr.  John  B.  Bead  is 
still  the  county  health  officer.  He  seems  to  have  exerted  himself  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office ;  but  his  success  has  been  quite 
moderate. 

Walker  county  board. — Our  work  in  Walker  continues  in  a  state  of 
chronic  suspension.  Dr.  W.  C.  Rosamond  is  still  county  health  officer, 
but  he  makes  no  reports. 
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Washington  county  board. — No  attempt  has  ever  been  made  to  collect 
vital  statistics  in  this  county. 

Wilcox  county  board. — In  this  county  our  work  continues  to  drag  on 
without  improvement.  This  board  ought  to  do  better.  Dr.  R.  H. 
Kilpatrick  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Winston  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  has  not  been  so  well 
done  this  past  year  as  it  was  heretofore.  Dr.  J.  C.  Taylor  is  county 
health  officer.

REMARKS. 

You  will  observe  from  the  foregoing  report  that  about  the  usual  num- 
ber (4.8  per  cent)  of  those  with  disqualifying  defects  have  heen  found. 

Of  these  1.9  per  cent,  were  for  defective  color  perception,  and  2.8  per 
cent,  for  defective  sense  of  form. 

You  will  also  notice  that  in  the  enumeration  of  the  different  forms  of 
color-blindness  there  are  none  put  down  as  "green  blind  only" — red 
blind,  and  red-green  blind,  being  the  only  classes  found.  There  may 
be  those  who  are  totally  devoid  of  color-perception,  but  I  have  not 
found  such  an  one. 

In  my  examinations  for  the  past  three  and  one-half  years,  I  have 
never  met  with  a  case  which  I  could  class  as  "green  blind  only."  In 
every  instance  in  which  there  was  any  degree  of  green-blindness,  there 
was  also  red-blindness. 

The  classification  into  definite  and  distinct  forms  of  color-blindness, 
designated  by  the  primary  or  base  colors — red,  green  and  blue — does 
not  seem  to  be  borne  out  by  the  facts.  I  have  never  yet  found  a  man 
in  over  one  hundred  color-blind  cases,  who  could  distinguish  the  green 
shades,  who  could  not  also  distinguish  the  red  shades;  but  I  have 
repeatedly  found  them  to  fail  on  the  red  colors,  while  they  could  dis- 
tinguish moderately  well  the  green  colors. 

The  Young-Helmholtz  theory  of  three  varieties  of  nerves,  each  taking 
cognizance  of  a  particular  color,  does  not,  to  me,  seem  correct.  Color 
perception,  like  form  perception,  is  by  gradation  rather  than  by  dis- 
tinct classes.  The  red-blind  gradually  merges  into  the  green,  and  the 
green  into  the  blue  or  purple. 

This  gradation  is  no  doubt  the  result  of  the  different  refrangibility  of 
the  different  colored  rays  acted  upon  by  the  refracting  media,  and  the 
accommodative  apparatus  of  the  eye. 

Every  one  knows  that  what  is  called  the  accommodative  power  of  the 
eye,  differs  greatly  in  different  persons. 

In  one  the  range  may  be  only  from  six  to  twelve  inches,  while  in 
others  it  is  much  greater.  I  have  seen  it  in  some  of  these  color-blind 
subjects  range  from  six  to  thirty  inches,  reading  Jager  No.  2,  from  six 
to  thirty  inches. 

In  such  an  eye,  though  the  range  of  accommodation  is  long,  the  power 
is  small. 

Let  us  suppose  a  pencil  of  light  reflected  from  a  red  object,  falling 
upon  such  an  eye.  The  red  ray,  being  not  easily  refrangible,  and  the 
power  of  accommodation  being  weak,  it  is  not  brought  to  a  focus  upon 
the  retina,  but  falls  behind  it,  so  that  the  red  object  does  not  form  a 
distinct  image  upon  the  retina,  but  appears  more  or  less  dark  or  gray 
according  to  the  degree  of  saturation 'of  the  colored  ray.  Thus  the  sat- 
urated red,  or  green  object,  is  to  the  color-blind  black,  or  nearly  so. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  correct  explanation  of  color-blindness  is  to 
be  found  in  the  laws  of  refraction  of  light  as  influenced  by  anatomical 
peculiarities  of  the  eye,  arising  from  deficiencies  in  the  refracting 
media  and  powers  of  accommodation. 

I  cannot  at  the  present  elaborate  this  theory  as  I  would  desire,  but  at 
some  future  time  it  is  my  intention  to  write  an  article  for  the  State 
Medical  Association,  and  set  it  out  more  fully.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD. 

We  are  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress 
in  the  work  of  our  board  during  the  past  year.  In  the  great 
work  of  collecting  the  vital  statistics  of  the  State  the  im- 
provement from  year  to  year  is  marked  and  unmistakable. 
This  is  by  far  the  most  difficult  work  ever  undertaken  by  any 
Board  of  Health  or  by  any  medical  organization  in  the 
world,  and  for  the  measure  of  success  which  we  have  achieved 
we  have  good  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves.  This  enter- 
prise in  Alabama  has  ceased  to  be  an  experiment,  and  our 
ultimate  success  is  simply  a  matter  of  time. 

During  the  pa3t  year  our  State  has  been  visited  by  only 
one  great  epidemic  invasion — influenza  or  grippe.  This 
entered  first  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  and  slowly  fol- 
lowed the  lines  of  travel  southward.  Very  few  sections  of 
the  State  escaped  it,  and  its  prevalence  was  widespread  and 
general.  As  it  traveled  southward  it  seemed  to  become  of 
milder  type,  but  in  all  parts  of  the  State  it  added  something 
to  the  rates  of  mortality — chiefly  from  its  complications  with 
pneumonia.  A  remarkable  fact  in  connection  with  it  is  that 
it  attacked  the  negro  population  to  a  much  less  extent  than 
the  white  population.  Indeed,  the  negroes  seem  to  have 
been  comparatively  exempt  from  it.

NOTE   BY   THE   STATE   HEALTH    OFFICER. 

In  the  foregoing  account  the  sum  of  four  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($4.50) 
was  advanced  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  pay  postage  on  the  Book 
of  Rules.  This  sum  has  been  refunded  to  the  State  Board  out  of  money 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  books ;  and  the  amount  thus  refunded  has 
been  paid  over  to  our  printers,  the  Brown  Printing  Company,  which 
leaves  the  balance  as  before,  with  a  corresponding  reduction  of  our 
outstanding  indebtedness— which  now  amounts  to  ninety-three  dollars 
and  eighty  cents  ($93.80),  the  smallest  balance  against  us  that  has 
occurred  for  several  years. 

THE    CONFERENCE    OF    STATE    BOARDS    OF    HEALTH. 

The  conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  meets  this  year 
in  June  at  Lansing,  Michigan.  It  has  been  the  custom  for 
several  years  for  the  State  Health  Officer  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  this  conference,  and  to  have  his  expenses  paid 
out  of  the  quarantine  fund,  under  the  first  section  of  the 
act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  quarantine  in  Alabama,  ap- 
proved February  28,  1887.  We  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of 
Alabama,  that  the  State  Health  Officer  should  attend  the  conference  of 
State  Boards  of  Health  which  meets  in  Lansing,  Michigan,  on  the 
6th   of   June   next;    and  that  the  Governor  is  hereby  requested,  as 
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has  been  the  custom  heretofore,  to  authorize  the  payment  out  of  the 
quarantine  fund  of  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  State 
Health  Officer  in  making  said  trip.

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No  reports  have  been  received  from  Drs.  C.  B.  McCoy, 
B.  L.  Wyman,  B.  R  Cross,  B.  M.  Cunningham,  Theodore 
Westmoreland,  Khett  Goode,  Ruffin  Coleman. 

Of  those  not  reporting  Drs.  B.  R  Cross  and  R.  M.  Cun- 
ningham, made  no  examinations  in  1891,  and  consequently 
had  nothing  to  report. 

Drs.  B.  L.  Wyman,  Ruffin  Coleman,  Theodore  West- 
moreland and  Rhett  Goode,  have  persistently  neglected  to 
answer  our  repeated  communications.  We  do  not  know 
what  examinations  have  been  made  by  them. 

A  very  cursory  consideration  of  these  facts  will  show  that 
we  were  not  able  during  the  past  year  to  administer  this  law 
in  anything  like  a  satisfactory  fashion.  It  is  evident,  indeed, 
that  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  administer  the  law 
efficiently  and  intelligently  when  examiners  ignore  our 
authority,  violate  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  make  no 
response  to  our  official  communications. 

The  duty  of  superintending  the  administration  of  the 
color-blind  law  is,  by  the  terms  of  the  law  itself,  imposed 
upon  the  State  Board  of  Health ;  but,  as  the  law  stands,  the 
appointment  of  examiners  rests  exclusively  with  the  gov- 
ernor. The  governor  not  only  has  the  power  to  appoint,  but 
it  is  his  privilege  to  determine  also  how  many  examiners 
shall  be  appointed.  In  the  meantime,  as  we  have  said,  we 
are  responsible  to  the  State  for  the  right  administration  of 
the  law.  But  the  right  administration  of  the  law  depends 
very  much  on  the  competency  of  those  who  make  the  exam- 
inations— a  matter  about  which,  if  we  are  consulted  at  all,  it 
is  only  through  the  courtesy  of  the  governor.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  we  have  not  usually  been  consulted  in  regard  to  these 
appointments,  and  the  appointments  themselves  have  not 
usually  been  officially  notified  to  us.  In  a  word,  we  have 
been  left  to  find  out  by  accident  when  appointments  have 
been  made  and  who  have  received  appointments.  It  is 
certain  that  examiners  have  been  appointed  who  are  not 
competent  to  make  all  of  the  examinations  required;  and  it 
is  certain  that  applicants  rejected  by  one  examiner  have 
been  passed  by  another,  as  has  been  stated  by  the  President 
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of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  his  annual  message.  Any 
of  the  examiners  may  be  at  any  time  removed  by  the  gov- 
ernor on  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  and  of  others  that  we  need  not 
specially  mention  here,  we  respectfully  recommend  as  fol- 
lows: 

(1.)  That  the  State  Board  of  Health  respectfully  re- 
quests the  governor,  under  the  act  for  the  protection  of  the 
traveling  public  against  accidents  caused  by  color-blindness 
and  defective  vision,  which  was  approved  on  the  28th  of 
February,  1887,  and  under  the  provisions  of  section  4  of 
said  act,  to  revoke  the  appointment  as  examiners  under  said 
law  of  Dr.  Ehett  Goode,  Dr.  Theodore  "Westmoreland,  Dr. 
B.  L.  TVynian  and  Dr.  Ruffin  Coleman,  for  the  reason  that 
the  examiners  mentioned  have  utterly  ignored  the  State 
Board  of  Health  in  connection  with  this  work,  thus  making 
it  impossible  for  us  to  supervise  the  administration  of  the 
law  so  far  as  they  are  concerned. 

(2.)  That  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  be  re- 
quested, at  its  next  session,  to  amend  the  color-blind  law  so 
that  it  may  read  as  follows: 

A  Bill  to  be  entitled  An  Act  to  amend,  confirm  and  extend  the  Act  for 
the  protection  of  the  travelling  public  against  accidents  caused  by 
color-blindness  and  defective  vision,  approved  February  28th,  1887. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  That 
all  persons  affected  with  color-blindness  and  loss  of  visual  power,  one 
or  both,  to  the  extent  to  he  defined  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  act,  shall  he  and  they  are  hereby  disqualified  from  serv- 
ing on  railroad  lines  within  this  State  in  the  capacity  of  locomotive 
engineer,  fireman,  train  conductor,  brakeman,  station  agent,  switch- 
man, flagman,  gate  tender  or  Bignal  man,  or  in  any  other  position 
which  requires  the  use  or  discrimination  of  form  or  color  signals. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enact  d,  That  any  person  who  shall  serve  in 
•any  of  the  capacities  mentioned  in  section  I  of  this  act  without  first 
having  obtained  a  certificate  of  fitness  for  his  position  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offense. 

Sec  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  Tbat  any  railroad  company,  officer  or 
agent  of  the  same,  employing  a  person  in  any  of  the  capacities  speci- 
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fled  in  section  one  of  this  act,  who  does  not  possess  a  certificate  of 
fitness  therefor,  in  so  far  as  color-blindness  and  visual  power  are  con- 
cerned, duly  issued  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  act, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  for  each  and  every  offense  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  obtaining  or  attempt- 
ing to  obtain  a  certificate  fraudulently,  either  by  collusion  with 
another  in  his  examination,  or  by  getting  some  one  to  personate  him 
in  the  examination ;  or  any  one  thus  personating  another  person,  or 
aiding  him  fraudulently  to  procure  a  certificate  of  fitness  under  this 
act  by  collusion  or  otherwise;  or  any  one  attempting  to  use  a  certifi- 
cate issued  to  another  person  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  employment 
on  a  railroad  in  this  State,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  to  supervise  the  administration  of  this  law,  to  pre- 
scribe the  methods  by  which  such  examination  shall  be  made,  the 
forms  of  certificates  to  be  issued,  of  records  to  be  kept,  and  reports  to 
be  made  by  the  examiners,  and  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  by  said  board  be  deemed  necessary;  and  it 
shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Health,  from  time  to 
time,  to  nominate  or  select  a  suitable  number  of  well  qualified  medi- 
cal men  who  are  experts  in  ophthalmology  to  act  as  examiners  under 
this  act,  who  shall  be  duly  commissioned  by  the  governor;  and  any 
one  of  the  examiners  so  commissioned  shall  be  immediately  removed 
from  office  by  the  governor  at  the  request  of  the  said  State  Board  of 
Health  ;  and  any  one  of  said  examiners,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  make  the  examinations  and  issue  the  certificates 
required  by  this  act ;  and  for  each  and  every  such  examination  the 
examiner  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  three  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  examinations  under  this  act 
shall  be  made  and  certificates  issued  in  conformity  with  the  following 
rules :  Rule  1.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  certificates,  to  be  desig- 
nated, respectively,  as  first  class  certificates  and  second  class  certifi- 
cates. Rule  2.  For  first  class  certificates,  the  requirements  shall  be 
healthy  eyes  and  eyelids,  without  habitual  congestion  or  inflamma- 
tion ;  ample  field  of  vision ;  normal  visual  acuteness,  and  refraction ; 
freedom  from  color-blindness,  and  absence  of  cataract.  Rule  3.  For 
second  class  certificates  the  requirements  shall  be  healthy  eyes  and 
eyelids,  without  habitual  congestion  or  inflammation  ;  ample  field  of 
vision ;  visual  acuteness,  at  least  equal  to  three-fifths  without  glasses 
and  normal  with  glasses,  and  color  perception  at  least  equal  to  three- 
fourths  using  both  eyes.  Rule  4.  Those  obtaining  first  class  certifi- 
cates shall  be  eligible  for  employment  in  any  of  the  positions  specified 
in  section  1  of  this  act.  Those  obtaining  second  class  certificates  shall 
be  eligible  for  employment  in  any  position  except  engineer,  fireman, 
brakeman  or   flagman.     Rule  5.    Re-examination   shall    be  required 
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after  any  serious  disease  oi  the  eyes,  after  all  severe  injuries  affecting 
the  head  or  eyes,  after  any  disease  of  the  brain,  after  every  long  con- 
tinued illness  as  typhoid  fever,  and  after  mistakes  or  acts  winch 
would  seem  to  imply  impairment  of  visual  power  or  of  color  percep- 
tion. 

8kc.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  a  certificate  of  fitness  is  refused 
by  any  examiner,  the  person  so  refused  shall  he  entitled  to  examina- 
tion by  any  other  examiner  by  Simply  making  application  and  paying 
the  fee  therefor. 

Sac.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  act  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  travelling  public  against  accidents  caused  by  color- 
blindness and  defective  vision,  which  was  approved  February  28th, 
1887,  as  is  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  aot,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  all  commissions  or  appointments  issued 
to  examiners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  18^7,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  revoked  and  vacated;  provided,  however, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  repealing  section  shall  take  effect  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  May,  1893;  this  time  being  allowed  in  order  to 
give  time  and  opportunity  for  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
new  examiners  under  this  new  law. 

THE  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  OF  TOWNS  AND  CITIES. 

In  our  plan  of  organization  for  the  supervision  of  the 
public  health,  we  have  a  Board  of  Health  in  every  county, 
all  of  which  are  under  the  superintendence  and  control  of 
the  State  Board.  The  object  of  this  plan  is  to  secure 
uniform  and  systematic  work  all  over  the  State,  with  a  uni- 
form system  of  reports,  and  with  the  utmost  efficiency  and 
economy  of  administration.  In  order  that  this  plan  may  be 
thoroughly  understood,  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
county  boards  to  sections  1284,  1285  and  1286  of  the 
Code: 

Section  1284.  County,  city  or  town  may  invest  county  board  of  health 
with  powers. — The  court  of  county  commissioners,  or  the  proper  cor- 
porate authorities  of  any  city  or  town,  may  jointly  or  separately  in- 
vest the  county  board  of  health  with  such  executive  powers  and  du- 
ties as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  preservation  and  promotion 
of  the  public  health,  and  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  or 
spread  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases;  such  powers  to  be  exer- 
cised, and  such  duties  to  be  performed  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  determined  upon  between  such  board  and  suchcoarl 
or  corporate  authorities. 

Sec.  1285.     Sanitary  regulations:  expenses. — In  the  exercise  of  such 
2-91 
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powers  and  performance  of  such  duties,  in  the  administration  of  all 
sanitary  regulations,  the  appointment  of  officers  or  servants  is  reserved 
exclusively  to  the  board  of  health;  but  the  matter  of  expenditures  is 
reserved  exclusively  to  the  court  of  county  commissioners,  or  to  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  town  or  city. 

Skc.  128H.  No  other  local  boards  than  county  boards  of  health  to  be 
established. — No  local  board  of  health,  or  executive  medical  body,  of 
any  name  or  kind,  for  the  exercise  of  public  health  functions,  other 
than  the  county  board  of  health,  must  be  established  in  any  county, 
town  or  city. 

An  ordinance  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  these  sections  was  adopted  several  years  ago  by  the  city 
of  Mobile.  It  is  printed  in  the  Book  of  Eules,  beginning  at 
page  300,  to  serve  as  a  sort  of  general  model  for  drawing 
up  similar  ordinances  for  other  places. 

It  will  be  seen  that  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  a 
city  health  officer  is  created.  There  are  several  other  cities 
in  the  State  of  sufficient  importance  to  have  a  city  health 
officer,  and  to  provide  by  special  ordinance  in  agreement 
with  the  County  Board  of  Health  for  systematic  sanitary 
supervision.  "Where  there  are  "several  large  towns  in  the 
same  county  a  health  officer  could  be  provided  for  each,  and 
if  it  was  considered  to  be  desirable  a  special  committee  of 
public  health,  composed  of  resident  physicians,  could  also 
be  provided  for  each.  All  these  health  officers  and  special 
committees  of  public  health  would  of  course  be  subordinate 
to  the  County  Board  of  Health. 

We  call  special  attention  to  these  matters  because  it  would 
seem  that  the  time  was  approaching  when  a  good  many  of 
our  cities  and  larger  towns  would  find  it  to  their  interest  to 
arrange  for  some  plan  of  systematic  health  administration. 
All  movements  looking  to  this  end  should  be  fostered  and 
encouraged  by  our  Board  of  Health. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 

The  work  of  the  County  Boards  of  Health  is  steadily  im- 
proving when  we  consider  all  the  counties  together.  That 
is  to  say,  a  large  number  of  counties  than  ever  before  are 
engaged  in  the  collection  of  vital  statistics,  and  a  larger 
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Dumber  than  ever  before  are  approximating  satisfactory 
results.  This  persistent  progress,  even  while  it  is  slow,  is 
very  gratifying.  In  it  we  have  the  assurance  that  complete 
success  will  ultimately  crown  our  efforts  in  the  most  difficult 
enterprise  ever  undertaken  by  the  medical  profession  of  any 
country  in  the  world.  It  is  a  work,  therefore,  of  which  the 
medical  profession  of  Alabama  may  well  be  proud. 

In  the  meantime  there  are  some  other  official  functions  to 
which  our  county  boards  stand  pledged,  which,  by  many  of 
them,  are  very  imperfectly  performed,  and  which,  by  some 
of  them,  are  not  performed  at  all.  We  allude  to  the 
sanitary  inspection  and  supervision  of  jails,  poor-houses, 
hospitals  and  public  schools.  In  this  connection  we  urge 
upoa  all  the  members  of  the  county  boards,  and  especially 
on  the  official  members,  the  careful  study  of  the  instructions 
on  page  196  of  the  Book  of  Rules. 

There  is  one  of  the  county  boards  which,  in  the  discharge 
of  these  and  of  similar  duties,  has  specially  distinguished 
itself,  and  which,  therefore,  deserves  honorable  mention,  and 
that  is  the  Board  of  Health  of  Jefferson  county. 

With  these  few  introductory  sentences,  we  now  proceed  to 
notice  each  one  of  the  county  boards  of  health,  and  its  work 
for  the  past  year,  separately: 

Autauga  county  board. — No  report  has  been  received  from  this  board 
during  the  past  year.  Dr.  \V.  J.  Bell  lias  been  recently  elected  county 
health  officer,  and  promises  to  make  a  faithful  effort  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  of  lice. 

Baldwin  county  board.— Dr.  \V.  M.  Lovelady  continues  to  act  as 
health  officer  for  this  county.  He  is  earnest  and  energetic,  and  while 
the  great  extent  and  sparce  population  of  the  country  make  his  work 
difficult,  it  shows  improvement  over  that  of  last  year.  His  salary  is 
three  hundred  dollars. 

Barbour  county  board. — The  work  in  this  county  is  ahout  the  same 
as  last,  and  not  as  good  as  it  ought  to  be.  Dr.  W.  H.  Robertson  is 
still  the  county  health  officer.      His  salary  is  three  hundred  dollars. 

Bibb  county  board.-— During  the  past  year  no  reports  have  been  re- 
ceived from  this  county.     Dr.  Fred  Black  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Blount  county  board. — The  work  in  this  county  shows  perhaps  some 
improvement  over  last  year,  but  it  is  not  up  to  a  high  standard  of 
efficiency.     Dr.  W   M   Cole  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 
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Bullock  county  board.— Our  work  in  this  county  bad  begun  to  decline, 
although  it  has  always  been  well  done.  The  present  county  health 
officer  is  Dr.  S.  C.  Cowan.  Under  his  administration  there  has  been 
some  improvement,  and  we  hope  it  will  soon  be  up  to  ..he  front  again* 

Butler  county  board. — Since  onr  last  report  the  work  of  this  county 
shows  decided  improvement,  and  we  hope  by  another  year  to  be  able 
to  report  it  as  equal  to  the  best.  Dr.  J.  C.  Kendrick  is  the  county 
health  officer. 

Calhoun  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  still  continues  to  im- 
prove. As  was  the  case  last  yeat  the  returns  from  Oxford,  Jackson- 
ville and  Piedmont  are  about  complete.  The  returns  from  Anniston 
are  still  not  quite  complete,  but  are  nearly  so.  Some  of  the  beats  in 
the  county  are  not  fully  reported.  Dr.  T.  W.  Ayres  is  the  efficient 
county  health  officer. 

Chambers  county  board. — Again  last  year  no  reports  were  received 
from  this  board.  The  outlook  is  a  little  better  this  year,  inasmuch  as 
the  county  society  is  better  organized  than  heretofore,  and  there  seems 
to  be  a  better  feeling  amongst  the  doctors.  Dr.  J.  B.  Eutland  is  county 
health  officer  and  promises  to  do  his  best. 

Cherokee  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  is  about  the  same 
as  last  year.  In  the  meantime  the  medical  organization  of  the  county 
has  considerably  improved,  and  we  may  be  allowed  to  hope  that  our 
work  also  will  improve.  Dr.  G.  D.  W.  Lawrence  is  still  county  health 
officer. 

Chilton  county  board. — The  hopes  we  expressed  in  our  last  report 
in  regard  to  this  county  have  not  been  fulfilled.  Dr.  W.  E.  Stewart  is 
still  the  county  health  officer,  but  he  makes  no  reports. 

Choctaiv  county  board. — In  this  county  there  has  been  very  little 
change  in  our  woik— peihaps  it  has  slightly  improved.  Dr.  R.  B.  Car 
is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Clarke  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  has  been  kept  up  to 
an  encouraging  degree  of  efficiency — just  a  little  more  effort  would 
make  it  all  that  could  be  desired.  Dr.  J.  W.  Armistead  is  the  county 
health  officer. 

Clay  county  board. — Our  work  in  this  county  shows  decided  im- 
provement. This  improvement  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Thomas 
Northen,  who  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Cleburne  county  board. — During  the  last  year,  as  for  several  previous 
years,  this  board  has  made  no  reports.  Dr.  0.  W.  Sheppard  is  still  on 
the  roll  as  county  health  officer. 

Coffee  county  board. — From  this  county  no  reports  were  made  during 
the  past  year.  Recently  Dr.  W.  W  Grubbs  has  been  elected  county 
health  officer,  and  he  promises  to  do  his  best  to  succeed. 
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Colbert  county  board. — Again,  during  the  past  year,  no  reports  were 
received  from  tins  board.  I>r.  H.  W.  Blair  was  elected  county  health 
officer  in  January,  but  as  yet  has  given  DO  evidence  to  this  office  that 
he  is  doing  anything. 

Conecuh  county  hoard. — The  work  of  this  board  goes  on  about  as  for 
the  last  several  years.  The  death  rates  and  birth  rates  continue  to  be 
notably  below  the  average,  but  Dr.  A.  A.  McKittrick  is  still  the  county 
health  officer,  and  he  insists  that  his  returns  are  complete. 

Coosa  county  board. — During  the  past  year  our  work  in  this  county 
has  improved  very  much,  and  the  outlook  for  further  improvement  is 
good.     Dr.  A   J.  Peterson  is  the  efficient  county  health  officer. 

Covington  county  hoard. — We  have  had  only  a  few  very  imperfect 
reports  from  this  board  during  the  past  year.  Dr.  W.  E.  Sentell  still 
stands  as  county  health  officer,  but  he  seems  not  to  be  making  any 
effort  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Crenshaw  county  board. — We  have  received  no  reports  from  this  board 
during  the  past  year. 

Cullman  county  board. — During  the  past  year  this  board  has  done 
excellent  work,  but  its  returns  are  still  not  quite  complete.  Dr.  M.  L. 
Johnson  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Dale  county  board. — Our  work  in  Dale  county  has  improved  consid- 
erably, but  is  still  far  from  complete.  Dr.  R.  H.  Harper  is  the  county 
health  office,  and  is  entitled  to  credit  for  the  advance  that  has  been 
made. 

Dallas  county  boa^d. — There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
work  of  this  board  during  the  past  year,  but  not  such  improvement  as 
ought  to  have  been  accomplished.  The  Seltna  reports  are  doubtless 
complete  as  to  the  deaths,  and  nearly  so  as  to  the  births.  But  the  re- 
turns from  a  good  many  of  the  county  beats  are  quite  defective.  On 
account  of  its  very  large  black  population,  this  is  a  very  difficult  county 
to  manage.     Dr.  E.  B.  Ward  is  the  county  health  officer. 

DeKalb  county   board. — In  this  county  our  work  has  slowly  improved. 
There  is,  however,  room  for  considerable  additional  improvement.  Dr 
H.  P.  McWhorter  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Elmore  county  board.— This  board  has  acquitted  itself  well  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  monthly  reports  now  approximate  completeness. 
For  this,  great  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  0.  S.  Justice,  the  county  health 
officer. 

Escambia  county  board.— This  board  is  doing  most  excellent  work 
and  sending  in  reports  that  are  about  complete,  for  all  the  beats  in  the 
county.     The  county  health  officer  is  Dr.  J.  L.  Bass. 

Etowah  county  board.— During  the  past  year  this  board  did  fairly 
good  work,  but  not  perfect  work.    The  outlook  for  the  future  is  fairly 
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good.    Dr.  M.  R.  Wright,  who  has  been  county  health  officer  for  sev- 
eral years,  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  D.  H.  Baker. 

Fayette  county  board. — We  have  to  report  again  that  our  work  in 
Fayette  does  not  improve.  Dr.  J.  H.  Duncan  was  county  health  officer. 
He  has  been  succeeded  recently  by  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Peters. 

Franklin  county  board. — This  board  has  never  made  any  reports. 
Dr.  S.  W.  Desprez  is  still  the  county  health  officer.     He  has  no  salary. 

Geneva  county  board. — We  do  not  get  any  report  from  this  county. 

Greene  county  board. — Our  work  in  Greene  county  still  moves  for- 
ward very  slowly.  We  get  perfect  reports  from  Eutaw,  but  the  returns 
from  peveral  of  the  county  beats  are  quite  defective.  The  county  is  in 
a  better  state  of  organization  than  for  several  years,  and  this  affords 
us  some  grounds  to  hope  for  better  things.  Dr.  T.  W.  Pierce  is  the 
county  health  officer.     His  salary  is  $100  a  year. 

Hale  county  board. — Our  work  in  Hale  county  goes  steadily  on,  but 
not  in  a  satisfactory  fashion.  The  monthly  returns  are  not  complete. 
Dr.  J.  Huggins  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Henry  county  board. — The  condition  of  our  work  in  Henry  county  is 
still  very  unsatisfactory ;  but  it  has  improved.  The  monthly  reports 
were  resumed  with  the  beginning  of  this  year.  Dr.  Phillips  is  the 
county  health  officer. 

Jackson  county  board.— Our  work  in  this  county  has  always  been 
fairly  well  done,  and  for  the  past  year  has  gone  on  about  as  usual.  The 
organization  of  the  county  is  good,  and  it  would  seem  that  a  little  more 
effort  would  secure  complete  returns.  Dr.  G.  L.  Hayes  is  the  county 
health  officer. 

Jefferson  county  board.— The  work  of  this  board  deserves  special 
commendation.  The  collection  of  vital  statistics,  while  not  complete, 
has  improved  decidedly  during  the  past  year.  They  are  now  making 
separate  reports  for  Birmingham,  Bessemer,  Pratt  Mines  town,  and 
Pratt  Mines  prison,  Coalburg  prison,  Warrior,  Woodlaw  and  Oxmoor, 
and  for  the  county  outside  of  these  places.  Most  of  these  special  re- 
ports are  good ;  but  in  the  county,  several  beats  show  very  defective 
returns.  Besides  the  collection  of  vital  statistics,  this  board  has  been 
active  in  the  discharge  of  other  duties,  such  as  the  inspection  of  the 
jail,  the  poor  house,  the  markets,  the  hospitals,  the  public  schools,  and 
in  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  Other  boards  in  the  State  might  study 
with  advantage  what  this  board  has  accomplished. 

Lamar  county  board. — The  efficiency  of  the  work  of  this  board  has 
declined  since  Dr.  R.  J.  Redden  gave  up  the  position  of  county  health 
officer.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  D.  D.  Hollis,  who  has  done  fairly 
well,  but  not  as  well  as  we  could  wish. 

Lauderdale  county  board. — This  board  has  merely  a  nominal  exist- 
ence, and  has  made  no  reports  during  the  past  year. 
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Lawrence  count;/  board. — During  the  past  year  the  work  of  this  board 
was  not  well  done.  The  county  health  officer,  Dr.  W.  J.  McMahon, 
was  absent  from  the  county  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  time,  and  his 
work  naturally  fell  to  pieces.  He  is  again  at  his  post,  and  as  the  medi- 
cal organization  in  the  county  has  improved,  it  is  hoped  that  this  work 
will  improve  also. 

Lee  count;/  board. — This  board  has  made  no  reports  during  the  past 
year.  Dr.  A.  (i.  Emory  was  nominally  health  officer,  but  paid  no  atten- 
tion to  the  duties  of  the  ollice. 

Limestone  com,!;/  hoard. — The  work  of  this  board  has  dragged  very 
greatly  during  the  past  year,  simply  for  the   lack  of  energy   and  eflbrt. 

Lowndes  county  board. — In  this  county  there  has  been  no  change. 
The  work  has  been  well  done.  Dr.  Shirley  Bragg  is  still  the  county 
health  officer. 

Macon  county  board. — The  work  of  this  hoard  continues  to  be  a  fail- 
ure. Dr.  C.  S.  C.  Atkeson  is  the  county  health  officer.  He  gets  no 
salary. 

Madison  count;/  board. — The  work  in  this  county  does  not  improve, 
and  this  state  of  affairs  is  a  great  disappointment  to  us.  Dr.  W.  C. 
Wheeler  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Marengo  county  board. — This  board  made  no  reports  during  the  past 
year.  In  the  meantime  the  organization  of  the  county  has  been  greatly 
improved,  and  we  hope  better  work  will  be  done  this  year.  Dr.  I.  G. 
Wilson  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Marion  county  board. — This  board  has  never  succeeded  in  accom- 
plishing anything  in  the  way  of  collecting  vital  statistics;  the  medical 
organization  of  the  county  has  been  greatly  improved,  however,  and  a 
county  health  officer — Dr.  T.  J.  Springfield — has  been  appointed. 

Marshall  count;/  hoard. — The  work  of  this  board  has  never  been  effi- 
cient; the  health  officer  gets  no  salary;  the  monthly  reports  have  been 
regularly  made,  but  have  been  very  defective;  since  January  there  has 
been  a  new  county  health  officer,  who  is  making  considerable  effort  to 
improve  the  work  ;  he  is  Dr.  P.  B.  Lusk. 

Mobile  county  board. — The  work  of  this  board  outside  of  the  city  of 
Mobile  continues  to  be  a  failure;  in  the  meantime  the  salary  of  the 
county  health  officer  has  been  increased  to  $420  a  year.  Since  January 
the  county  health  officer  is  Dr.  E.  L.  Marechal. 

Monroe  county  board. — Our  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be  fairly 
well  done,  but  during  the  past  year  lias  dragged  more  than  usual,  the 
reports  having  been  frequently  way  behind  time;  with  just  a  little 
more  eflbrt  this  county  could  be  placed  in  the  first  rank.  Dr.  W.  W. 
McMillan  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Montgomery  county  board.— During  the  past  year  the  work  of  this 
board  has  notably  improved ;  it  is  not  yet  what  it  ought  to  be,  but  it  is 
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hoped  that  this  improvement  will   continue.     Dr.  P.  H.  Owen   is  still 
the  county  health  officer. 

Morgan  county  board.— The  work  of  this  hoard  continues  to  he  fairly 
done,  but  it  ought  to  be  pushed  to  still  greater  efficiency.  Dr.  Peter 
Binford  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Perry  county  board. — During  the  past  year  this  board  has  failed  to 
make  its  reports.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Wilkerson  is  the  county  health 
officer. 

Pickens  county  board. — This  board  has  been  very  negligent  of  its 
duty,  and  has  made  during  the  past  year  only  a  few  straggling  reports. 
Dr.  A.  N.  Steele  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Pike  county  board.— This  board  continues  to  do  fairly  good,  but  by  no 
means  perfect  work.  Dr.  C.  W.  Hilliard  is  now  the  county  health 
officer. 

Randolph  county  board .  —No  reports  were  received  from  this  board 
during  the  past  year.  This  year  Dr.  J.  C.  Swann  has  been  elected 
county  health  officer.  He  gets  no  salary,  but  promises  to  work  up  the 
county. 

Russell  county  board. — This  board  sent  up  monthly  reports  last  year, 
but  they  were  very  defective.  Since  January,  Dr.  W.  B.  Prather  has 
been  elected  county  health  officer. 

Shelby  county  board. — Nothing  was  done  in  this  county  last  year. 

St .  Clair  county  board  — This  board  makes  regular  reports,  and  there 
has  been,  perhaps,  some  improvement  over  last  year ;  but  the  reports 
are  still  quite  defective.  Dr.  G.  M.  Jones  is  still  the  county  health 
officer . 

Sumter  county  board. — Our  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition;  it  ought  to  be  better  done.  Dr.  D.  S.  Brock- 
way  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Talladega  county  board. — The  work  in  this  county  has  improved  little, 
but  is  still  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  Dr.  W.  F.  Thetford  is  still 
the  county  health  officer. 

Tallapoosa  county  board.— During  the  past  year  the  work  of  this  board 
as  compared  with  that  of  previous  years  shows  decided  retrogression. 
Dr.  A.  J.  Coley  continues  to  act  as  county  health  officer. 

Tuscaloosa  county  board. — There  has  been  some  little  improvement 
in  our  work  in  this  county ;  the  reports  from  Tuscaloosa  and  North  Port 
towns  are  nearly  complete ;  but  a  good  many  of  the  county  beats  make 
very  defective  returns.  Dr.  J.  B.  Kead  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Walker  county  board. — This  board  during  the  year  endeavored  to  do 
some  work,  but  without  any  great  success.

THE    WORK    OF    THE    STATE    BOARD. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  again  to  report  that  the  work  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  is  making  encouraging  progress, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  great  undertaking  to  which  we 
have  devoted  so  much  attention,  namely,  the  collection  of 
vital  statistics.  The  doctors  and  the  people  are  getting 
more  and  more  accustomed  to  the  report  and  registration  of 
births  and  deaths,  and  the  courts  of  county  commissioners 
are  more  and  more  falling  into  the  habit  of  making  appro- 
priations for  the  payment  of  the  county  health  officers.  If 
the  work  is  lagging  in  any  of  the  counties  it  is  because  the 
doctors  of  those  counties  have  not  appreciated  sufficiently 
their  obligations  in  regard  to  it.  Wherever  the  doctors  lead 
the  way  in  hygienic  effort  the  people  in  due  time  will  cheer- 
fully follow. 

In  our  previous  reports  we  have  frequently  alluded  to  the 
multiplicity  and  magnitude  of  the  difficulties  that  stand  in 
the  way  of  the  collection  of  vital  and  mortuary  statistics  in 
sparsely  settled  counties.  Our  experience  has  abundantly 
shown  that  we  have  never  over-estimated  these  difficulties; 
but  it  has,  also,  shown  that  great  as  they  are  they  are  not 
insuperable.  We  are  no  longer  making  an  experiment,  but 
have  safely  passed  the  experimental  6tage.  We  have  only 
to  follow  up  this  work  with  the  same  systematic  energy  as 
during  the  past  ten  years  to  make  it  finally  a  triumphant 
success. 

During  the  past  year  no  destructive  epidemic  has  invaded 
our  State.      We  have  been  free  from   yellow   fever,   cholera, 
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and  smallpox.  We  have  had  local  and  sporadic  outbreaks 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  grippe;  but  none  of  these 
diseases  have  added  greatly  to  our  mortality.  In  a  general 
way  we  can  state  that  the  health  of  our  people  has  beeD  ex- 
ceptionally good.

INSPECTION    OF    JAILS    AND    POOR    HOUSES. 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  county  boards  of 
health  in  a  very  special  way  to  section  1282  of  the  Code,  the 
section  in  which  the  legal  duties  of  said  boards  are  sepa- 
rately specified.  These  duties  are  very  important,  and  it  is 
certain  that  some  of  them  are  not  sufficiently  appreciated 
by  some  of  our  boards.  This  is  emphatically  true  of  sub- 
section 4  of  said  section  of  the  Code,  which  is  in  these 
words  :  "To  exercise  a  general  superintendence  over  tha 
sanitary  regulations  of  the  public  institutions  situate  in  the 
county,  including  hospitals,  asylums,  work  houses,  prisons, 
markets,  and  public  schools." 

A  wide  field  of  usefulness  for  the  county  boards  of  health 
is  opened  up  by  these  provisions  of  the  law,  and  it  should 
be  assiduously  cultivated.  The  jails  and  poor  houses  espe- 
cially require  looking  after.  It  is  believed  that  in  some  of 
the  counties  the  jails  and  poor  houses  are  not  managed  in  a 
way   to  foster  the    health    and    coinfort  of   their    inmates. 
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Common  humanity  requires  that  prisoners  deprived  of  their 
liberty  and  the  afflicted  poor  who  are  the  recipients  of  pub- 
lic charity  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  from  unsanitary 
surroundings  or  from  inadequate  or  improper  diet. 

Let  all  the  county  boards  of  health,  therefore,  place  them- 
selves in  official  communication  with  the  courts  of  county 
commissioners,  the  sheriffs,  the  probate  judges,  and  the 
grand  juries,  with  a  view  to  proper  concert  of  action;  and 
let  them  make  such  inspections  and  recommendations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  keep  these  institutions  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

The  number  of  inspections  that  ought  to  be  made  will 
depend  very  much  upon  circumstances.  The  more  populous 
the  jails  and  poor  houses  the  more  frequent  should  be  the 
inspections;  say,  in  the  more  populous  counties  once  a 
month,  and  in  the  less  populous  counties  once  a  quarter. 
The  inspections  may  be  made  by  committees  of  the  boards 
or  by  the  county  health  officers,  as  may  be  most  convenient 
or  most  expedient  under  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 
They  should  be  made  carefully  and  systematically,  and 
should  be  carefully  written  up  for  submission  to  the  boards 
of  health,  to  the  county  authorities  and  to  the  state  health 
officer.  When  abuses  grow  up  in  jails  and  poor  houses  it  is 
nearly  always  the  result  of  negligence  and  want  of  proper 
information  on  the  part  of  the  county  officers,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  county  boards  of  health  to  keep  said  officers 
properly  informed. 


THE    CONFERENCE    OF    STATE    BOARDS    OF    HEALTH. 

We  have  duly  considered  the  report  of  the  State  Health 
Officer  in  regard  to  the  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health 
held  in  New  York  April  5th-8th,  to  consider  the  means  for 
the  prevention  of  the  introduction  of  cholera  into  this  coun- 
try during  the  current  year;  and  have  given  our  approval 
to  the  principles  and  policies  advocated  by  him  at  said  con- 
ference. This  paper  will  be  found  on  page  20  of  this  re- 
port. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 

The  work  of  the  county  boards  of  health  is  steadily  im- 
proving, when  we  consider  all  the  counties  together.  That 
is  to  say,  a  larger  number  of  counties  than  ever  before  are 
engaged  in  the  collection  of  vital  statistics,  and  a  larger 
number  than  ever  before  are  approximating  satisfactory  re- 
sults. This  persistent  progress,  even  while  it  is  slow,  is 
very  gratifying.  In  it  we  have  the  assurance  that  complete 
success  will  ultimately  crown  our  efforts  in  the  most  difficult 
enterprise  ever  undertaken  by  the  medical  profession  of  any 
country  in  the  world.  It  is  a  work,  therefore,  of  which  the 
medical  profession  of  Alabama  may  well  be  proud.  We 
proceed  to  notice  each  one  of  the  county  boards  of  health, 
and  its  work  for  the  past  year,  separately  : 

Autauga  Count;/  Board. — No  report  was  received  from  this  board  for 
the  past  year.  Dr.  W.  J.  Bell,  the  county  health  officer,  made  some 
effort  to  do  the  work,  bat  failed.  Dr.  R.  L.  Huddleston,  of  Wads- 
worth,  is  health  officer  for  1893.  The  outlook  for  effective  work  is 
not  encouraging. 

Baldwin  County  Board. — Dr.  W.  M.  Lovelady  continues  to  act  as 
health  officer  for  the  county.  No  other  county  in  the  state  presents 
more  difficulties  in  the  way  of  long  distances  and  sparseness  of  popu- 
lation. In  spite  of  these  difficulties  the  work  is  fairly  well  done,  and 
continues  to  improve.  The  health  officer's  salary  is  three  hundred 
dollars  a  year. 

Barbour  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  still  continues  to 
be  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year 
Dr.  W.  H.  Robertson  was  county  health  officer.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  W.  A.  Warren.  At  this  time  Dr.  H.  L.  Brannon  has  the  place. 
This  is  a  large  and  wealthy  county  with  a  large  number  of  fairly 
qualified  physicians,  and  it  should  do  better  work. 

Bibb  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this  county 
during  the  past  year.  Dr.  Fred  Black  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Blount  County  Board. — This  county  is  in  about  the  same  condition 
as  last  year.  The  reports  are  regularly  made,  but  are  not  up  to  any 
high  grade  of  efficiency.  Dr.  W.  M.  Cole  is  still  the  county  health 
officer.    This  board  ought  to  do  better  work. 

Bullock  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  has  improved  con- 
siderably.   It  has  always  been  well  done  ;  but  for  a  year  or  two  the 
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reports  were  not  believed  to  be  quite  complete.  It  is  believed  now 
that  they  are  complete.  Dr.  S.  G.  Cowan  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Butler  County  Board.— Our  work  in  Butler  county  continues  to  im- 
prove, and  lacks  very  little  of  being  complete.  Dr.  J.  C.  Kendrick  is 
still  the  county  health  officer. 

Calhoun  County  Bo  vrd. — The  work  in  this  county  is  about  the  same 
as  last  year— good  but  not  quite  complete.  The  separate  reports  for 
Anniston.  Oxford,  Jacksonville  and  Piedmont  are  about  complete. 
Dr.  T.  W.  Ayres  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Chambers  County  Board. — Xo  reports  were  received  from  this  board 
for  the  past  year.  Dr.  J.  B.  Rutland  continues  nominally  county 
health  officer.     He  receives  no  salary. 

Cherokee  County  Board. --The  work  in  this  county  has  not  improved, 
and  is  not  on  a  satisfactory  basis.  Dr.  G.  W.  D.  Lawrence  is  still  the 
county  health  officer. 

Chilton  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
county  during  the  past  year.  There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  a 
health  officer. 

Choctaw  County  Board. — Dr.  R.  B.  Carr,  who  had  been  so  long  health 
officer  in  this  county,  died  a  few  months  ago,  leaving  his  books  and 
papers  in  such  a  condition  that  his  successor  was  not  able  to  make 
out  the  annual  report.  Dr.  T.  A.  Knighton  is  now  county  health  offi- 
cer.    He  makes  regular  reports,  but  they  are  not  complete. 

Clnrk''  County  Board. — The  reports  from  this  county  are  very  good  ; 
jusl  a  little  more  effort  would  make  them  complete.  Dr.  J.  YV.  Arm- 
istead  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Clay  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  count;  is  well  done.  Dr. 
Thomas  Northen,  the  efficient  county  health  officer,  believes  the  re- 
ports to  be  about  complete. 

Cleburne  County  Board. — The  condition  of  things  in  this  county  is 
much  more  favorable,  but  tin'  collection  of  vital  si  at  is  tics  is  do!  a  suc- 
cess.

Colbert  County  Board. — As  usual  no  reports  have  been  received  from 
this  board  for  the  past  year.  Dr  Palmer  is  the  county  health 
officer. 

n!i  County  Board. — Dr.  A.  A.  McKittrick,  who  has  been  health 
officer  in  this  county  so  long,  and  who  conduct  ed  the  work  of  the  office 
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with  so  much  energy,  has  been  superceded  by  Dr.  Andrew  Jay.  The 
reports  are  still  claimed  to  be  complete.  Dr.  McKittrick  occupied 
the  office  until  the  first  day  of  January. 

Coosa  County  Board. — During  the  past  year  the  work  in  this  county 
has  been  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  The  reports  have  been 
nearly  complete.     Dr.  A.  J.  Peterson  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Covington  County  Board. — No  reports  for  the  past  year  have  been 
received  from  this  board.  Dr.  W.  E.  Sentell  is  still  the  nominal  health 
officer.     He  has  no  salary. 

Crenshaw  County  Board. — We  have  not  received  any  reports  from 
this  county  during  the  past  year.  There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay 
the  county  health  officer.  Dr.  A.  J.  Jones,  however,  has  recently  ac- 
cepted the  position  and  will  endeavor  to  put  the  work  on  a  good 
basis. 

Cullman  County  Board — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be 
fairly  well  done,  but  the  reports  are  not  quite  complete.  Dr.  M.  L. 
Johnson  is  still  health  officer. 

Dale  County  Board.-— The  work  has  been  very  poorly  done  in  this 
county.    Dr.  R.  F.  Harper  is  county  health  officer.    He  has  no  salary. 

Dallas  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  has  been  done  about 
as  usual.  The  reports  for  Selma  are  claimed  to  be  complete.  For 
many  of  the  county  beats  the  reports  are  defective.  On  account  of 
the  large  negro  population  this  is  a  difficult  county  to  manage.  Dr. 
E.  B.  AVard  was  county  health  officer  up  to  March,  when  he  was  super- 
ceded by  Dr.  W.  W.  Harper. 

DeKalb  County  Board  —Our  work  in  this  county  still  continues  to 
improve,  but  is  still  not  entirely  satisfactory.  Dr.  H.  P.  McWhorter 
is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Elmore  County  Board. — This  board  has  again  acquitted  itself  well. 
The  reports  are  not  quite  complete,  but  very  nearly  so.  Dr.  O.  S. 
Justice  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Escambia  County  Board. — This  board  continues  to  do  excellent  work. 
Dr.  J.  L.  Bass,  the  previous  health  officer,  has  left  the  county,  and  the 
place  is  now  filled  by  Dr.  E.  T.  Parker. 

Etowah  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  has  slowly  improved 
and  is  now  fairly  well  done.  Dr.  D.  H.  Baker  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Fayette  County  Board. — During  the  past  year  no  report  has  been  re- 
ceived from  this  board.  There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  a  county 
health  officer. 

Franklin  County  Board. — This  board  has  never  made  any  reports. 
There  is  no  appropriation  for  the  county  health  officer  ;  which  place, 
however,  is  still  held  by  Dr.  L.  W.  Desprez. 
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Geneva  Count'/  Z?oard.--No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
board.  Recently  the  board  has  shown,  more  signs  of  life,  and  has 
elected  Dr.  M.  F.  Flemming  as  county  health  ofllcer.  It  is  hoped  he 
will  be  able  to  give  a  good  account  of  himself. 

Greene  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  lias  been  very  imper- 
fectly done  during  (lie  past  year.  Dr.  T.  W.  Pierce  continued  to  act 
as  health  officer  until  January,  when  he  was  superceded  by  Dr.  G.  A. 
Moore.  The  organization  of  the  county  has  considerably  improved 
of  late  years,  but  the  collection  of  vital  statistics  has  not  been  made 
a  success. 

Hale  County  Bo  ird.  —Our  work  in  this  county  has  improved  a  little, 
but  is  not  well  done.     Dr.  J.  Huggins  is  still  the  count;  health  officer. 

Hi  iiri/  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county'is  still  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory condition.  As  health  officer  Dr.  Phillips  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  W.  II.  Williams,  and  now  Dr.  J.  W.  Payne  is  the  incumbent  of 
the  office.  The  condition  of  the  society  has  improved  and  we  trust 
the  collection  of  vital  statistics  will  also  improve. 

Jackson  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  has  gone  on  about 
as  usual.  The  reports  have  been  good,  but  not  complete.  Dr.  G.  L. 
Hayes  continued  to  act  as  county  health  officer  up  to  i  he  first  of  Jan- 
uary, when  Dr.  A.  N.  Blackmore  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 

Jefferson  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  again  deserves 
special  commendation.  The  collection  of  vital  statistics  continues  to 
improve.  The  separate  reports  for  Birmingham,  Bessemer,  Pratt 
City,  and  Warrior,  and  for  the  prisons  at  Pratt  Mines  and  Ooalburg, 
are  believed  to  be  nearly  complete.  The  reports  for  the  county  beats 
are  more  defective.  The  board  has  continued  its  policy  of  inspecting 
the  jail,  poor  house,  market,  hospitals,  and  schools.  It  is  also  active 
as  a  municipal  board  of  health  for  the  city  of  Birmingham.  Dr.  II.  X. 
Rosser  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Lamar  Count;,  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  lias  not  improved  to 
any  measurable  extent.  The  reports  are  regularly  made  but  they  are 
not  complete.  Dr.  D.  D.  Hollis  continues  to  occupy  the  position  of 
county  health  officer. 

Lauderdale  County  Board. — The  board  of  this  county  has  not  been 
making  reports  for  several  years.  It  has  recently  been  reorganized, 
but  will  hardly  engage  in  the  collection  of  vital  statistics  during  the 
current  year. 

Lawrence  County  Board. — This  board  has  sent  in  its  reports  regu- 
larly, but  they  are  quite  defective.  Dr.  W.J.  McMahon  is  still  the 
county  health  officer. 

Lee  County  Board. — We  have  received  no  reports  from  this  county 
during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is 
not  good. 
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Limestone  County  Board. — In  this  county,  during  the  past  year,  our 
work  has  not  been  well  done.  Dr.  G.  R.  Lewis  was  county  health 
officer.  For  the  current  year  Dr.  W.  J.  Hagan  is  the  county  health 
officer,  and  the  prospect  for  good  work  has  greatly  improved. 

Lowndes  County  Board. — In  this  county  the  work  goes  on  as  usual. 
Dr.  Shirley  Bragg  is  county  health  officer  and  claims  that  his  reports 
are  about  complete. 

Macon  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be  a 
failure.    The  health  officer  gets  no  pay  and  does  poor  work. 

Madison  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  for  the  past  year 
has  been  extremely  defective.  Dr.  W.  0.  Wheeler  was  county  health 
officer.  For  the  current  year  Dr.  J.  T.  Johnson  is  the  county  health 
officer,  and  there  has"  been  a  decided  improvement  already  accom- 
plished. 

Marengo  County  Board. — The  reports  from  this  county  last  year  was 
the  first  for  several  years.  They  were  very  defective,  but  as  a  begin- 
ning were  welcomed.  Dr.  I.  G.  Wilson  continues  to  occupy  the  posi- 
tion of  county  health  officer. 

Marion  County  Board. — The  organization  of  this  county  has  been 
greatly  improved,  but  no  vital  statistics  reports  of  any  value  have 
been  received  from  it. 

Marshall  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  defective. 
The  health  officer  gets  no  salary. 

Mobile  County  Board. — During  the  past  year  the  work  of  this  board 
improved  materially,  although  it  did  not  reach  a  high  grade  of  effi- 
ciency. Dr.  E.  L.  Marechal  was  the  county  health  officer.  Since  the 
first  of  January  Dr.  D.  C.  Handle  has  been  county  health  officer. 
This  is  a  large  and  wealthy  county,  the  health  officers  salary  is  $420  a 
year,  and  this  board  should  do  better  work. 

Monroe  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be 
fairly  well  done.  The  reports  are  often  delayed,  and  many  supple- 
ments are  sent  in.  Dr.  W.  W.  McMillan  is  still  the  county  health 
officer. 

Montgomery  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  county  continues  to 
improve,  but  is  not  yet  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  what  the  board  could 
easily  make  it.    Dr.  P.  H.  Owen  is  still  the  county  health  officer. 

Morgan  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  for  the  past  year 
showed  some  deterioration  in  place  of  the  improvement  that  was  ex- 
pected.   This  year  Dr.  W.  A.  Barclift  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Perry  County  Board. — This  board  last  year  failed  again  to  make  any 
reports.  Dr.  O.  L.  Shivers  was  the  county  health  officer.  This  year 
the  health  officer  is  Dr.  G.  R.  Johnson.  He  promises  to  do  better 
work. 
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Pickens  Count;/  Board. — During  ( )m>  past  year  the  Pickens  county 
hoard  has  been  in  a  state  of  suspended  animal  ion.  Since  January 
Dr.  II.  B.  Upchurch  has  been  the  county  health  officer.  Be  is  en- 
deavoring to  bring  about  a  better  -late  of  affairs. 

Pike  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  has  gone  on  about  as 
usual.  The  reports  are  fairly  good,  but  not  complete.  l)r.  0.  W.  Mil- 
liard is  still  the  county  health  ollicer. 

Randolph  ('mini?/  Board.  —  No  reports  were  received  from  this  hoard 
last  year.     There  is  no  appropriation  for  the  health  ollicer. 

Hi  is. <cll.  County  Board.  -This  hoard  made  some  effort  last  year  to- 
wards the  collection  of  statistics  bul  accomplished  very  little.  This 
year  the  health  officer  is  Dr.  II.  II.  Allen. 

Shelby  County  Board.— We  have  had  no  reports  from  this  hoard  for 
the  past  year.     The  healt  h  officer  has  no  salary. 

St.  Clair  Count}/  Board.—  There  has  been  considerable  improvement 

in  the  reports  from  this  county,  ami  the  improvement  seems  likely  to 
continue.     Dr.  E.  P.  Cason  i>  the  county  health  officer. 

Sumter  Count;/  Board. — Our  work  in  Sumter  county  still  drags 
along  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  way.  l>r.  I'.S.  Brockw'ay  is  still  county 
health  officer. 

Talladega  County  Board.— There  continues  to  be  some  slight  im- 
provement in  the  work  of  this  hoard;  hut  it  has  not  yet  reached  a 
satisfactory  degree  of  efficiency.  Dr.  W.  F.  Thetford  is  still  the  county 
health  ollicer. 

Tallapoosa  County  Board. — During  the  past  year  the  retrogression 
in  the  work  of  tins  board,  noted  in  our  last  report,  continued.  A  few 
months  ago  Dr.  A.  L.  Harlan  was  elected  county  health  officer,  with 
the  result  of  great  improvement  in  the  monthly  reports. 

Tuskaloosa  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  hoard  continues  about 
as  heretofore.  It  ought  to  be  greatly  improved.  Dr.  J.  B.  Read  is 
still  the  county  health  ollicer. 

Walker  County  Board.— No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
board  for  last  year. 

Washington  County  Board. — No  reports  from  last   year  have  been 

received  from  this inty.    There  is  no  county  health  ollicer,  and  no 

appropriation  to  pay  one. 

Wilcox  County  Board. — No   reports  have  been    r ived   from  this 

county  for  the  past  year.     Dr.  R.  II.  Kilpatrick  is  the  nominal  health 
officer. 

Winston  County  Board.— There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
reports  from  this  County.  Dr.  .1.  0.  Taylor  is  still  the  county  health 
officer.    He  gets  no  salary. 
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THE    CHOLERA    CONFERENCE. 

The  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  for  the  year 
1893  was  called  to  meet  in  New  York  at  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Hotel.  The  meeting  was  held  on  the  5th,  6th,  7th  and  8th 
days  of  April.  The  Program  of  Proceedings  issued  in  ad- 
vance was  as  follows  : 

1.  Report  of  National  Quarantine  Commission:  Dr.  Irving  A. 
Watson,  New  Hampshire,  Chairman  ;  Dr.  Peter  H.  Bryce,  Ontario, 
Secretary. 

2.  (a)  What  are  the  present  conditions,  as  to  equipment  and  effi- 
ciency of  administration  of  quarantine  stations  on  the  seaboard  of  the 
United  States,  including  improvements  to  be  actually  available  during 
the  coming  season  ? 

(b)     What  is  the  practice  as  to  the  inspection  of  persons  and  the 
disinfection  of  baggage,  and  what  is  the  exact  practical  meaning  of" 
certificates  issued  to  passengers  and  immigrants  as  to  themselves  and 
the  disinfection  of  their  effects?     (To  be  responded  to  by  port  quaran- 
tine authorities  of  the  United  States.) 

3.  The  same  questions  as  to  Canadian  ports.  (To  be  responded  to 
by  port  quarantine  authorities  of  Canada.) 

4.  The  same  questions  as  to  Mexican  ports.  (To  be  responded  to 
by  port  quarantine  authorities  of  Mexico.) 

5.  (a)  What  available  plan  can  be  agreed  upon  which  will  pass  a 
properly  certified  passenger  or  immigrant  and  his  baggage  and  effects 
from  his  starting  point  in  the  United  States,  Canada  or  Mexico,  to  his 
destination  without  unnecessary  interference  or  delay  ? 

(b)  Is  it  necessary  and  practicable  to  disinfect  the  baggage  of  all 
immigrants,  and  require  certificates  of  disinfection? 

6.  In  the  emergency  of  an  epidemic,  would  it  be  practicable  to  con- 
duct a  uniform  system  of  inspection  service  at  the  various  state  lines, 
as  against  any  infected  district,  by  means  of  which  co-operation  and 
mutual  protection  would  be  secured? 

Propositions  Nos.  5  and  6  will  be  referred  to  committees,  appointed 
at  the  opening  session,  and  requested  to  report  to  the  Conference  in 
time  for  its  action  before  adjournment. 

7.  (a)  What  has  been  done  by  such  State  Board  of  Health  to  pro- 
tect the  territory  under  its  jurisdiction  against  cholera? 

(6)     What  quarantine  powers  has  each  board? 

(c)  What  are  the  present  conditions  in  the  principal  cities  and 
towns  of  each  state?  (This  will  be  responded  to  briefly,  preferably  in 
writing,  by  each  state  board.) 

8.  In  the  event  of  cholera  in  this  country,  what  requirements  should 
be  made  of  transportation  companies  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 
Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Dr.  E.  P.  La  Chapelle,  Dr.  F.  W.  Reiley,  Dr.  L.  F. 
Salamon,  Dr.  R.  M.  Swearingen. 
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The  reading  of  the  Report  of  the  National  Quarantine 
Commission,  as  provided  for  in  the  first  number  of  the  Pro- 
gram, had  to  be  deferred  on  account  of  the  absence  of  Dr. 
Peter  H.  llryce  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada,  the  sec- 
retary of  the  commission.  On  the  last  day  of  the  session  it 
was  read  in  part.  But  as  it  was  very  elaborate,  and  because 
it  covered  ground  that  had  already  been  considered,  and 
because  on  account  of  the  time  that  had  already  elapsed 
since  the  investigations  of  the  Commission  were  made  it 
was  of  historical  rather  than  current  importance,  the  read- 
ing of  the  whole  of  it  was  not  deemed  necessary. 

Under  the  second  number  of  the  program  the  members 
from  the  different  states  and  provinces  were  called  on  to 
give  an  account  of  the  character  and  efficiency  of  the  quar- 
antine and  other  defenses  of  their  respective  localities  for 
the  prevention  of  the  invasion  of  migrating  epidemic  dis- 
eases. It  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  these  statements  in  detail 
for  each  state  and  province;  but  a  few  general  inferences 
based  upon  them  are  of  some  interest.  The  absence  of  effi- 
cient means  to  prevent  the  admission  of  epidemic  diseases 
into  the  New  England  states  was  specially  notable.  At  the 
same  time  it  was  easily  understood.  Heretofore  these  states 
have  had  practically  but  one  migrating  pestilence  to  deal 
with,  namely,  smallpox,  and  this  disease  came  to  them  only 
from  Canada.  It  has  been  many  years  since  they  have  had 
anything  to  fear  from  yellow  fever.  And  hence  they  had 
few  apprehensions  to  lead  them  to  the  construction  of  elab- 
orate defenses,  until  the  recent  menace  from  cholera  roused 
them  from  their  lethargy ;  aud  even  now  the  danger  to  them 
of  invasion  by  cholera  is  not  very  great.  The  great  majority 
of  European  immigrants  are  bound  for  the  great  West,  and 
not  for  New  England,  or  the  South. 

Another  notable  fact  was  the  comparative  absence  of  effi- 
cient quarantines  on  the  North  Atlantic  coast.  This  is  due 
doubtless  to  the  fact  that  our  North  Atlantic  cities  have  not 
been  for  more  than  half  a  century  much  subject  to  invasion 
by  foreign  epidemics.     They  have  not  felt  the  need  of  quar- 
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antine  protection,  and  hence  their  quarantine  establishments 
are  of  very  primitive  construction. 

On  the  South  Atlantic  coast  where  the  danger  of  yellow 
fever  invasion  is  always  more  or  less  to  be  feared,  the  quar- 
antine defenses  are  considerably  more  efficient,  although 
Charleston  is  the  only  city  on  the  South  Atlantic  coast  with 
a  thoroughly  equipped  modern  quarantine  plant.  The  most 
efficient  quarantine  defenses  for  the  South  Atlantic  coast,  and 
as  far  north  as  Philadelphia,  are  to  be  found  in  the  national 
quarantine  establishments  under  the  management  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service.  This  line  of  defenses  is  now  or 
soon  will  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  efficiency. 

The  quarantine  defenses  of  our  gult  coast  are  by  far  the 
most  complete,  the  most  efficient,  and  the  most  efficiently 
managed  of  any  on  the  cost  line  in  the  United  States. 
This  is  due  to  our  proximity  to  the  West  Indies,  the  peren- 
nial home  of  yellow  fever,  which  is  thus  to  us  an  ever  present 
menace  of  pestilential  invasion.  Here  the  states  of  Louis- 
iana, Alabama  and  Florida,  have  finely  equipped  quarantine 
stations,  and  these  are  supplemented  by  the  stations  of  the 
national  government  at  Chandeleur  and  Tortugas. 

The  New  York  quarantine  requires  a  separate  notice. 
This  city  is  the  grant  entrepot  for  that  great  army  of  immi- 
grants who  every  year  leave  their  homes  in  far  off  Europe 
to  become  citizens  of  the  great  republic.  They  come  by 
millions  in  crowded  ships  with  unsanitary  surroundings, 
and  are  liable  to  bring  with  them  such  diseases  as  typhus, 
small  pox  and  cholera.  Through  this  port,  on  several  occa- 
sions, typhus  fever  has  gained  access  to  the  city  of  New 
York.  Through  this  port  small  pox  has  been  repeatedly  in- 
troduced into  the  west.  And  it  was  at  this  port  last  fall 
that  the  fleet  of  cholera  ships  made  their  appearance,  and 
spread  consternation  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  continent.  The  conference  was  therefore  very  much  in- 
terested in  ascertaining  just  what  sort  of  a  quarantine  was 
depended  on  for  the  protection  of  the  metropolitan  city  of 
the  nation,  and  indirectly  for   the  protection   of  the  whole 
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country,  and  especially  of  the  great  west,  the  destination  of 
most  of  the  immigrants.  Accordingly  we  paid  a  visit  to 
Ellis  Island,  where  all  the  immigrants  are  landed,  and  to 
the  two  quarantine  islands,  Hoffman  and  Swinburne.  After 
this  visit  a  committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  Patten,  Plunkett, 
McCormack,  La  Chappelle,  Probst  and  Wells,  were  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  quarantine 
outfit  in  the  lower  bay.  The  report  of  this  committee, 
which  was  adopted,  was  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  it  be  expressed  as  the  sense  of  this  con- 
ference, representing  the  health  authorities  of  the  United 
States,  Canada  and  Mexico,  that  the  importance  of  having 
maintained  at  the  port  of  New  York  a  thoroughly  efficient 
system  of  quarantine  against  imported  pestilence  is  so  great 
as  to  warrant  the  conference  in  offering:  certain  urgent 
recommendations : 

Inasmuch  as  the  state  of  New  York  has  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibility of  carrying  on  the  important  work,  upon  the 
equipment  and  efficiency  of  which  other  states  must  of 
necessity  largely  depend,  the  representatives  of  these  states 
and  communities  feel  themselves  justified  in  urging  that  the 
present  plant  and  appliances  for  the  performance  of  quaran- 
tine at  Hoffman  Island  be  so  enlarged  and  improved  as  to 
conform  with  the  highest  standard  of  modern  improve- 
ment. 

The  conference  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  present  quar- 
antine administration  has  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of 
having  to  operate  a  system  burdened  with  grave,  inherited 
defects,  and  full  credit  is  accorded  for  such  good  work  as 
has  been  done  by  the  present  active  quarantine  officer. 
The  conference  ie  informed  that  several  important  improve- 
ments are  contemplated,  and  that  as  soon  as  possible  these 
will  be  instituted.  It  is  intended  to  increase  the  area  of 
Hoffman  Island,  the  observation  and  disinfecting  station 
containing  the  principal  quarantine  plant,  from  two  acres  to 
about  ten. 

The  facilities  for  the  disinfection  of  baggage  and  bedding 
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are  deemed  entirely  inadequate.  The  conference  is  informed 
that  an  extension  of  the  same  to  about  nine  times  its  present 
capacity  is  contemplated,  but  in  view  of  the  constant  menace 
from  cholera  the  conference  urgently  recommends  that  these 
facilities  be  increased  immediately. 

If  practicable,  it  is  also  recommended  that  a  wharf  in  deep 
water  be  built  for  the  better  accommodation  of  vessels  under 
treatment  at  Hoffman  Island. 

The  supply  of  drinking  water  in  cisterns  is  such  as  to 
render  its  contamination  at  the  stations  possible,  and  the 
necessity  for  a  better  arrangement  is  imperative. 

It  appears  that  no  disinfection  of  immigrants'  baggage 
other  than  on  vessels  has  been  practiced  at  the  port  of  New 
York  since  last  October,  and  this  conference  formally  pro- 
tests against  the  continuance  of  this  neglect.  The  confer- 
ence also  deems  it  its  duty  to  report  that  the  certificates  at 
present  issued  by  the  United  States  officials  as  represented, 
by  Dr.  Wheeler,  of  that  service,  have  no  value  whatever  in 
guaranteeing  any  previous  inspection  or  disinfection  of  im- 
migrants' baggage,  as  this  station  is  not  designed  for  quar- 
antine work. 

The  hospital  at  Swinburne  Island  is  well  equipped,  and 
the  crematory  attached  to  same  is  one  of  approved  construc- 
tion." 


To  consider  proposition  "5,"  as  divided  into  "a,"  and  "b," 
and  prepare  a  report  on  same,  the  following  committee  was 
appointed:  Drs.  Jerome  Cochran,  of  Alabama;  C.  H.  Hew- 
itt, of  Minnesota;  F.  W.  Eeilly,  of  Illinois;  C.  N.  Metcalf, 
of  Indiana;  E.  P.  LaChappelle,  of  Ontario;  Benj.  Lee,  of 
Pennsylvania;  C.  A.  Lindsley,  of  Connecticut;  J.  T.  Keeves, 
of  Wisconsin,  and  John  J.  Kinyoun,  United  States  Marine 
Hospital  service. 

After  four  hours  discussion  among  themselves  they  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

"It  is  not  believed  that  it  would  be  practicable  to  conduct 
a  uniform    system   of  inspection   service    at  state  lines  as 
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againt  any  given  district  infected  by  any  epidemic  disease, 
but  it  is  urged  that  it  is  the  paramour) t'duty  of  every  health 
organization  to  exercise  the  utmost  viligance  for  the  protec- 
tion of  its  own  territory.  In  this  direction  lies  the  practical 
protection  of  the  whole  country.  To  the  extent,  for  example, 
that  New  York  preserves  herself  from  epidemic  disease  she 
protects  her  neighbors. 

"As  to  the  limitation  of  an  outbreak  it  is  believed  that 
the  best  and  most  effective  work  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  an  epidemic  disease  can  be  done  at  the  point 
where  the  outbreak  occurs.  The  eaily  notification  of  state 
and  provincial  boards  of  health  of  [the  existence  of  com- 
municable diseases  in  any  state  or  province,  as  agreed  upon 
at  the  conference  at  Toronto,  is  also  urged  upon  the  mem- 
bers of  the  conference  as  a  measure  of  great  value. 

"It  is  believed  that  transportation  companies  should  be 
required — in  event  of  cholera  appearing  in  this  country — 
to  refuse  the  transportation  of  persons  and  things  from  any 
infected  district,  except  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
health  authority  of  such  district.  It  also  is  recommended 
that  transportation  companies,  both  by  land  and  water, 
secure  and  maintain  the  highest  practical  sanitary  condition 
of  equipment,  stations,  grounds,  latrines,  water  supplies, 
etc.,  not  only  during  the  existence  of  cholera,  but  as  a  highly 
effective  method  of  preventing  the  introduction  and  spread 
of  communicable  diseases. 

"Your  committee '  further  venture  to  offer  the  following 
proposition :  That  no  person  be  allowed  to  embark  on  board 
a  vessel  sailing  from  abroad  to  this  country  unless  he  or 
she  furnishes  satisfactory  evidence  of  vaccination  within  the 
previous  seven  years,  and  that  no  person  be  allowed  to  land 
in  this  country  until  he  or  she  has  furnished  to  the  quaran- 
tine officer  evidence  that  such  vaccination  was  successful, 
or  unless  such  person  present  physical  evidence  of  a  pre- 
vious attack  of  small-pox." 

The  report  fell  short  of  the  expectations  and  views  of  the 
conference  and  after  a  general  expression  of  opinion,  it  was 
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upon  motion,  referred  to  a  new  and  different  committee, 
composed  of  the  following:  Drs.  V.  0.  Vaughan,  of  Michi- 
gan; J.  H.  Eauch,  of  Illinois;  E.  P.  LaChapelle,  Ontario; 
G.  F.  Patten,  Louisiana,  and Atkinson,  Missouri. 

At  the  evening  session  this  committee  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  carefully  considered  section  by 
section  and  then  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  in  our  opinion  a  uniform  system  of  inspec- 
tion service  may  be  established  and  carried  out.  But  we  do 
not  believe  that  this  inspection  should  be  carried  out  at  the 
state  lines. 

Sec.  2.  In  an  emergency  of  cholera  at  any  place,  inspec- 
tion should  be  instituted  and  no  suspect  should  be  allowed 
to  enter  a  train. 

Sec.  3.  A  medical  inspector  should  accompany  each  out- 
going train.  He  should  carry  medicines,  disinfectants,  etc., 
and  should  pay  special  attention  to  the  closets,  following 
directions  formulated  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Rules 
for  the  care  of  closets  should  be  posted  in  each  closet. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  on  the  train  shows  symptoms  of 
the  disease  such  persons  should  be  isolated  so  far  as  is  pos- 
sible. One  closet  should  be  selected  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  such  persons.  The  sick  person  should  be  carried  to  one 
of  the  temporary  hospitals  provided  for  below,  or  the  car 
containing  the  sick  person  should  be  side-tracked  in  an  iso- 
lated place  and  proper  accommodation  provided  in  the  car. 
In  either  case  the  names  and  addresses  of  other  passengers 
on  that  car  should  be  telegraphed  to  the  health  authorities 
at  their  respective  places  of  destination. 

Sec.  5.  When  passengers  in  a  car  in  which  a  suspect  has 
been  found  are  transferred  another  car  should,  if  possible, 
be  provided  for  their  exclusive  use. 

Sec.  6.  Railroad  companies  should  be  requested  to  pro- 
vide, at  such  places  in  each  state  as  the  State  Board  of 
Health  may  designate,  accommodations  for  those  who  may 
be  taken  sick  en  route.     Such  accommodations    should  be 
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subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

Sec.  7.  Each  train  medical  inspector  should  be  furnished 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  with  a  list  of  physicians  along 
the  line,  any  one  of  whom  may  be  called  upon  for  assistance 
in  case  of  necessity.  The  compensation  for  these  auxiliaries 
should  be  provided  for  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  A 
special  car  must  be  provided  for  passengers  going  on  a  train 
at  an  infected  place. 

Sec.  8.  Ordinary  articles  of  merchandise  do  not  require 
disinfection.  Household  goods,  personal  effects  and  wearing 
apparel  from  an  infected  locality  must  not  be  received  for 
transportation,  however,  until  such  articles  have  been  prop- 
erly disinfected.  Each  trunk,  box  Dr  package  must  have  a 
card  shoeing  that  the  article  has  been  disinfected  and  the 
method  of  disinfection. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  any  car  should  be  contaminated  in  any 
way,  such  car  must  be  removed  from  the  train  as  soon  as 
practicable  aud  purified. 

Sec  10.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  conference  that  in 
the  emergency  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera  it  should  be  re- 
quired that  all  passenger  coaches  should  be  provided  with 
closets,  specially  arranged  for  the  retention  and  disinfection 
of  all  fecal  matter,  the  apparatus  and  methods  to  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  respective  State  and  Provincial 
Boards  of  Health. 

Sec  11.  A  system  of  rules  applicable  to  river  and  lake 
transportation  should  be  formulated  in  accordance  with  the 
above  rules." 

It  is  believed  by  the  present  writer  that  the  several  propo- 
sitions contained  in  the  second  of  these  two  reports  could 
have  emanated  only  from  sanitarians  whose  knowledge  of 
the  dissemination  of  communicable  diseases  and  of  the 
methods  at  our  command  for  preventing  or  restricting  the 
dissemination  of  said  diseases,  has  been  derived  exclusively 
from  closet  study  and  based  upon  the  abstract  discussion 
of  theories  only  half  way  scientific.     I  cannot  enter  into  an 
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elaborate  discussion  of  their  numerous  absurdities,  but  will 
content  myself  with  noticing  very  briefly  a  few  of  them. 

Take  the  second  proposition.  If  cholera  appears  at  any 
place  something  more  than  an  inspection  should  be  insti- 
ted.  The  health  authorities  of  the  place  should  take  ab- 
solute possession  of  the  infected  house  or  houses.  What 
sort  of  inspection  at  the  point  of  departure  of  a  railroad 
train  is  going  to  discover  a  suspect?  By  what  signs  can  a 
suspect  be  known  ?  From  some  stations  trains  depart  every 
few  minutes,  and  at  such  places  how  is  time  to  be  had  to 
make  inspections? 

Take  the  third  section.  Because  there  were  half  a  dozen 
cases  of  cholera  in  New  York  would  you  send  out  a  medical 
officer  with  every  outgoing  train?  It  would  be  folly  to 
attempt  it.  I  suppose  several  hundred  trains  leave  New 
York  e^ery  day.  Are  several  hundred  medical  officers  to  be 
sent  out  every  day  under  such  circumstpnces  ?  It  would  be 
a  bonanza  for  the  doctors  but  utter  destruction  to  commerce 
and  travel.  But  this  system  of  medical  inspectors  'on  all 
outgoing  trains  is  only  to  be  instituted  in  an  emergency, 
whatever  that  may  mean.  Whenever  an  emergency  arises 
of  such  magnitude  of  danger  as  to  warrant  the  employment 
of  this  army  of  medical  inspectors,  better  put  a  stop  to  all 
railroad  travel  at  once.  But  what  would  these  multitudinous 
doctors  do?  Men  already  sick  with  cholera  are  not  going 
to  attempt  to  travel.  Even  the  short  period  of  cholera  incu- 
bation is  long  enough  to  allow  a  man  infected  with  cholera 
to  leave  New  York  well  and  reach  New  Orleans  still  well,  the 
cholera  only  developing  a  day  or  two  after  his  arrival.  So 
the  probabilities  are  that  the  army  of  doctors  going  as  in- 
spectors from  New  York  would  probably  not  discover  a  man 
sick  with  cholera  on  a  thousand  outgoing  trains.  Then 
when  these  trains  reach  interior  cities  and  the  passengers 
they  carry  transfer  themselves  to  other  trains  still  more 
numerous,  are  all  these  also  to  have  medical  inspectors?  and 
so  on,  world  without  end?  It  is  utter  folly  to  think  of  it. 
It  is  like  invoking  a  tempest  to   wash  a  cockle  shell  ashore. 
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Take  section  four.  The  provision  about  closets — one  only 
to  be  used  by  sick  persons — is  entirely  without  reason.  No- 
body ever  took  cholera  from  the  seat  of  a  water  closet.  This 
closet  question  comes  up  again  in  section  ten  with  a  require- 
ment that  all  passenger  coaches  should  have  specially 
arranged  closets  for  the  retention  and  .disinfection  of  all 
fecal  matter.  I  know  the  argument.  It  is  very  specious. 
The  cholera  germ  is  to  be  found  in  the  cholera  dejections; 
scattered  along  the  road-bed  they  might  be  washed  into 
streams  and  contaminate  some  water  supply  used  by  men 
and  women ;  and  so  might  cause  sporadic  eases  or  an  epi- 
demic of  cholera.  But  the  argument  really  amounts  to 
nothing.  The  chances  are  that  for  every  cholera  patient 
found  on  railroad  trains  there  would  be  some  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  travellers  who  wouldn't  have  cholera.  Sup- 
pose there  was  a  case  of  cholera  on  a  car.  and  suppose  chol- 
era dejections  were  scattered  along  the  road-bed  for  a  few 
miles,  the  chances  are  a  hundred  to  one  that  no  trouble 
would  come  of  it.  It  is  another  case  of  invoking  a  storm 
to  wash  a  cockle  shell  ashore.  Then  the  car  containing  the 
sick  person  is  to  be  side-tracked  in  some  isolated  place. 
But  side-tracks  are  not  common  in  isolated  places.  And 
would  the  people  of  even  isolated  places  allow  a  car  contain- 
ing a  cholera  patient  to  be  side-tracked  anywhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  their  residences?  And  what  would  be  done 
with  the  patient  after  he  was  side-tracked?  How  would  he 
betaken  care  of?  By  neighboring  physicians  and  nurses? 
Not  much.  And  how  would  the  railroads  manage  to  run 
their  trains  with  their  side-tracks  encumbered  by  hospital 
cars  ? 

Take  the  sixth  section.  Railroads  should  be  requested 
to  provide  accommodations  for  those  who  may  be  taken  sick 
en  route  at  such  places  in  each  state  as  the  State  Board  of 
Health  may  designate.  Suppose  the  railroads  failed  to  pay 
any  attention  to  the  request?  Or  suppose  in  Alabama  there 
was  a  railroad  hospital  at  Montgomery,  and  the  case  of 
cholera  was  discovered  on  the  train  going  south  from  Cull- 
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man,  more  than  a  hundred  miles  north  of  Montgomery,  is 
the  train  with  the  sick  man  to  run  all  the  distance  before 
he  is  cared  for?  A  thousand  such  hospitals  might  be  built 
and  not  one  of  them  ever  used.  It  is  another  storm  and 
cockle  shell  story.  Something  might,  perhaps,  by  pos- 
sibility be  done  to  transport  immigrants  on  special  trains 
and  under  special  surveillance;  but  it  would  be  only  under 
peculiar  circumstances  that  even  this  would  be  practicable. 

In  one  word,  all  this  system  of  railroad  inspection  to  pre- 
vent the  transmission  of  epidemics  is  practically  impossible 
and  absurd.  It  has  been  attempted  in  yellow  fever  seasons 
in  the  South  where  the  number  of  trains  to  be  looked  after 
was  not  large,  and  attempted  at  considerable  cost.  If  any 
of  these  inspectors  ever  intercepted  a  case  of  yellow  fever,  or 
ever  intercepted  a  man  that  was  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  I  never  heard  of  it. 

In  my  judgment  there  are  just  three  places  in  which  to 
fight  the  progress  of  cholera  in  connection  with  immigrants. 
The  first  is  at  the  point  of  departure  in  the  foreign  country. 
The  second  is  at  the  port  of  arrival  in  this  country.  The 
third  is  at  the  point  of  destination  in  the  interior  -of  the 
country,  when  the  immigrant  has  finished  his  journey. 


Propositions  "G"  and  "8"  of  programme  were  referred  to 
a  committee  for  a  report  upon  same,  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing delegates:  Drs.  Irving  A.  Watson,  of  New  Hamp- 
shire; Walter  Wyman,  Surgeon  General  Marine  Hospital 
Service;  F.  Montizambert,  Quarantine  Officer,  Dominion  of 
Canada;  L.  F.  Solomon,  of  Louisiana;  J.  H.  Rauch,  of 
Illinois;  C.  O.  Probst,  of  Ohio;  F.  H.  DeVaux,  of  North 
Dakota;  and  J.  D.  Plunket,  of  Tennessee.  At  the  evening 
session  the  committee  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted : 

"Whekeas,  Article  14,  of  the  immigration  regulations  of 
the  United  States,  provides  that  each  immigrant,  or  head  of 
a  family,  prior  to  or  at  the   time  of    embarkation  shall  be

given  a  ticket  on  which  shall  be  written  his  or  her  name,  a 
number  or  letter  designating  a  list  and  his  or  her  number 
on  the  said  list,  for  convenience  of  identification  on  arrival. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  quarantine 
officers  and  health  inspectors  said  tickets  should  also  have 
printed  thereon  figures  or  letters,  or  words  which  shall  be 
hereafter  provided;  that  the  ship's  surgeon,  or  agent,  shall 
indicate  by  punch  or  otherwise  on  said  ticket,  the  informa- 
tion hereafter  to  be  specified,  that  the  quarantine  officers  at 
the  port  of  arrival,  and  the  inspecting  officers  at  the  several 
inspecting  stations  in  the  interior  states,  shall  indicate  in 
like  maimer  the  same  information;  said  ticket  to  be  carried 
by  the  immigrant  from  the  port  of  embarkation  to  the  point 
of  destination,  and  then  delivered  to  the  proper  health 
officer;  provided,  that  this  provision  does  not  conflict  or 
interfere  with  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  the  conference  be  directed 
to  forward  this  resolution,  with  the  necessary  forms,  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury. 

Resolved,  That  the  steamship  companies  shall  be  furnished 
with  blank  forms  to  be  filled  out  by  the  surgeons  on  the. 
voyage,  dividing  passengers  into  lists  by  states  or  provinces 
to  which  they  are  destined,  such  lists  to  be  handed  to  the 
quarantine  officer,  to  be  by  him  punched,  with  such  infor- 
mation as  derived  at  quarantine;  this  to  be  enclosed  in  an 
envelope  with  the  printed  address  of  the  executive  officer  of 
such  state  or  provincial  board  of  health,  and  at  once  posted. 
The  state  or  provincial  officer  receiving  it  to  notify,  by  tel- 
egram if  necessary,  the  local  health  officer  into  whose  juris- 
diction each  family  or  person  is  going.  Some  such  form  as 
the  following  is  suggested  : 

Steamship ,  from ,  date , 

place ,  when  started ,  name ,  age — , 

destination ,  fullest  details ,  disease , 

isolated  cases. 
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A  question  which  gave  rise  to  a  good  deal  of  discussion 
was  as  to  the  extent  to  which  it  is  expedient  to  invoke  the 
assistance  of  the  marine  hospital  service  in  the  administra- 
tion of  quarantines  and  other  protective  measures  for  the 
prevention  of  the  dissemination  of  infectuous  diseases 
amongst  the  states.  This  marine  hospital  service  is  very 
ambitious,  and  with  the  immense  pecuniary  resources  placed 
at  its  disposal  it  will  be  able  to  break  down  opposition  in 
many  directions.  The  administration  of  our  sea  coast  quar- 
antines is  now  largely  in  their  hands,  and  doubtless  in  course 
of  time  they  will  completely  monopolize  it.  In  addition  to 
this  they  are  now  ambitious  to  undertake  the  administration 
of  quarantines  between  the  states.  This  extension  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  service  met  with  scant  favor  from  the 
conference,  and  every  resolution  favoring  it  was  promptly 
voted  down.  It  met  with  most  favor  from  the  Western 
members — another  illustration  of  the  drift  in  the  Western 
states  towards  a  paternal  government  and  state  socialism. 

The  fact  that  we  are  to  have  the  Columbian  Exposition 
this  year  at  Chicago  has  generated  an  unreasonable  fear  of 
the  advent  of  cholera.  In  my  opinion  the  danger  of  an  in- 
vasion of  this  country  by  cholera  this  year  is  greatly  less 
than  was  the  danger  of  invasion  last  year.  Last  year  we 
took  no  extraordinary  precautions  and  yet  we  escaped  inva- 
sion. It  is  urged  that  the  number  of  Europeans  nocking  to 
Chicago  will  of  itself  greatly  increase  our  danger.  I  do  not 
think  so.  It  is  not  probable  that  Europeans  will  flock  to 
Chicago  in  very  large  numbers,  and  the  class  of  people  who 
will  attend  the  exposition  are  not  the  sort  of  people  who  are 
likely  to  disseminate  cholera.  In  1884-85  there  was  a  wide- 
spread epidemic  of  cholera  in  Western  Europe ;  we  resorted 
to  no  extraordinary  measures  of  defense;  and  we  had  no 
cholera.  There  is  no  reason,  therefore,  why  we  should  lose 
our  heads,  and  impose  useless  restrictions  on  immigration 
and  commerce. 
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I  desire  to  add  to  this  report  two  documents  bearing  on 
points  embraced  in  it.  The  first  is  in  the  shape  of  an  inter- 
view with  the  New  Orleans  Times- Democrat,  and  bears  date 
the  23d  of  February.  The  other  is  an  editorial  from  the 
New  York  Times,  printed  during  the  progress  of  the  confer- 
ence. 


INVASION  OF  CHOLERA. 

The  Times-Democrat  correspondent  wailed  on  Dr.  Jerome  Cochran 
to-day  and  asked  thai  gentleman  his  views  as  to  the  probable  invasion 
of  cholera  nexi  summer.     In  leply  he  said  : 

''We  are  undoubtedly  in  some  danger  ;  but  I  think  the  probabilities 
are  that  we  will  escape.  Cholera  still  lingers  in  various  places  in 
Western  Europe,  and  may  break  out  again  when  the  weather  gets 
warm  and  in  some  places  become  epidemic.  But  very  energetic  efforts 
will  be  made  by  the  health  authorities  to  restrain  its  spread,  and  I 
think  the  chances  are  that  it  will  not  prevail  extensively.  Of  course 
our  danger  will  be  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  its  prevalence  in 
those  countries  with  which  we  are  in  most  direct  and  frequent  commu- 
nication." 

"Do  you  think  it  is  desirable  to  prohibit  immigration  from  European 
ports  during  the#coming  summer  in  order  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  cholera'."'   was  asked. 

"I  do  not  think  that  so  extreme  a  measure  is  likely  to  be  necessary. 
It  might,  however,  become  so  if  cholera,  contrary  to  my  expectation, 
should  prevail  as  extensively  in  Western  Europe  as  it  did  last  summer 
and  fall.  But  even  then  we  ought  to  be  able  to  protect  ourselves  with- 
out laying  an  embargo  on  immigration.  We  were  in  great  danger  a 
few  months  ago  when  half  a  dozen  large  immigrant  ships  with  scores 
of  cholera  cases  on  board  and  with  hundreds  of  immigrants  exposed  to 
the  infection,  made  their  appearance  in  the  port  of  New  York — in 
greater  danger,  i  think,  than  we  are  ever  likely  to  be  in  again,  and  yet 
the  disease  failed  to  get  a  footing  on  shore." 

"But  a  few  cases  did  get  into  New  York  and  they  might  have 
spread." 

"Yes,  a  few  cases  did  get  in,  and  they  did  not  spread.  It  is  fortunate 
that  these  cases  did  occnr  in  crowded  New  York  city  ;  fortunate  because 
it  gave  the  health  authorities  an  opportunity  to  show  that  cholera  cases 
can  be  so  managed  as  to  prevent  any  desseminatibn  of  the  disease. 
In  England  a  still  larger  experience  went  to  prove  the  same  rthing. 
yome  forty  cases  were  brought  from  Hamburg  at  different  times  into 
Liverpool  and  London,  and  there  was  no  spread." 

"You  believe,  then,  that  ev<  □  if  a  lew  cases  of  cholera  Should  be  in-

troduced  into  our  seaports  there  would  be  no  great  danger  of  its 
epidemic  dissemination?" 

"That  is  my  belief.  With  a  rigid  enforcement  of  isolation  and  disin- 
fection, there  is  no  reason  why  the  disease  should  be  allowed  to  pro- 
pagate itself.  If  it  should  be  allowed  to  spread  in  any  community,  that 
fact  would  be  a  sufficient  proof  of  the  want  of  skill  or  of  the  want  of 
means  of  the  local  health  authorities." 

"What  about  our  quarantine  defenses?" 

"They  are  certainly  very  much  better  than  they  ever  were  before  ; 
and  this  is  specially  true  of  our  Gulf  quarantines,  which,  in  my  opinion 
are  the  best  in  the  world — much  better,  take  them  altogether,  than 
those  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  Still  cholera  might  get  into  the  country  in 
spite  of  all  our  effoits  to  keep  it  out.  There  is  contraband  of  revenue 
and  there  may  be  contraband  of  quarantine.  Hence  the  importance  of 
being  able  to  manage  it  after  it  gets  among  us.  Besides  the  defensive 
quarantines  at  our  own  seaports,  very  important  measures  of  preven- 
tion are  now  employed  at  the  ports  of  departure — the  European  ports 
from  which  the  ships  come.  Great  care  is  taken  that  persons  who 
have  been  exposed  to  cholera  shall  not  be  allowed  to  embark  for  this 
country,  and  all  baggage  and  freights  that  are  regarded  as  suspicious 
are  disinfected.  In  a  word,  our  first  line  of  quarantine  defenses  is 
erected  in  these  foreign  ports.  Our  home  quarantines  constitute  a 
second  line;  and  the  isolation  of  cases  that  may  occur  among  us  con- 
stitute a  third  line  of  defense." — Times-Democrat,  February  22,  1893. 


STATE  AND  NATIONAL  HEALTH  JURISDICTION. 

The  discussions  of  the  doctors  who  have  been  conferring  in  this  city 
for  the  last  few  days  upon  questions  of  quarantine  and  defense  against 
cholera  have  been  disturbed  by  a  serious  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
limits  of  state  and  national  jurisdiction.  As  those  doctors  are  mostly 
representatives  of  State  Boards  a  majority  of  them  take  a  "state  rights" 
view  of  the  case,  and  some  go  so  far  as  to  maintain  that  the  national 
authorities  have  no  right  to  meddle  in  the  matter  at  all.  This  contro- 
versy is  significant  mainly  because  it  indicates  the  constant  liability  to 
conflict  of  authority  that  comes  from  the  failure  of  congress  to  assume 
jurisdiction  within  clearly-defined  limits. 

There  is  really  no  reason  why  the  limits  of  state  and  national  juris- 
diction should  not  be  clearly  defined,  and  there  will  be  controversy  and 
conflict  of  authority  so  long  as  congress  refrains  from  providing  for  the 
exercise  of  the  power  that  belongs  to  the  national  government  and  that 
can  be  effectively  exercised  by  it  alone.  There  is  no  question  that  a 
state,  through  its  "police  power,"  can  take  all  necessary  measures  for 
the  protection  of  the  health  of  the  people  of  other  states.  It  alone  has 
to  do  with  the  sanitary  conditiou  of  its  cities  and  towns,  the  purifica- 
tion  of  the  water  supply  of  its  people,  and  the  control  of  causes  of 
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disease  and  of  the  movements  of  traffic  that  promote  its  spread  within 
the  limits  of  the  siate. 

Tt  is  equally  dear  that  the  national  government  has  no  jurisdiction 
to  interfere  with  questions  of  h  >»  al  sanitation  or  the  protection  of  the 
public  health  within  any  atate  It  has  no  jurisdiction  at  all  on  the  sub- 
ject of  public  health  as  such,  But  when  it  comes  to  matters  of  quaran- 
tine and  of  dealing  with  epidemics  and  contagious  diseases,  which  have 
no  respect  for  state  lines,  a  wholly  differenl  question  of  jurisdiction 
comes  int<>  view.  The  most  prominent  feature  of  quarantine  regulation 
is  an  interruption  of  commerce  and  an  interference  with  travel.  That 
is  the  essential  feature  of  ii  in  its  relation  to  public  authority  and  the 
exrnisc  of  official  jurisdiction  It  is  a  matter  that  pertains  of  necessity 
to  the  power  to  regulate  commerce,  rather  than  the  power  to  protect 
public  health. 

Now,  in  the  regulation  of  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  between 
the  several  states,  the  national  jurisdiction  is  beyond  question,  and  is 
exclusive  because  it  is  specially  conferred  upon  congress  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  Stati  s.  No  state  board  or  officer  has  the  slight- 
est authority  to  detain  a  vessel  coming  from  a  foreign  port,  or  to  prevent 
or  interfere  with  the  landing  of  its  cargo  or  passengers,  except  by  the 
sufferance  of  the  national  government,  while  on  the  other  hand  the 
national  government  has  full  power  to  make  and  enforce  any  regulation 
affecting  incoming  vessels  that  may  be  required  by  the  public  interest 
and  no  state  authority  can  resist  or  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  that 
power.  When  it  comes  to  interrupting  or  interfering  with  transporta- 
tion from  one  «tate  to  another,  on  any  account  whatever,  it  is  a  ques- 
tion pertaining  to  the  regulation  of  commerce  between  the  states,  and 
the  national  jurisdiction  is  complete  and  unquestionable,  while  state 
jurisdiction  does  not  exist,  and  state  authority  can  only  be  excercised 
by  sufferance  of  the  national  government. 

The  only  chance  for  doubt  or  question  or  for  conflict  of  authority  now 
existing  is  due  to  the  failure  of  congress  to  assume  the  jurisdiction  that 
belongs  to  the  national  government  and  to  provide  for  its  exercise,  and 
it  is  pretty  (dear  that  this  will  have  to  be  done  before  the  efforts  of 
state  boards  of  health  in  their  own  proper  field  can  be  fully  supple- 
mented and  supported  by  effective  regulations  for  excluding  foreign 
epidemics  from  the  country  and  preventing  the  spread  of  contagion 
from  state  to  state,  whatever  its  source  may  be. — New  Yuri;  Times. 
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THE    NEW    NATIONAL    QUARANTINE    LAW. 

AN  ACT  granting  additional  quarantine  powers  and  impos- 
ing additional  duties  upon  the  Marine  Hospital  Service. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  :  That 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  merchant  ship  or  other  vessel 
from  any  foreign  port  or  place  to  enter  any  port  of  the 
United  States  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  and  with  such  rules  and  regulations  of  State  and 
municipal  health  authorities  as  may  be  made  in  pursuance 
of,  or  consistent  with,  this  act;  and  any  such  vessel  which 
shall  enter,  or  attempt  to  enter,  a  port  of  the  United  States 
in  violation  thereof  shall  forfeit  to  the  United  States  a  sum, 
to  be  awarded  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars;  which  shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  vessel* 
to  be  recovered  by  proceedings  in  the  proper  district  court 
of  the  United  States.  In  all  such  proceedings  the  United 
States  district  attorney  for  such  district  shall  appear  in  be- 
half of  the  United  States,  and  all  such  proceedings  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  laws  governing 
cases  of  seizure  of  vessels  for  violation  of  the  revenue  laws 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  vessel  at  any  foreign  port  clearing  for 
any  port  or  place  in  the  United  States  shall  be  required  to 
obtain  from  the  consul,  vice-consul,  or  other  consular  officer 
of  the  United  States  at  the  port  of  departure,  or  from  the 
medical  officer  where  such  officer  has  been  detailed  by  the 
President  for  that  purpose,  a  bill  of  health,  in  duplicate,  in 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  set- 
ting forth  the  sanitary  history  and  condition  of  said  vessels 
and  that  it  has  in  all  respects  complied  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  in  such  cases  prescribed  for  securing  the  best 
sanitary  condition  of  the  said  vessel,  its  cargo,  passengers 
and  crew;  and  said  consular  or   medical  officer  is  required, 
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before  granting  such  duplicate  bills  of  health,  to  be  satisfied 
that  the  matters  and  things  therein  stated  are  true;  and  for 
his  services  in  that  behalf  he  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
aud  receive  such  fees  as  shall  by  lawful  regulation  be  al- 
lowed, to  be  accounted  for  as  is  required  in  other  cases. 

The  President,  in  his  discretion,  is  authorized  to  detail 
any  medical  officer  of  the  government  to  serve  in  the  office 
of  the  consul  at  any  foreign  port  for  the  purpose  of  furnish- 
ing information  aud  making  the  inspection  and  giving  the 
bill  of  health  heretofore  mentioned.  Any  vessel  clearing 
and  sailing  from  any  such  port  without  such  bill  of  health 
and  entering  any  port  of  the  United  States,  shall  forfeit  to 
the  United  States  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  the 
amount  to  be  determined  by  the  court,  which  shall  be  a  lien 
on  the  same,  to  be  recovered  by  proceedings  in  the  proper 
district  court  of  the  United  States.  In  all  such  proceedings 
the  United  States  district  attorney  for  such  district  shall 
appear  in  behalf  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  laws  governing  cases  of  seizure  of  vessels  for  violations 
of  the  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Supervising  Surgeon  General  of  the 
Marine  Hospital  Service  shall,  immediately  after  this  act 
takes  effect,  examine  the  quarantine  regulations  of  all  State 
and  municipal  boards  of  health,  and  shall,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  co-operate  with  and 
aid  State  and  municipal  boards  of  health  in  the  execution 
and  enforcements  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  such 
boards  and  in  the  executions  and  enforcement  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
into  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries,  and  into  one 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  from  another 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  all  rules 
and  regulations  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  operate  uniformly  and  in  no  manner  discriminate 
against  any    port   <>r    place;  and    at    Buch    ports    and    places 
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within  the  United  States  as  have  no  quarantine  regulations 
under  State  or  municipal  authority,  where  such  regulations 
are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  neces- 
sary to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  into  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries,  or 
into  one  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  from 
another  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
at  such  ports  and  places  within  the  United  States  where 
quarantine  regulations  exist  under  the  authority  of  the 
State  or  municipality  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  are  not  sufficient  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  such  diseases  into  the  United  States,  or  into  one 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  from  another 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall,  if  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessary 
and  proper,  make  such  additional  rules  and  regulations  as 
are  necessary  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  such  diseases 
into  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries,  or  into  one 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  from  another 
State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  when 
said  rules  and  regulations  have  been  made  they  shall  be 
promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  enforced 
by  the  sanitary  authorities  of  the  States  and  municipalities, 
where  the  State  or  municipal  health  authorities  will  under- 
take to  execute  and  enforce  them;  but  if  the  State  or  mu- 
nicipal authorities  shall  fail  or  refuse  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations the  President  shall  execute  and  enforce  the  same  and 
adopt  such  measures  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  such  diseases,  and 
may  detail  or  appoint  officers  for  that  purpose. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  are  necessaay  to  be  observed  by  vessels  at 
the  port  of  departure  and  on  the  voyage,  where  such  vessels 
sail  from  any  foreign  port  or  place  to  any  port  or  place  in 
the  United  States,  to  secure  the  best  sanitary  condition  of 
such  vessel,  her  cargo,  passengers  and  crew;  which  shall  be 
published  and  communicated  to  and  enforced  by  the  con- 
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sular  officers  of  the  United  States.  None  of  the  penalties 
herein  imposed  shall  attach  to  any  vessel  or  owner  or  officer 
thereof  until  a  copy  of  this  net,  with  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  in  pursuance  thereof,  has  been  posted  up  in  the 
office  of  the  consul  or  other  consular  officer  of  the  United 
States  for  ten  days,  in  the  port  from  which  said  vessel 
sailed;  and  the  certiticate  of  such  consul  or  consular  officer 
over  his  official  signature  shall  be  competent  evidence  of 
such  posting  in  any  court  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervising  Sur- 
geon General  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  perform  all 
the  duties  in  respect  to  quarantine  and  quarantine  regula- 
tions which  are  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  to  obtain  in- 
formation of  the  sanitary  condition  of  foreign  ports  and 
places  from  which  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  are  or 
may  be  imported  into  the  United  States,  and  to  this  end  the 
consular  officer  of  the  United  States  at  such  ports  and 
places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury shall  make  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  weekly  re- 
ports of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ports  and  places  at 
which  they  are  respectively  stationed,  according  to  such 
forms  as  the  Secretary  ot  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe;  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  also  obtain,  through  all 
sources  accessible,  including  state  and  municipal  sanitary 
authorities  throughout  the  United  States,  weekly  reports  of 
the  sanitary  condition  of  ports  and  places  within  the  United 
States,  and  shall  prepare,  publish  and  transmit  to  collectors 
of  customs  and  to  state  and  municipal  health  officers  and 
other  sanitarians  weekly  abstracts  of  the  consular  sanitary 
reports  and  other  pertinent  information  received  by  him, 
and  shall  also,  as  far  as  he  may  be  able,  by  means  of  the 
voluntary  co-operation  of  state  and  municipal  authorities;  of 
public  associations  and  private  persons,  procure  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  climatic  and  other  conditions  affecting 
the  public  health,  ami  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  his 
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operations  to  Congress,  with  such  recommendations  as  he 
may  deem  important  to  the  public  interests. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  issue  to  the  consular  officers  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  medical  officers  serving  at  any  foreign 
port,  and  otherwise  make  publicly  known,  the  rules  and 
regulations  made  by  him,  to  be  used  and  complied  with  by 
vessels  in  foreign  ports,  for  securing  the  best  sanitary  con- 
dition of  such  vessels,  their  cargoes,  passengers  and  crew, 
before  their  departure  for  any  port  in  the  United  States, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  voyage;  and  all  such  other  rules 
and  regulations  as  shall  be  observed  in  the  inspection  of  the 
same  on  the  arrival  thereof  at  any  quarantine  station  at  the 
port  of  destination,  and  for  the  disinfection  and  isolation  of 
the  same,  and  the  treatment  of  cargo  and  persons  on  board, 
so  as  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  cholera,  yellow  fever, 
or  other  contagious  or  infectious  diseases ;  and  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  vessel  to  enter  said  port  to  discharge  its 
cargo,  or  land  its  passengers,  except  upon  a  certificate  of  the 
health  officer  at  such  quarantine  station  certifying  that  said 
rules  and  regulations  have  in  all  respects  been  observed  and 
complied  with ;  as  well  on  his  part  as  on  the  part  of  the  said 
vessel  and  its  master,  in  respect  to  the  same  and  to  its  cargo, 
passengers  and  crew,  and  the  master  of  every  such  vessel 
shall  produce  and  deliver  to  the  collector  of  customs  at  said 
port  of  entry,  together  with  the  other  papers  of  the  vessel, 
the  said  bills  of  health  required  to  be  obtained  at  the  port 
of  departure  and  the  certificate  herein  required  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  health  officer  at  the  port  of  entry;  and  that 
the  bills  of  health  herein  prescribed  shall  be  considered  as 
part  of  the  ship's  papers,  and  when  duly  certified  to  by  the 
proper  consular  or  other  officer  of  the  United  States,  over 
his  official  signature  and  seal,  shall  be  accepted  as  evidence 
of  the  statements  therein  contained  in  any  court  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  6.  That  on  the  arrival  of  an  infected  vessel  at  any 
port  not  provided  with  proper  facilities  for  treatment  of  the 
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same,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  remand  said  vessel, 
at  its  own  expense,  to  the  nearest  national  or  other  quaran- 
tine station,  where  accommodations  and  appliances  are  pro- 
vided for  the  necessary  disinfection  and  treatment  of  the 
vessel,  passengers  and  cargo;  and  after  treatment  of  any  in- 
fected vessel  at  a  national  quarantine  station,  and  after  cer- 
tificate shall  have  been  given  by  the  United  States  quaran- 
tine officer  at  said  station  that  the  vessel,  cargo  and  passen- 
gers are  each  and  all  free  from  infectious  disease,  or  danger 
of  conveying  the  same,  said  vessel  shall  be  admitted  to  entry 
to  any  port  of  the  United  States  named  within  the  certifi- 
cate. JBut  at  any  ports  where  sufficient  quarantine  provision 
has  been  made  by  state  or  local  authorities,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  may  direct  vessels  bound  for  said  ports  to  un- 
dergo quarantine  at  said  state*  or  local  station. 

Sec.  7.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  President  that  by  reason  of  the  existence  of 
cholera  or  other  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  in  a 
foreign  country  there  is  serious  danger  of  the  introduction 
of  the  same  into  the  United  States,  and  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  quarantine  defense  this  danger  is  so  increased  by 
the  introduction  of  persons  or  property  from  such  country 
that  a  suspension  of  the  right  to  introduce  the  same  is  de- 
manded in  the  interest  of  the  public  health,  the  President 
shall  have  power  to  prohibit,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  intro- 
duction of  persons  and  property  from  such  countries  or 
places  as  he  shall  designate,  and  for  such  period  of  time  as 
he  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  the  proper  authorities  of  a  state 
shall  surrender  to  the  United  States  the  use  of  the  buildings 
and  disinfecting  apparatus  at  a  state  quarantine  station,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  be  authorized  to  receive 
them  and  to  pay  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  state  for 
their  use,  if  in  his  opinion,  they  are  necesssry  to  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  act  entitled  '"An  act  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  into  the  United 
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States,  and  to  establish  a  national  board  of  health,"  ap- 
proved March  3,  1879,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 
And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  directed  to  obtain 
possession  of  any  property,  furniture,  books,  papers  or 
records  belonging  to  the  United  States  which  are  not  in  the 
possession  of  an  officer  of  the  United  States  under  the 
Treasury  Department  -which  were  formerly  in  the  use  of 
the  National  Board  of  Health  or  any  officer  or  employee 
thereof.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  STATE  BOABD. 

We  arc  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  State  Board  of 
Health  is  making  encouraging  progress  in  the  discharge  of 
all  the  important    duties   entrusted   to   its    administrative 

supervision. 

The  work  for  the  collection  of  vital  statistics  is  on  a  lirmer 
footing  than  ever  before,  and  in  thatregard  alarger  number 
of  counties  than  ever  before  are  doing  good  work.  Where- 
indeed,  any  proper  effort  is  made  by  the  count v  boards 
success  follows  as  a  matter  of  course.  Wherever  the  county 
boards  have  been  negligent  of  their  duty,  unless  they  have 
fcx  en  fortunate  enough  to  select  an  unusually  competent  man 
for  county  health  officer,  the  work  has  dragged  along  in  an 
unsatisfactory  fashion.  In  several  counties  they  have  done 
nothing,  and  in  several  others  they  have  accomplished  little. 
It  has  been  up  to  this  time  the  general  policy  of  the  count}' 
boards  of  health  to  depend  almost  entirely  on  persuasive 
methods  to  secure  salaries  for  the  county  health  officers,  and 
sure  returns  of  births  and  deaths  from  the  doctors  and 
midwives.  These  methods  have  been  sufficient  in  the  ma- 
jority of  the  counties,  but  by  no  means  in  all.  In  several 
counties  the  county  commissioners  have  made  no  appropri- 
ations at  all  for  the  payment  of  the  county  health  officers; 
and  in  some  the  appropriations  made  have  not  been  suffi- 
cient to  constitute  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  work 
done.  This  condition  of  things  should  not  be  allowed  to 
continue.  The  provisions  of  the  law  are  ample  and  they 
ought  to  be  enforced  ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  county  boards 
of  health  to  see  that  they  are  enforced.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend the  adoption  by  the  Association  of  the  following  in- 
structions to  the  county  boards  of  health  : 

(1)  That  the  county  boards  of  health  must  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  law  undertake  the  active  super- 
vision of  the  collection  of  \ital  statistics;  must  see  that  the 
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county  health  officers  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  the 
duties  incumbent  on  them  in  regard  to  this  work  ;  and  must 
promptly  remove  any  county  health  officer  who  proves  to 
be  incompetent  or  inefficient  and  supply  his  place  with  a 
better  man. 

(2)  That  the  county  boards  of  health  must  appeal  to  the 
county  commissioners  to  grant  such  salaries  to  the  count}' 
health  officers  as  will  constitute  reasonable  compensation  for 
the  work  they  have  to  do ;  and  that  if  any  boards  of  county 
commissioners  fails  to  do  this  it  is  the  duty  of  the  county 
boards  of  health  in  such  counties  to  proceed  in  the  courts 
to  compel  compliance  with  the  law  in  this  regard. 

(3)  That  if  any  doctors  or  midwives  cannot  be  induced 
in  any  other  way  to  report  their  births  and  deaths  as  the 
law  requires,  then  the  county  boards  of  health  must  in- 
struct the  county  health  officers  to  prosecute  such  doctors 
and  midwives  and  compel  them  to  obey  the  law. 


QUARANTINE. 

During  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  last  year  in  Florida 
and  Georgia  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  first  time 
in  its  history  undertook  the  administration  of  a  State  quaran- 
tine. We  may  be  allowed  to  say  that  the  result  was  ex- 
tremely gratifying  both  to  us  and  to  the  people  of  the  State. 
All  the  details  of  the  quarantine  went  on  with  military 
smoothness,  celerity  and  efficiency.  There  was  no  serious 
interference  with  travel  and  traffic ;  and  the  expenses  of 
quarantine  administration  were  reduced  to  a  minimum.  As 
is  well  known  not  a  case  of  yellow  fever  occurred  in  the 
State. 

While  success  thus  crowned  our  efforts  the  experience  of 
actual  work  on  a  large  scale  served  to  show  us  that  there 
are  many  defects  in  our  present  quarantine  law.  We  have, 
therefore,  prepared  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the  next  gen- 
eral assembly  intended  to  provide  an  efficient  and  compre- 
hensive quarantine  law  for  the  State ;  and  for  this  bill  we 
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usk  the  approval  <>!'  the  Association;  and  that  the  members 
of  the  Association  throughout  the  st;ite  be  requested  to  use 
their  influence  with  their  senators  and  representatives  to 

secure  its  passage. 


A    BILL  TO    BE   ENTITLED    AN   ACT    TO    KEGULATE   THE   PRACTICE 
OF   QUARANTINE   IN   ALABAMA. 

Section  1.  />'<  it  enacted  by  tht  General  Assembly  of  Alabama,  That 
the  governor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
or  whenever  In-  deems  it  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  health 
of  the  people  of  this  state,  or  any  portion  thereof,  may  proclaim, 
declare,  and  establish,  and  through  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the 
State  Health  Officer  conduct  and  enforce  such  quarantine  measures 
and  regulat  ions  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  State  or 
United  States  and  laws  thereof,  as  to  him  may  seem  expedient;  and 
the  State  Board  of  Health  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
governor  may  from  time  to  time  take  such  preliminary  steps  and 
make  such  investigations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  guard  the 
health  of  the  people. 

Sbo.  2.  />'<  it  further  enacted,  That  the  probate  judge  of  any  county, 
or  the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  the  intendant  of  any  town  in  this  State 
may  on  the  recommendation  of  the  county  board  of  health,  or  when- 
ever he  deems  it  necessary  for  the  prelection  of  the  health  of  his  peo- 
ple, proclaim, declare  ami  establish,  and  through  the  county  board  of 
health  and  t  he  county  or  city  health  officer,  conduct  anil  enforce  such 
quarantine  measures  and  regulations  as  to  him  may  seem  expedient  ; 
provided  that  said  quarantine  measures  and  regulations  are  not  in- 
consistent or  in  conflict  with  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
by  t he  state  Board  Of  Health. 

Ski'.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  health  authorities  of  the 
State,  or  of  any  county  or  city  or  town  may  appoint,  employ  and  dis- 
miss all  such  officers  and  agents  and    employes    as  may  l>e  needed  for 

the  conduct  and  enforcement  of  quarantine,  and  may  prescribe  their 

duties  and  tin-     alaries  and  pay  thej   an'  to  receive  ;    provided,  t  hat  all 

this  is  done  in  accordance  with  the  general  health  laws  of  the  state 
and  especially  in  accordance  with  sections  12S4  and  1285  of  the  Code 
of  Alabama;  and  provided  further, thai  the  regular  police  force  of 
any  City  or  town  or  the  town  marshal  may  be  employed  to  enforce 
quarantine  regulations;  and  the  said  quarantine  officers  shall  be 
Bworn  into  the  quarantine  Bervice  and  to  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  official  duties,  and  when  so  sworn  in  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  and  make  arrests  of  persona  violating  the  quar- 
antine regulations 
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Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  resisting  any  quar- 
antine officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  refusing  to  answer  ques- 
tions put  by  a  quarantine  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  to 
swear  to  or  affirm  the  same  ;  or  any  person  violating  any  of  the  quar- 
antine regulations,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  convic- 
tion thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten 
days,  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  railroad  or  transportation 
company,  agents  or  employes,  or  any  other  person  bringing  into  this 
State  any  person  or  any  baggage  or  merchandise  in  violation  of  quar- 
antine, or  refusing  or  failing  promptly  to  remove  such  person  or  bag- 
gage or  merchandise  out  of  the  State  on  the  order  of  any  quarantine 
officer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  be  fined  not  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Note. — It  is  understood  that  this  bill  may  be  amended  in  any  way 
that  may  be  deemed  expedient  after  consultation  with  our  attorney. 


THE    MOBILE    QUARANTINE. 

It  is  known  to  the  members  of  the  association  that  for 
many  years  the  medical  management  of  the  maritime  quar- 
antine at  Mobile  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Mobile  Board  of 
Health.  It  is  also  known  that  in  the  session  of  the  general 
assembly  in  1889-90  a  special  act  was  passed,  against  the 
expressed  wishes  of  this  association,  creating  the  Quarantine 
Board  of  Mobile  Bay — said  board  being  composed  in  large 
part  of  commercial  men,  with  one  or  two  doctors ;  the  doc- 
tors being  selected  in  such  way  as  to  make  it  entirely  a 
matter  of  chance  whether  they  are  quarantine  experts  or 
not.  By  an  oversight,  doubtless,  on  the  part  of  the  lawyers 
who  drew  up  the  bill,  the  jurisdiction  of  this  board  is  con- 
fined to  the  bay  of  Mobile,  and  as  soon  as  a  vessel  leaves 
the  bay  and  passes  into  the  river  on  which  is  situated  the 
city  of  Mobile,  she  passes  into  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mobile 
Board  of  Health — an  embarrassing  and  undesirable  condi- 
tion of  things.  In  the  meantime,  also,  the  Mobile  Board  of 
Health   has  jurisdiction  of  all  quarantine  for  the  special 
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protection  of  Mobile  city  and  county  from  epidemic  inva- 
sion by  laud.     In  other  words,  there  are  bwo  distinct  systems 

of  quarantine — systems  now  Legally  in  force  iu  Mobile  under 
the  direction  of  two  separate  boards. 

Towards  the  building  of  the  maritime  quarantine  station 
at  Mobile  the  State  contributed  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  on  the  ground  that  this  quarantine  was 
for  the  protection  of  the  whole  State  of  Alabama  as  well  as 
for  the  protection  of  the  city  of  Mobile.  And  this  is  true. 
While  it  is  primarily  for  the  protection  of  Mobile,  it  is  also 
for  the  protection  of  the  State ;  and  hence  the  State  is 
deeply  interested  in  having  it  properly  managed. 

It  is  therefore  only  natural  that  this  association  should 
regard  the  special  Legislation  indicated  with  emphatic  rep- 
robation. Accordingly  at  the  annual  session  of  1891,  the 
first  session  after  the  passage  of  the  act  referred  to,  the 
association,  on  the  recommendation  of  President  Sanders, 
put  itself  on  record  as  pledged  to  use  every  legitimate  influ- 
ence in  its  power  to  secure  a  modification  of  the  obnoxious 
legislation.  Similar  action  was  taken  at  the  Belma  session 
of  1893,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  President 
Searcy. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  association  pledge  itself 
anew  to  use  all  the  influence  its  members  can  bring  to  bear 
on  the  members  of  the  next  general  assembly  to  restore 
the  maritime  quarantine  of  Mobile  to  the  Mobile  Board  of 
Health  under  the  quarantine  and  health  laws  of  the  State ; 
and  that  to  this  end  we  be  authorized  to  prepare,  in  con- 
junction with  our  attorney,  Col.  H.  C.  Tompkins,  a  bill  cov- 
ering the  principles  indicated  to  be  presented  to  the  general 
assembly  when  it  meets  next  fall. 

QUARANTINE   COXFEUEN*  B. 

In  accordance  with  an  invitation  issued  by  the  Louisiana 
State  Board  of  Health,  a  conference  of  the  health  officials 
of  the  gulf  states  met  in  New  Orleans  od  the  2d  of  Febru- 
ary, 1891,  to  consider  what    regulations  were   necessary  in 
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connection  with  the  importation  of  fruits  from  tropical 
countries  to  protect  the  gulf  ports  from  invasion  by  }rellow 
fever.  The  boards  represented  were  the  Alabama  State 
Board  of  Health,  the  Florida  State  Board  of  Health,  the 
Board  of  Health  of  Escambia  county,  Florida,  and  the  Lou- 
isiana State  Board  of  Health.  The  State  of  Texas  was  not 
represented,  but  the  health  officer  of  Texas  sent  a  letter  ex- 
pressing his  willingness  to  abide  the  results  of  the  Confer- 
ence. Alabama  was  represented  by  the  State  Health  Officer. 
After  thorough  discussion,  the  following  conclusions  were 
reached,  which  we  recommend  to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  the  association : 


Quarantine  Measures  recommended  and  adopted  by  a  Confer- 
ence of  Health  and  Quarantine  Authorities  field  at  New 
Orleans,  February,  1894. 

1st.  In  order  to  secure  prompt  and  reliable  information  as  to  the 
existence  of  yellow  fever  in  the  various  ports  of  the  West  Indies- 
Central  and  South  America,  from  which  fruit  is  shipped,  it  is  deemed 
essential  that  medical  inspectors  should  be  stationed  at  said  ports 
with  understanding  that  the  inspectors  stationed  in  the  larger  towns; 
may  have  jurisdiction  over  smaller  places  within  the  district. 

2d.  The  duties  of  the  inspectors  shall  be  to  report  by  each  and 
every  vessel,  and  if  necessary  by  cable,  where  practicable,  on  the 
sanitary  condition  of  their  respective  districts,  on  the  existence  of 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  within  the  same,  on  compliance  by 
vessels  with  the  regulations  issued  for  their  guidance,  and  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of  them. 

3d.  It  is  recommended  that  vessels  engaged  in  this  trade  shall, 
whenever  practicable,  be  manned  by  acclimated  crews. 

4th.  In  the  absence  of  yellow  fever,  it  is  considered  unnecessary 
to  place  any  restrictions  upon  the  manner  of  loading  vessels,  or  upon 
the  character  of  the  cargo  carried  further  than  to  rigidly  exclude 
household  effects,  personal  baggage,  hides,  hams,  bones  and  fertili- 
zers. 

5th.  After  the  discharge  of  the  cargo,  every  vessel  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  mechanical  cleansing  by  washing  and  afterward  thoroughly 
disinfected. 
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6th.  In  tlic  event  of  yellow  fever  occurring  at  any  fruit  port, trade 
with  that  port  may  be  continued  under  the  following  additional  pre- 
cautions: Each  vessel  to  be  required  to  carry  a  duly  accredited  medi- 
cal officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  quarantine  regulations 

are  strictly  carried  out  ;  no  member  of  the  crew  shall  be  allowed  to 
go  ashore,  nor  any  one,  except  an  acclimated  loading  crew,  to  come 
on  board  ;  the  loading  crew  to  be  kept  isolated  in  a  locality  sulliciently 
remote  from  the  infected  district,  and  while  on  board  the  vessel  to 
be  kept  BOparate  from  the  vessel's  crew.  Vessels  are  not  allowed  to 
remain  at  any  wharf  or  near  shore  after  sunset,  but  must  anchor  in 
the  open  bay  at  such  distance  from  shore  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  medical  officer  in  charge  and  must  not  return  before  sunrise. 
The  cargo  carried  shall  be  restricted  to  fruit,  rubber,  specie,  rubber 
not  to  be  packed  in  textile  fabrics  and  specie  to  be  disinfected  by  im- 
mersion in  boiling  water. 

7th.  Should  a  vessel  having  yellow  fever  on  board  arrive  with  a 
cargo  of  fruit  at  a  quarantine  station,  the  cargo  may  be  discharged 
into  lighters  by  acclimated  laborers  or  by  the  crew,  after  which  the 
vessel  shall  be  subjected  to  the  usual  detention  and  disinfection,  the 
clothing  of  the  laborers  to  be  disinfected  by  steam  heat  after  the 
discharge  of  the  cargo  shall  have  been  completed. 

8th.  Any  vessel  engaged  in  the  fruit  trade  which  carries  passen 
gers  shall  forfeit  all  privileges  and  be  subjected  to  the  same  quaran- 
tine restrictions  as  other  vessels  carrying  passengers. 

9th.  Inasmuch  as  the  quarantine  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
United  States,  as  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
April  1th,  1893,  are  not  in  accord  with  certain  of  the  foregoing  propo- 
sitions, it  is  recommended  t  hat  such  modifications  be  made  in  said 
laws  as  shall  make  them  coincide  with  the  views  expressed  by  this 
conference. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Association  in 
Washington  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meinoralizr  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  in  favor  of  tho  establishment 
as  a  member  of  the  Cabinet  of  the  President  a  Medical 
Secretary  of  Public  Health.  To  this  end  a  bill  was  duly 
prepared  and  was  Introduced  into  tho  52nd  Congress. 

In  1892,  at  Detroit,  and  in  1893,  at  Milwaukee,  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association,  renewed  its  approval  of  its  move- 
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merit,  and  instructed  the  committee  to  continue  to  press  it 
on  the  attention  of  Congress.  The  bill  is  to  be  presented 
to  the  Congress  now  in  session.  This  proposed  legislation 
is  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  people,  and 
would  add  greatly  to  the  influence  and  usefulness  of  the 
medical  profession.     The  text  of  the  bill  is,  as  follows  : 

A  BILL 
To  Establish  a  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall 
be  established  a  department  of  public  health.  There  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  from  the  medical  profession,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  secretary  of  public  health, 
who  shall  be  intrusted  with  the  management  of  the  department 
herein  established.  He  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  eight 
thousand  dollars.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Senate,  an  assistant  secretary  of  public  health,  at 
an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars.  The  secretary  of  public 
health  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  provide  suitable 
offices  for  the  department,  and  shall  employ  such  assistants  and  clerks 
as  may  be  necessary . 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  public  health 
to  obtain  through  all  accessible  sources,  including  State  boards  of 
health,  municipal  authorities,  and  the  Surgeon-Generals  of  the  Army, 
Navy,  and  Marine  Hospital  Service  of  the  United  States,  weekly  re- 
ports of  the  sanitary  condition  of  all  ports  and  places  within  their 
territories  and  departments,  and  he  shall  publish  weekly  abstracts  of 
the  information  thus  obtained  and  other  pertinent  matters  received 
by  his  department.  The  said  department  also  shall,  as  far  as  possible, 
by  means  of  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  State  and  municipal 
authorities,  of  various  general  and  special  hospitals,  sanitariums, 
public  associations  and  private  persons,  procure  and  tabulate  statistics 
of  marriages,  births  (noting  those  that  are  illegitimate),  and  deaths 
from  epidemic,  endemic,  and  all  other  diseases,  specifying  those  of  a 
degenerative  character,  such  as  malignant  growths,  and  affections  of 
the  nervous,  circulatory,  respiratory,  secretory,  digestive,  and  repro- 
ductive organs,  and  from  violence,  accidents,  suicide,  murder,  and 
data  concerning  the  fruit  of  consanguineous  marriages  and  the  trans- 
missibility  of  insane,  alcoholic,  syphilitic,  nervous,  and  malignant 
types  of  constitution  of  offspring,  and  to  evils  of  race  miscegenation. 
He  shall  also  procure  information  relating  to  climatic  and  other  con- 
ditions beneficial  to  health,  and  especially  in  reference  to  the  most 
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favorable  regions  in  the  [Jnited  States  for  the  cure  or  relief  of  chronic 
diseases,  part  icularly  I  ubercular  consumption.  lie  shall  also  procure 
information  as  to  the  prevalence  and  ruinous  effects  upon  the  body 
and  mind  <>f  intemperance  and  prostitution.  He  shall  endeavor  to 
ascertain  the  extent,  the  origin,  and  classification  of  insanity  in  the 
several  States  and  Territories  of  tin-  country,  lie  shall  investigate 
the  state  of  comfort  of  the  laboring  classes  in  respect  to  their  lodg- 
ment, their  trades,  occupations,  the  healthfulness  of  their  work-shops, 
and  the  contents  of  the  atmosphere  they  habitually  breathe,  and 
the  prevalence  of  premature  degeneration  of  the  nervous  and  muscu- 
lar systems  by  the  exactions  of  piece-work  employment.  He  shall 
obtain  information  in  regard  to  the  soundness  of  their  food  and  purity 
of  water  supply.  lie  shall  ascertain  the  ages  at  which  the  children 
of  t  he  poor  arc  put  to  work,  and  its  hindrance  to  their  physical  de- 
velopment, and  their  lack  of  common-school  education.  He  shall 
seek,  through  the  State  hoards  of  health,  information  of  the  hygienic 
state  of  public  school  buildings  respecting  their  illumination,  ventila- 
tion, and  presence  of  noxious  elements  in  the  circumambient  air. 
Be  shall  seek  information  in  regard  to  the  pollution  of  streams  and 
navigable  waters  and  public  and  private  wells.  He  shall  attempt, 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  authorized  medical  schools  in  all  the 
Btates,  to  promote  the  most  extended  and  thorough  training  of  stu- 
dents in  order  to  tit  them  for  the  responsible  duties  that  devolve  upon 
practitioners  of  medicine.  He  shall,  whenever  an  epidemic  disease  is 
spreading  abroad  or  in  any  country  which  by  commercial  or  other  rela- 
tions may  endanger  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States, 
have  power  to  call  a  conference  of  the  Surgeon-<  ienerals  of  the  Army. 
Navy,  and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  and  the  executive  officer  or  offi- 
cers  of  the  various  State  boards  of  health  throughout  the  country,  to 
consider  ami  advise  with  him  in  regard  to  the  best  methods  to  lie 
pursued  to  protect  the  country  against  the  invasion  of  any  such  epi- 
demic disease,  and  the  results  of  such  conference  shall  be,  by  the 
secretary  of  public  health,  communicated  t<>  the  President  and  his 
Cabinet  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  wise  and  expedient.  He- 
sides  thi>  reports  of  the  state  of  the  public  health  which  he 
shall  make  from  time  to  time  the  secretary  shall  make  an  an- 
nual report  to  Congress  with  BUcb  recommendations  as  he  im:i\ 
deem  important  to  the  public  welfare,  and  the  report,  if  ordered 
printed  by  Congre>s,  shall  he  done  under  the  direction  of  the  depart- 
ment The  necessary  printing  of  the  department  shall  be  done  at 
the  Government  Printing  Office,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  secre- 
tary, in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  provisions  as  that  of 
other  printing  for  the  several  Departments  of  the  Government. 
Bno.    3.    That  the  President  is  authorized,  when  requested  by  the 

secretary    of  public    health,  and    when  the  same  can  be  done  without 
prejudice  to  the    public   service,    to    detail  officers    from    the  several 
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Departments  of  the  Government  for  temporary  duty,  to  act  under  the 
department  of  public  health  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
and  such  officers  shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  except  for 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  such 
duties.  When  a  detail  of  such  officers  can  not  be  made,  the  secretary, 
approved  by  the  President,  may  employ  such  experts,  and  for  such 
time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  depart- 
ment may  warrant. 

Sec.  4.  That  to  defray  the  expenses  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  disbursed  with  the 
approval  of  the  President,  under  the  secretary  of  said  department. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its  passage, 
within  which  time  the  secretary  and  assistant  secretary  may  be  ap- 
pointed. 

This  bill  seems  not  to  have  met  with  much  favor  in  Con- 
gress ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  united  and  continuous 
efforts  of  all  the  medical  organizations  in  the  country  may, 
in  the  course  of  time,  obtain  for  it  the  consideration  to  which, 
from  the  importance  of  the  question  at  issue,  it  is  justly  en- 
titled. 

While  we  approve  of  the  bill  in  its  present  form  we  be- 
lieve that  it  can  be  greatly  improved  by  the  insertion  of  a 
provision  requiring  the  proposed  secretary  of  public  health 
to  call  together,  once  in  every  year,  a  conference  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  all  the  State  Boards  of  Health  to  meet  in 
the  city  of  Washington  for  the  discussion  of  sanitary  ques- 
tions of  current  interest. 

In  accordance  with  these  suggestions  we  recommend  the 
adoption  by  the  association  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Medical  Association  of  the  State  of  Alabama, 
which  is  also  the  State  Board  of  Health,  is  earnestly  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  bill  now  pending  in  Congress  to  establish  a  department 
of  public  health,  and  recommends  said  bill  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion and  support  of  the  members  of  Congress,  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives, from  Alabama . 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  bill  would  be  materially  improved  by 
the  insertion  of  an  additional  clause  in  the  following  words :  "He 
shall  once  in  every  year  call  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Washington  a  Con- 
ference of  State  Boards  of  Health,  to  be  composed  of  one  delegate 
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from  every  state  board  <>f  health  in  the  United  states,  and  t<>  l>e  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  questions  of  public  health  and  for  concert- 
ing plana  of  sanitary  administration. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion be  instructed  to  furnish  ;i  copy  of  these  resolutions  to 
each  member  of  the  Alabama  delegation  in  Congress.  Also, 
that  out  delegate  to  the  approaching  session  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  be  instructed  to  endeavor  to  secure  the 
approval  of  the  amendment  here  proposed  to  the  pending 
bill.

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FAYMENT  OF  CLERK. 

An  act  was  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  appro- 
priating four  hundred  ($400)  dollars  a  year  for  the  payment 
of  the  clerk  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  This  act  was 
approved  February  18,  1893.  The  clerk's  salary,  which  was 
before  six  hundred  ($600)  dollars,  all  paid  out  of  our  general 
fund,  was  then  fixed  at  nine  hundred  ($900)  dollars,  of  which 
five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  are  paid  out  of  our  general  fund 
and  four  hundred  ($400)  dollars  out  of  the  special  appropri- 
ation. In  this  way  the  clerk  receives  a  monthly  salary  of 
seventy-five  dollars,  of  which  $41.66§  are  paid  from  the  gen- 
eral fund  and  $33.33^  are  paid  from  the  special  appropria- 
tion. But  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  audit 
payments  from  the  special  appropriation.  This  statement 
however,  is  made  for  the  information  of  all  concerned.

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THE  WORK  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 

The  work  of  the  Couiity  Boards  of  Health  is  steadily  im- 
proving when  we  consider  all  the  counties  together.  That 
is  to  say  a  larger  number  of  counties  than  ever  before  are 
engaged  in  the  collection  of  vital  statistics  ;  and  a  larger 
number  than  ever  before  are  approximating  satisfactory  re- 
sults. This  persistent  progress,  even  while  it  is  slow,  is 
very  gratifying.  In  it  we  have  the  assurance  that  complete 
success  will  ultimately  crown  our  efforts  in  the  most  difficult 
enterprise  ever  undertaken  by  the  medical  profession  of  any 
country  in  the  world.  It  is  a  work  therefore  of  which  the 
medical  profession  of  Alabama  may  well  be  proud.  We 
proceed  to  notice  each  one  of  the  county  boards  of  health, 
and  its  work  for  the  past  year  separately. 

Autauga  Comity  Board. — No  reports  were  received  from  this  board 
for  1893.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  this  board  should  not  do  good 
work.  Dr.  R.  L.  Huddleston,  of  Wadsworth,  is  the  county  health 
officer ;  but  he  seems  to  have  paid  no  attention  to  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

Baldwin  County  Board. — We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  repeat  for 
this  board  what  we  said  of  it  last  year:  Dr.  W.  M.  Lovelady  con- 
tinues to  act  as  county  health  officer.  No  other  county  in  the  State 
presents  more  difficulties  in  the  way  of  long  distance  and  sparseness 
of  population.  In  spite  of  these  difficulties  the  work  is  fairly  well 
done  and  continues  to  improve.  The  results  show  this  county  to  be 
one  of  the  healthiest  in  the  State.  The  health  officer's  salary  is  three 
hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Barbour  County  Board. — We  are  sorry  to  have  to  repeat  our  verdict 
of  the  last  several  years,  namely,  that  the  work  in  this  county  con- 
tinues in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  We  know  of  no  reason 
why  this  should  be  so,  except  that  the  board  is  extremely  negligent 
of  its  duty.  Dr.  Charles  W.  Lee  is  the  county  health  officer.  His 
salary  is  $150  a  year. 

Bibb  County  Board. — This  board  has  been  for  several  years  in  a 
state  of  suspended  animation,  the  county  commissioners  having  made 
no  appropriation  for  a  county  health  officer,  and  none  of  the  doctors 
being  willing  to  work  without  pay.  Recently,  however,  Dr.  J.  U.  Ray, 
Jr.,  has  been  elected  county  health  officer,  with  the  promise  of  active 
assistance  from  all  the  doctors  in  the  county,  and  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  get  a  salary  for  him. 
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Blount  County  Board. — This  county  has  continued  to  do  very  defec- 
tive work.  The  reports  have  been  sent  in  regularly  but  have  not  ap- 
proximated any  high  degree  of  excellence.  Dr.  H.  H.  Byars  was 
appointed  county  health  officer  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  and 
promises  to  do  better.  His  salary  i>  seventy-five  dollars  a  year,  and 
ought  to  be  increased  if  he  does  satisfactory  work. 

Bullock  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be 
well  done.  I>r.  S.  (J.  Cowan  is  still  the  countj  health  officer.  His 
salary  is  $150  a  year. 

Butler  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  continues  tube  well 
done,  but  is  still  not  quite  complete.  Dr.  J.  C.  Kendrick  is  still  the 
county  health  officer.  His  salary  is  $100  a  year,  and  should  be  in- 
creased. 

Calhoun  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be 
well  done,  and  even  promises  improvement.  The  separate  reports  for 
Jacksonville,  Oxford  and  Piedmont  have  always  been  good.  The 
separate  report  tor  Anniston,  which  has  heretofore  been  defective, 
has  fur  the  last  few  months  been  complete,  and  one  or  two  chronic 
delinquents  amongst  the  doctors  have  begun  to  report.  Dr.  W  B. 
Arberry  is  county  health  otlicer.     His  salary  is  ^200  a  year. 

Chambers  County  Board. — No  reports  were  received  from  this  county 
lasl  year,  nor  for  several  years.  The  health  ofHcer  received  DO  salary 
and  does  no  work.  The  society  is  now  in  better  shape  than  it  has 
been  for  a  long  time.  But  whether  anything  will  be  done  to  improve 
the  collection  of  vital  statistics  or  not  remains  to  be  seen. 

Cheroket  County  Board. — During  all  last  year  the  work  of  this  board 
was  very  much  neglected.  This  year  the  society  is  in  very  much 
better  condition  ;  and  the  outlook  for  good  work  has  greatly  im- 
proved. Dr.  K.  L.  McWhorter  is  the  county  health  officer.  Hissalary 
is  $150  a  year. 

Chilton  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
county  tor  several  years.  The  health  officer  has  had  no  salary,  and 
lias  done  no  work.  The  society  has  taken  on  new  life;  but  it  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  anything  will  be  dona  towards  the  collection  of 
vital  statistics.      Dr.  W.  E,  Stewart  is  the  county  health  officer. 

Choctaw  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  for  the  past  year 
has  been  of  a  very  unsatisfactory  character.  Dr.  J.  L.  Granberry  has 
recently  been  made  county  health  officer  and  promises  to  do  better. 
His  salary  is  $100  a  year. 

Clarh  County  Board. — The  reports  from  this  county  are  very  good, 
but  DOt  quite  complete.  This  board  should  make  just  a  little  more 
effort,  and  leave  nothing  to  be  desired.    Dr.  J.  W.  Armistead  is  still 

the  county  health  otlicer.      His  salary  is  $150  u  year. 
3 
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Clay  County  Board. — The  reports  from  this  county  continue  to  be 
very  good,  but  it  is  believed  they  are  not  quite  complete.  Dr.  Thomas 
Northern  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is  only  $30— a 
ridiculously  small  sum  even  for  Clay  county.  It  should  be  at  least 
$100. 

Cleburne  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  was  poorly  done 
last  year.  The  health  officer  had  no  salary,  and  did  not  put  himself 
to  much  trouble.  Nevertheless,  things  have  improved  and  the  out- 
look is  better.  Dr.  J.  H.  Ligon  is  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary 
is  $25.     It  should  in  common  decency  be  raised  to  $100. 

Coffee  County  Board. — This  board  has  made  no  reports  for  the  past 
year.  The  county  health  officer  gets  no  salary,  and  very  naturally 
does  no  work. 

Colbert  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
county  for  two  or  three  years  past.  There  is  no  reason  except  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  board  why  good  work  should  not  be  done 
here.     Dr.  J.  M.  Pinkston  is  county  health  officer.     His  salary  is  %—. 

Conecuh  County  Board. — This  board  continues  to  send  in  good  re- 
ports.   Dr.  Andrew  Jay  is  county  health  officer.    His  salary  is  $200- 

Coosa  County  Board. — This  board  continues  to  do  good  work.  Dr. 
A.  J.  Peterson  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is  $100  a 
year. 

Covington  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
board  for  two  or  three  years. 

Crenshaw  County  Board. — There  has  been  some  improvement  in 
this  county,  but  it  is  still  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Dr.  A.  J. 
Jones  is  the  county  health  officer.  A  few  months  ago  his  salary  was 
fixed  at  the  inadequate  sum  of  $50  a  year. 

Cullman  County  Board.— The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be 
done  in  tolerable  fashion.  It  could  and  ought  to  be  made  complete. 
Dr.  M.  L.  Johnson  is  the  county  health  officer  still.  His  salary  is  one 
hundred  dollars  a  year. 

Dale  County  Board. — In  this  county  there  has  been  no  salary  appro- 
priated to  pay  a  county  health  officer ;  and  no  attempt  has  been  made 
to  collect  the  vital  statistics. 

Dallas  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  while  about  as  usual 
is  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  It  is  confessedly  a  difficult  county 
to  manage  on  account  of  the  very  large  negro  population  it  contains. 
But  these  difficulties  are  not  insuperable  and  ought  to  be  overcome. 
The  reports  from  the  city  of  Selma  are  claimed  to  be  complete.  The 
county  health  officer  is  Dr.  F.  G.  DuBose.    His  salary  is  $240  a  year. 
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h,  Kniii  ( 'ounty  Board. — During  the  past  year  the  work  in  this  county 
went  on  about  as  heretofore,  with  fairly  good,  but  nut  complete  re- 
ports. With  the  beginning  of  this  year  Dr.  F.  P.  Gale  was  elected 
health  officer.     His  salary  is  $150  a  year. 

Elmore  County  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  was  well  done  up 
to  the  first  of  January,  while  lh\  ().  8.  Justice  was  county  health 
officer.  Since  then  Dr.  W.  A.  Huddles  ton  has  been  county  health 
officer,  and  the  work  seems  to  have  utterly  collapsed.  His  salary  is 
$100  a  year. 

Escambia  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  is  well  done. 
Dr.  E.  T.  Parker  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is  $250 
a  year. 

Etowah  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  has  continued  to 
improve,  and  while  not  quite  complete  is  very  well  done.  Dr.  D.  II. 
Baker  is  still  the  county  health  officer.     His  salary  is  $150  a  year. 

Fayette  County  Board. — This  board  has  done  nothing  during  the  past 
two  or  three  years.  There  has  been  recently  a  new  election  for 
county  health  officer  resulting  in  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  W.  Jones. 
It  is  believed  he  will  do  better  work.  His  salary  is  only  Hfty  dollars 
a  year,  more  than  adequate  compensation  for  what  has  been  done 
heretofore,  but  not  more  than  half  of  what  a  good  officer  ought  to  get. 

Franklin  County  Board. — There  is  no  reason  why  this  board  should 
not  do  good  work,  except  that  it  just  don't  seem  to  know  how.  There 
is  no  appropriation  for  the  county  health  officer, and  lie  feels  free  not 
to  do  anything. 

Geneva  Co)nih/  Hoard.—  The  hopes  expressed  in  our  last  report  in 
regard  to  this  board  have  not  been  fulfilled.  The  society  seems  to 
have  revived  somewhat,  but  has  done  nothing  towards  the  collection 
of  statistics.     There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  a  county  health  officer. 

Oreene  County  Board. — During  the  past  year  no  reports  have  been 
received  from  this  board.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  it  should  not 
do  good  work. 

Hale  County  Board. — Our  work  in  tins  county  continues  to  be  poorly 
done.  There  is  no  sufficient  reason  in  the  nature  of  the  case  for  this 
continued  failure.  Dr.  Huggins  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His 
salary  is  $150  a  year 

Henry  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  is  still  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory condition.  Dr.  Oscar  Dowling  has  been  recently  elected 
county  health  officer,  and  promises  t>>  bring  order  out  of  the  chaos. 
His  salary  is  $10(1  a  year.  For  good  work  in  this  county  he  should  be 
paid  double  that  amount. 
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Jackson  County  Hoard. — The  work  in  this  county  continues  to  be 
fairly  good ;  but  it  fell  back  a  little  last  year.  Dr.  E.  R.  Smith  is  now 
the  county  health  officer.  His  administration  so  far  shows  some 
promise  of  improvement.     His  salary  is  $150  a  year. 

Jefferson  County  Board. — Considering  all  of  its  work  together,  this 
is  the  most  efficient  board  in  the  State.  It  is  one  of  the  few  boards 
that  does  its  full  duty  in  the  inspection  of  jails,  poor-houses,  hos- 
pitals, schools,  etc.  It  does  good  work  in  the  collection  of  vital  sta- 
tistics, but  not  perfect  for  all  the  beats.  The  special  reports  for 
Birmingham,  Bessemer,  Pratt  City,  Coalburg,  Warrior,  Woodlawn, 
Avondale,  etc.,  are  believed  to  be  nearly  complete.  There  is  more 
work  to  do,  and  more  work  done  in  this  county  than  in  any  other  in 
the  State.  Dr.  T.  D.  Parke  is  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary 
is  $1,000  a  year. 

Lamar  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be  done 
in  a  very  unsatisfactory  way.  It  certainly  does  not  improve  any. 
The  health  officer  is  Dr.  D.  D.  Hollis.  His  salary  is  only  $25— very 
poor  pay,  which  may  to  some  extent  account  for  the  poor  work.  This 
county  should  pay  $100  and  require  good  work. 

Lauderdale  County  Hoard. — This  board  has  done  no  work  for  several 
years.  It  is  showing  generally  more  signs  of  life,  but  is  making  no 
vital  statistics  reports.  There  is  no  appropriation  for  a  county  health 
officer. 

Lawrence  County  Board. — This  board  makes  regular  reports,  and 
there  has  been  some  improvement  during  the  past  year.  But  this 
work  is  still  more  defective  than  it  ought  to  be.  The  county  health 
officer  is  still  Dr.  W.  J.  McMahon.     His  salary  is  $150. 

Lee  County  Board. — This  board  has  been  very  nearly  defunct,  but  is 
beginning  to  show  a  little  more  vitality.  It  has  made  no  reports  for 
several  years.  There  is  no  county  health  officer,  and  no  appropria- 
tion to  pay  one.  This  board  ought  to  wake  up  and  do  better.  It 
ought  to  be  one  of  the  most  flourishing  organizations  in  the  State. 

Limestone  County  Board. — The  board  in  this  county  continues  to  do 
its  work  in  an  unsatisfactory  fashion,  and  not  in  accordance  with  the 
rules.  Dr.  W.  J.  Hagan  is  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is 
$ —  a  year. 

Lowndes  Count;/  Board. — The  work  in  this  county  continues  to  go  on 
about  as  in  past  years.  Dr.  Shirley  Bragg  is  still  the  county  health 
officer.     His  salary  is  $400  a  year. 

Macon  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be  a 
failure.  Dr.  J.  E.  Drakeford  is  the  county  health  officer.  He  has  no 
salary. 
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Madison  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  hoard  has  improved  Some- 
what during  the  past  year,  but  it  is  still  very  detective.  This  i>  one 
<>f  the  hoards  that  ought  very  emphatically  to  do  better.  Dr.  Henry 
McDonnell  is  the  county  health  officer.      His  salary  is  if — a  year. 

Marengo  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  hoard  is  in  a  very  unsat- 
isfactory condition.    This  is  another  county  that  very  emphatically 

ought   to  do   better.     Dr.   I.  (4.  Wilson   is  the  county  health  officer. 
His  salary  is  $ —  a  year. 

Mn rim,  ( 'ounty  Board. — We  have  received  no  reports  from  this  hoard 
during  the  past  yeat.  There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  a  health 
officer. 

Marshall  County  Board. — This  hoard  has  made  no  reports  during  the 
past  year.     There  is  no  appropiation  to  pay  a  health  otlicer. 

Mobile  County  Board, — The  work  of  this  board  last  year  was  a  com- 
plete failure.  Dr.  D.C.  Handle  was  county  health  ofMcer.  This  year 
Dr.  F.  K.  Beck  is  county  health  officer.  What  sort  of  work  lie  will  do 
remains  to  he  seen.  His  salary  is  $450  a  year,  quite  enough  to  secure 
good  work. 

Monrot  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  at  one  time  last  year 
threatened  serious  declension,  but  it  rallied  again  and  i>  now  fairly 
well  done,  hut  not  complete.  Dr.  W.  W.  McMillan  is  still  the  county 
health  otlicer.     His  salary  is  $150  a  year. 

Montgonn  ry  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  continus  to  im- 
prove, but  is  not  complete.-  The  health  officer  is  Dr.  P.  II.  Owen. 
His  salary  is  $800  a  year — the  best  salary,  all  things  considered, 
received  by  any  health  otlicer  in  the  State.  It  should  guarantee  good 
work 

Morgan  County  i:<><n<l. — The  deterioration  noted  in  regard  to  the 
work  in  this  county  in  our  report  of  last  year,  has  continued,  until 
this  hoard  is  in  a  very  had  way  indeed.  Dr.  Barclift  hast  just  been 
superseded  as  county  health  otlicer  by  Dr.  B.  L.  Roundtree.  His  salary 
is  $150  a  year. 

Perry  County  Board.— As  usual  no  reports  have  been  received  from 
this  board  during  the  past  year  It  is  one  of  the  counties  in  which 
good  work  should  he  done.  A  sullicient  number  of  intelligent  doctors 
scattered  over  the  county  should  make  t  he  work  easy.  There  is  no 
appropriation  to  pay  the  county  health  otlicer. 

Pickens  County  Board.  — This  board  reported  regularly  last  year,  but 
the  reports  were  far  from  complete.     I>r.  II.  B.  Qpchurch  is  the  county 

health  officer.      His  salary  is  $ —  a  year 

/•;/.'<  County  Board. — Our  work  in  this  county  has  gone  on  about  as 
usual.    The  monthly  reports  are  regularly  made,  but  they  are  not 
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complete.     Dr.  C    W.  Hilliard  is  the  county  health  officer.     His  sal- 
ary is  $75  a  year. 

Randolph  County  Board. — No  reports  were  received  from  this  hoard 
last  year.  The  society  has  had  a  large  increase  of  membership,  and 
seems  now  to  be  in  good  working  order.  The  outlook  is  greatly  im- 
proved. Dr.  P.  E.  Dean  is  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is 
$50  a  year . 

Russell  County  Board. — The  society  of  this  county  shows  some  im- 
provement ;  but  has  made  no  vital  statistics  reports  for  several  years. 
The  county  health  officer  is  Dr    J .  P .  Norris      He  gets  no  salary . 

Shelby  County  Board. — This  board  has  made  no  reports  for  several 
years.  There  is  no  reason  except  invincible  negligence  why  they 
should  not  do  good  work.  There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  a  health 
officer. 

St.  Clair  County  Board. — This  board  makes  reports  equal  to  any  in 
the  State  The  county  health  officer  is  Dr.  E.  P.  Cason.  His  salary 
js  only  50  dollars  a  year.  He  certainly  deserves  more  than  twice  that 
much. 

Sumter  County  Hoard. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be  very 
badly  done.  Dr.  D.  S.  Brockway  is  still  the  county  health  offioer. 
His  salary  is  100  dollars  a  year. 

Talladega  County  Hoard. — This  board  is  making  progress  very  slowly. 
The  reports  come  in  regularly,  but  they  are  not  complete.  Dr.  W.  F. 
Thetford  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is  125  dollars  a 
year. 

Tallapoosa  County  Board. — A  year  ago  the  reports  of  this  board  was 
very  defective.  During  1893  there  was  considerable  improvement, 
but  the  work  was  not  at  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  With  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  however,  there  has  been  a  great  change  for 
the.  better,  and  the  outlook  for  almost  perfect  work  is  quite  encour- 
aging. Dr.  A.  L.  Harland  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  sal- 
ary is dollars  a  year. 

Tuscaloosa  County  Board. — The  work  of  this  board  continues  to  be 
very  defective  and  unsatisfactory.  It  ought  to  be  greatly  improved. 
Dr.  John  B.  Reed  is  still  the  county  health  officer.  His  salary  is  125 
dollars  a  year. 

Walker  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
board  for  several  years.  Dr  D.  H.  Camak  is  the  county  health  offi- 
cer.    His  salary  is  100  dollars  a  year. 

Washington  County  Board. — This  board  has  never  attempted  the 
collection  of  vital  statistics.    The  county  is  very  large,  sparsely  set- 
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tied,  and  with  very  few  doctors.     There  is  no  appropriation  to  pay  a 
health  officer. 

Wilcoa  County  Board. — No  reports  have  been  received  from  this 
county  for  the  past  year.  This  board  should  do  better.  The  county 
is  a  large  one  but  it  lias  a  largo  number  of  doctors,  who  could  do  suc- 
cessful work  if  they  would. 

Winston' County  Board. — There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
work  of  this  board,  although  it  is  still  defective.  Dr.  J.  C.  Taylor  is 
still  the  county  health  otlicer.     His  salary  now  is  50  dollars  a  year. 


THE  QUARANTINE  OF  1893. 

On  the  evening  of  the  9th  of  August,  1893,  a  telegraphic 
dispatch  was  received  from  the  president  of  the  Pensacola 
Board  of  Health  reporting  the  occurrence  in  that  city  of 
two  death  from  yellow  fever.  The  State  Health  Officer  at 
the  time  was  in  bed  sick  ;  but  a  conference  was  immediately 
callod  in  his  sick  room  which  was  attended  by  governor 
Thomas  G.  Jones,  mayor  Crommelin,  Drs.  Seelye  and  Bald- 
win of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  Drs.  Gaston,  Hill  and 
Blue  of  the  Montgomery  Board  of  Health. 

The  first  question  considered  by  the  conference  was  whether 
the  quarantine  about  to  be  established  should  be  conducted 
with  the  intention  of  keeping  up  some  restricted  travel  and 
traffic  with  Pensacola  ;  or  whether  it  should  be  conducted 
on  the  principle  of  non-intercourse.  The  principle  of  non- 
intercourse  was  adopted,  for  the  following  reasons :  (1)  Our 
commercial  relations  with  Pensacola  were  not  such  that 
their  temporary  interruption  would  work  any  great  incon- 
venience to  anybody  concerned ;  (2)  The  season  was  so 
early  that  we  could  not  expect  the  fever  in  Pensacola,  if  it 
should  once  become  epidemic,  to  subside  in  less  than  three 
months  ;  (3)  The  close  proximity  of  Pensacola  to  our  south- 
ern border  placed  us  in  a  position  of  special  danger.  On 
the  other  hand  it  was  considered  that  the  most  direct  route 
for  refugees  Hying  from  the  infected  city  would  bo  through 
the  State  of  Alabama,  and  it  was  decided  that  refugee  trains 
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should  be  allowed  to  pass  through  the  State  under  proper 
regulations  to  such  places  as  might  be  willing  to  receive 
them. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
should  take  charge  of  the  quarantine  of  the  railroads ;  and 
invite  the  co-operation  of  the  various  county  and  city  health 
authorities  along  the  lines  exposed  to  danger  of  invasion  to 
keep  special  guard  over  the  communities  entrusted  to  their 
care  and  supervision  by  the  laws  of  the  State  ;  that  the  gov- 
ernor and  the  mayor  should  both  issue  quarantine  procla- 
mations at  once  ;  and  that  mayor  Crommelin,  having  facil- 
ities for  prompt  work  on  account  of  his  control  of  the  police 
force  of  the  city,  should  at  once  put  quarantine  officers  on  all 
the  trains  going  out  of  Montgomery,  said  quarantine  officers 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  State  quarantine  fund,  and  passed  over 
to  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.

A     PROCLAMATION*. 

BY  THE  governor: 
Whereas,  yellow  fever  exists  at  Pensacola,  Florida,  and 
Whereas,  the  State  Board  of  Health  recommends  quarantine  to  the 
extent  hereafter  stated  as  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  health 
of  the  people  of  Alabama. 

Now  therefore,  I,  Thos.  G.  Jones,  governor  of  the  State  of  Alabama 
pursuant  to  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  "An  act  to  regulate  the 
practice  of  quarantine  in  Alabama,"  approved  February  28th,  1887, 
do  hereby  proclaim,  declare  and  establish  the  following  quarantine 
measures  against  persons  and  things  in  the  city  of  Pensacola,  Fla., 
and  other  places  infected  with  yellow  fever,  to-wit :  No  person,  bag- 
gage, goods  or  merchandise  of  any  kind  from  Pensacola,  Fla.,  or  other 
places  infected  with  yellow  fever  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
limits  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  except  on  special  through  trains 
destined  to  points  beyond  this  State,  and  which  do  not  receive  or  dis- 
charge passengers  or  goods  or  merchandise  within  this  State.  This 
quarantine  shall  be  conducted  through  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
which  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  such  measures  not  in- 
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consistent  with  the  constitution  <>t'  the  State  and  the  laws  thereof,  a-

Montgomery,  Ala.,  August  10th,  1893. 

(1.)     Under  the  Quarantine  Proclamation  of  the  Governor,  no  per- 

son  or  freight  from  Pensacola  or  Brunswick,  or  other  place  infected 
with  yellow  fever,  is  allowed  to  be  brought  into  t  he  state  of  Alabama . 
or  transported  from  place  to  place  within  the  State  by  any  railroad, 
except    on    special    trains    which   shall  he  passed  ent  irely  through  t  he 

State,  Btoppingonly  for  fuel  and  water.    The  object  of  this  quarantine 

is  not  to  facilitate  t  rallic  or  t  ravel,  hut  to  put  a  stop  to  both  so  far  as 

these   infected  places  are  CO! rued.      Rut    inasmuch  as  it    may  from 

time  to  time  become  expedient    to  make    some  temporary   relaxation 

of  rule  arrangement  is  made  for  special  truins. 
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(2.)  If  any  person  from  any  infected  place  should  be  discovered  in 
the  State  of  Alabama  before  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the  time 
of  leaving  such  infected  place,  such  person  shall  be  arrested  and  either 
sent  out  of  the  State  as  promptly  as  possible,  or  detained  under  guard 
at  a  most  convenient  quarantine  station  for  ten  days  after  arrest.  If 
any  refugee,  from  any  infected  place,  should  be  arrested  on  a  railroad 
car  on  any  railroad  which  passes  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  such 
road  shall  as  promptly  as  possible  transport  such  person  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  State,  unless  some  quarantine  officer  of  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama shall  order  such  refugee  to  some  quarantine  station.  If  any 
refugee  from  any  infected  place  should  be  arrested  on  any  road  not  a 
through  line,  or  not  a  part  of  a  through  line  system,  and  by  a  through 
line  is  meant  a  line  or  system  which  passes  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
State,  then  such  person  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the  quarantine  officer 
making  the  arrest  may  direct. 

(3.)  Special  arrangements  may  be  made  for  special  railroad  service 
by  agreement  with  the  State  Health  Officer.  No  such  arrangement 
will  be  lightly  made. 

(4.)  For  the  present  the  United  States  mails  may  be  passed  with- 
out interference  ;  but  it  may  become  necessary,  after  a  while,  to  dis- 
infect them. 

-  (5.)  If  any  refugee,  from  any  infected  place,  should  be  arrested  at 
any  local  point  by  the  local  authorities,  he  shall  be  punished  accord- 
ing to  the  local  regulations. 

These  rules  go  into  operation  forthwith.  By  order  of  the  State

On  the  12  of  August,  there  was  a  meeting  in  Montgomery 
of  the  Committee  of  Public  Health  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health.     There  were  present :

After  the  thorough  discussion  of  all  the  questions  involved 
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in  the  quarantine,  this  board  approved  of  what  had  been 
done,  and  left  th<'  quarantine  administration  in  all  its  details 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  Health  Officer. 

In  the  meantime,  Escambia  county,  Alabama,  which  is 
adjacent  to  Escambia  comity,  Florida,  and  in  parts  only  40 
miles  from  Pensacola,  and  in  which,  atFlomaton,  is  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Mobile  and  Montgomery  and  the  Pensacola  rail- 
roads, being  specially  opened  to  invasion  by  the  threatened 
epidemic,  was  greatly  excited  and  took  active  measures  for 
her  own  protection.  Dr.  James  A.  Wilkinson,  of  Flomaton, 
was  appointed  by  telegraph  to  represent  the  State  Board  of 
Health  at  that  place,  and  immediately  established  a  quaran- 
tine  station  there  and  employed  the  necessary  guards. 

It  would  require  more  space  and  more  time  than  are  avail- 
able now  to  give  a  detailed  history  of  the  quarantine  ad- 
ministration of  the  next  three  months.  On  the  12th  of  August, 
we  got  information  of  the  existence  of  one  case  of  yellow 
fever  at  Brunswick,  Ga.  We  would  not  have  considered  it 
necessary  to  establish  a  quarantine  against  Brunswick  on 
the  occurrence  of  a  single  case  of  yellow  fever,  because  the 
geographical  relations  between  Brunswick  and  Alabama  are 
very  difforent  from  those  existing  between  Alabama  and 
Pensacola.  We  were  sure  to  be  overrun  by  refugees  from 
Pensacola,  while  refugees  from  Brunswick  would  naturally 
seek  asylum  by  passing  northwards  through  the  State  of 
Georgia.  In  a  word,  it  was  certain  that  very  few  Brunswick 
people  would  come  into  Alabama;  but  as  our  quarantine 
inspectors  were  already  on  the  railroad  trains,  we  at  once 
included  Brunswick  in  the  scope  of  our  quarantine  restric- 
tions. There  were  never  any  additional  cases  reported  in 
Pensocola;  and  on  the  18th  of  August,  the  Florida  State 
Health  Officer,  Dr.  J.  Y.  Porter,  issued  a  statement  very 
gravely  questioning  whether  the  cases  reported  were  really 
yellow  fever.  On  the  19th  of  August,  ourquarantine  against 
Pensacola  was  discontinued. 

As  stated,  the  first  case  was  reported  in  Brunswick  on  the 
12th  of  August.  The  second  case  was  reported  on  the  21st, 
and  the  third  on  the  23rd.     On  the  7th  of  September,  quar- 
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antine    against   Brunswick   was   discontinued.     But  on  the 
13th  of  September  four  new  cases  were  reported,  and  quar- 
antine was  again  proclaimed  and  again  enforced.     On  the 
first  day  of  November,   the  quarantine   was  at  last  perma 
nently  discontinued. 

The  method  adopted  to  prevent  the  railroads  from  bring- 
ing into  the  State  persons  from  infected  places  was  a  sys- 
tematic inspection  of  the  trains.  There  are  two  ways  in 
which  this  can  be  done.  One  way  is  to  stop  the  train  at  the 
State  line  and  make  the  inspection  there.  The  other  way  is 
to  have  inspectors  travel  on  the  trains  and  make  the  inspec- 
tions while  the  trains  are  in  motion.  This  last  method,  for 
many  reasons,  is  very  greatly  to  be  preferred.  It  interferes 
very  much  less  with  the  convenience  of  the  railroads ;  it  puts 
a  stop  to  many  invasions  that  would  be  possible  by  the 
other  method,  and  it  makes  of  the  quarantine  officers  a  corps 
of  traveling  detectives.  For  sufficient  reasons,  we  had  the 
trains  worked  both  ways,  going  and  coming.  Every  passen- 
ger was  required  to  swear  to  and  sign  the  following  certifi- 
cate:

Quarantine  Offia  r. 


Some  conception  of  the  extent  <>f  the  work  may  be  formed 
from  the  fact  that  some  80,000  of  these  blanks  were  used 
during  the  quarantine  season.  The  largest  number  of  quar- 
antine officers  on  duty  at  any  one  time  was  about  twenty-five. 
We  were  able  to  get  very  good  men,  competent,  courteous, 
and  trustworthy.  Of  course  we  made  a  few  mistakes,  but 
every  quarantine  officer  who  got  drunk,  or  who  was  discour- 
teous, or  who  neglected  his  duty  was  promptly  and  arbitra- 
rily removed.  The  chief  quarantine  officer,  who  had  the 
supervision  of  all  the  others,  was  Captain  M.  H.  Amerine. 
He  was  very  active  and  efficient.  All  the  others  made  daily 
reports  to  him,  and  he  made  daily  reports  to  the  State 
Health  Officer.  The  discipline  was  of  military  precision  and 
severity. 

We  had  the  cheerful  and  thorough  going  co-operation  of 
the  railroad  officials,  and  were  indebted  to  them  for  some 
valuable  suggestions.  They,  also,  kindly  furnished  all  quar- 
antine officials  with  free  passes.  We,  on  our  side,  were 
anxious  to  put  them  to  as  little  trouble  as  possible. 
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THE  ROLL  OF  HONOR. 

Explanation.— It  has  been  our  intention  to  include  in  the  Roll  of 
Honor  the  names  of  all  the  beat  officers  in  the  State  who  have  made 
complete  reports  on  Form  3l.j  for  nine  months  in  the  year.  Hereto- 
fore we  have  made  out  this  roll  on  the  basis  of  the  vowel  ratings  in 
the  beat  tables  in  the  monthly  reports  sent  in  by  the  county  health 
officers.  It  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  in  many  cases  these 
ratings  were  not  accurate,  and  we  sent  out  a  circular  letter  request- 
ing the  county  health  officers  to  send  in  corrected  lists  of  all  the  beat 
officers  whose  monthly  reports  came  up  to  the  required  standard. 
To  this  circular  the  response  has  not  been  general,  so  that  we  have 
not  been  able  to  make  a  complete  revision  of  the  roll.  We  print  the 
names  thus  specially  furnished  in  italic*,  while  the  names  obtained 
from  the  monthly  reports  are  printed  in  Roman  type.

REPORTS  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH. 


REPORTS  OP  COUNTY  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 


Barbour  County. 


The  county  of  Barbour  for  the  past  year  has  escaped  all 
epidemics.  Malarial  fevers — intermittent  and  remittent — 
seems  to  infest  the  northern  and  southern  portion  of  the 
county  during  the  spring,  fall  and  summer  months,  and  is 
marked  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  county  even  during 
the  winter  months.  LaGrippc,  with  its  many  complications, 
visited  the  county  during  the  fall  and  winter  months.  Pneu- 
monia was  exceedingly  light — very  few  cases  and  very  few 
deaths.

Conecub  County. 


The  county  enjoyed  its  usual  healthfulness  during  the 
year.  Some  complaints  of  chills  and  fever,  and  other  ma- 
larial troubles,  were  reported  from  the  extreme  southern 
and  western  portions  of  the  county,  supposed  to  have  been 
caused  by  the  locks  or  dams  in  the  log  ditches,  and  the  vast 
amount  of  dead  and  decaying  timbers  left  over  the  ground 
from  whence  the  saw-logs  and  timber  had  been  cut. 

I  know  of  no  remedy  to  suggest  for  this  state  of  things. 
Burning  the  woods  in  the  spring  is  of  some  benefit,  but  is 
not  sufficient  to  destroy  the  large  tree-tops  and  logs  left  <>n 
the  ground;  and  as  for  the  locks  or  dams,  it  is  impossible 
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to  utilize  the  ditches  for  the  transportation  of  the  saw  logs 
without  them. 

I  am  satisfied  that  a  great  improvement  might  be  made 
with  regard  to  the  log  ponds,  as  they,  the  locks  are  called, 
by  having  the  surface  to  be  covered  by  water,  cleared  of  all 
the  timber  and  undergrowth,  so  as  to  have  as  small  an 
amount  of  decaying  vegetable  matter  as  possible  in  the 
pond. 

The  beaver  ponds,  that  were  such  a  pest  to  the  county  for 
a  number  of  years  past,  are  about  all  destroyed — beavers 
trapped,  dams  cut,  and  the  surface  formerly  covered  with 
water  is  now  covered  with  a  new  growth  of  timber. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  severity  in  the  county 
during  the  year.  Whooping  cough  and  chickenpox  in  a 
mild  form  appeared  in  a  few  localities.  LaGrippe  made  its 
appearance  in  October  and  became  an  epidemic  later  in  the 
season,  but  was  considered  of  a  milder  type  than  during  the 
past  epidemics  of  this  disease. 

The  new  jail,  with  its  many  modern  improvements,  does 
great  credit  to  our  county.  It  is  built  of  brick,  covered  with 
tin,  with  concrete  and  cemented  floors,  roomy,  well  ventil- 
ated and  heated,  well  supplied  with  water  conveyed  through- 
out the  building,  bath  tubs  and  other  conveniences.  The 
prisoners  have  been  very  healthy  during  the  year,  one  or 
two  cases  of  chills  and  fever,  contracted  and  developed  be- 
fore commitment,  being  about  the  nature  of  sickness. 

As  the  poor  house  is  only  one  in  name,  and  has  one  occu- 
pant, I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  report  on  it.  However,  the 
location  is  a  pleasant  and  healthy  one,  and  the  cabins  in- 
tended for  the  paupers  are  comfortable.

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Crenshaw  County. 


There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  county  at  any  time 
duringthe  your.  There  were  some  sporadic  cases  of  dysen- 
tery during  the  spring  season,  hut  not  sufficient  to  he  con- 
sidered an  epidemic.  There  were  also  some  cases  of  scarla- 
tina and  typhoid  fever,  but  usually  of  a  mild  form,  and  con- 
sequently very  few  deaths.  I  visited  the  jail  twice  during 
the  year  and  the  poor  house  once.  I  found  the  jail  neat 
and  clean  each  time  and  as  I  thought  in  splendid  condition. 
The  ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  as  good  as 
can  well  be  afforded.  The  prisoners  said  they  were  fur- 
nished with  a  plenty  of  good  wholesome  food  three  times 
each  day.  Their  bedding  was  hardly  sufficient  to  keep  them 
comfortable  in  severe  cold  weather,  but  bedding  had  been 
ordered  for  them.  They  received  medical  attention  from 
Dr.  J.  R.  Horn.  I  found  the  poor  house  located  about  eight 
miles  from  Luverne  on  a  high  dry  ridge,  apparently  in  a 
healthy  locality ;  the  house  amply  large  for  the  number  of 
paupers,  well  ventilated  and  furnished  with  fire-places; 
the  paupers  seemed  to  be  fairly  well  supplied  with  bedding 
and  said  they  were  furnished  with  plenty  of  good  whole- 
some food  three  times  a  day,  with  one  exception;  one  man 
made  some  complaint,  but  I  could  not  rely  on  his  statement. 
They  receive  medical  attention  from  Dr.  W.  T.  Burgamy 
and  receive  it  promptly  when  needed.

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Escambia  County. 


An  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  prevailed  in  beat  3,  three 
miles  from  Brewton  in  April,  among  negro  school  children. 
I  traced  the  source  of  infection  to  a  spring  from  which 
some  of  the  pupils  drank,  the  spring  was  contaminated 
by  fecal  matter  being  washed  into  it  from  the  hill-side. 
We  had  some  typhoid  fever  all  along  through  the  sum- 
mer, and,  altogether,  we  lost  seven  from  that  disease. 

LaGrippe  prevailed  in  a  severe  form  in  the  spring,  but 
we  lost  only  two  patients  from  that  disease. 

The  gathering  of  statistics  (vital  and  mortuary)  is  pro- 
gressing in  a  very  satisfactory  way.  I  have  in  all  but 
one  beat  good,  efficient  assistants,  and  in  that  one  (beat 
8)  the  midwives  now  report  to  me  direct,  and  Dr.  Trammell 
assists  in  getting  the  statistics  from  that  beat,  as  he  fre- 
quently practices  in  said  beat.

of  jefferson  county. 


To  the  President  and  members  of 

The  Jefferson  County  Medical  Society  : 

We  herewith  render  a  report  of  our  transactions  for  the 
year  1893. 

Your  committee  held  twelve  regular  and  four  called  meet- 
ings during  the  year.  Immediately  after  your  annual  elec- 
tion of  officers  last  January,  we  were  called  in  session  for  the 
purpose  of  nominating  a  Health  Officer  and  City  Physician, 
with  the  result  that  Dr.   H.  N.  Eosser  was   unanimously 
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chosen  for  the  fourth  successive  time,  and  wasduly  qualified 
before  the  city  and  county  authorities  for  the  two  offices. 

At  the  regular  meeting,  February  25th,  Mr.  J.  K  Rich- 
ardsou  was  re-elected  Sanitary  Officer  for  the  northside  and 
at  the  regular  meeting,  Juno  30th,  Mr.  Sylvester  Daly  was 
elected  to  the  same  position  for  the  district  south  of  the 
railroads. 

As  Committee  of  Public  Health  we  have,  in  the  persons 
of  sub-committees,  inspected  on  two  separate  occasions  all 
the  public  institutions,  namely,  the  Public  Schools,  Charity 
Hospital,  City  Jail,  County  Jail  and  County  Alms  House  ■ 
the  two  last  mentioned  committee  reports  arc  incorporated 
as  a  part  of  this,  our  Annual  Report. 

We  have  had  monthly  reports  from  the  health  officer  and 
from  the  sanitary  officers,  and  take  pleasure  in  noting  that 
there  has  been  improvement  in  nearly  every  department 

Ihere  has  been  decided  improvement  in  the  management 
ot  jails  and  school  houses,  a  more  systematic  and  thorough 
cleaning  of  our  streets  and  alleys,  and,  we  believe,  a  much 
fuller  report  of  the  births  and  deaths  than  we  have  had 
before. 

As  County  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  your  Committee 
issued  certificates  for  license  to  practice  medicine  to  the  fol- 
lowing named  physicians,  after  their  passing  a  satisfactory 
examination:  Oscar  Poland  Tomlinson,  .lames  Samuel 
Moore,  Ella  E.  Barnes,  Lewis  B.  Morris  and  Joseph  B 
Green.  r

Having  been  appointed  by  you  to  make  an  inspection  of 
the  County  Jail,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  made 

the  inspection. 
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I  found  the  jail  in  fairly  good  condition,  and  the  ventila- 
tion was  good.  The  absence  of  smells  usually  found  where 
are  congregated  the  class  of  prisoners  confined  there,  was 
unusual  in  my  experience.  Some  of  the  windows  where  the 
colored  prisoners  were  confined  were  in  a  filthy  condition. 
I  think  all  the  cells  ought  to  be  whitewashed  once  a  month. 

I  was  told  that  the  prisoners  had  beef  twice  a  Aveek  and 
bulk  meat  the  other  days,  with  cabbage,  potatoes,  peas  or 
turnips  daily — substantial  food  and  in  sufficient  quantity. 

Cleanliness  in  the  surroundings  and  sufficient  plain  food 
is  all  that  prisoners  should  expect. 

There  were  bath  tubs  sufficient  to  insure  bodily  cleanness. 

On  the  whole  I  think  that  the  county  jail  is  in  a  fairly 
good  condition.

Mr.  Chairman: 

By  your  appointment,  I  visited  and  inspected  the  Jeffer- 
son County  Alms  House  and  premises  on  the  26th  ult. 

The  yards  and  adjacent  surroundings  are  clean  and  neatl}' 
kept,  and  in  good  sanitary  condition.  The  wards,  beds  and 
bedding  clean  and  in  good  condition.  The  inmates  comfort- 
ably clothed  and  cleanly. 

The  water  supply  at  this  time  is  adequate,  and  hence  the 
water  closets  and  sinks  are  uncleanly  and  in  bad  sanitary 
condition.  Would  recommend  that  this  defect  be  remedied 
as  early  as  possible,  as  it  will  be  a  constant  menace  to  health 
in  the  present  condition. 

I  made  inquiry  as  to  food  supply,  and  from  information 
am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  ample  as  to  kind  and  quality  to 
subserve  all  the  requirements  of  healthy  nutrition. 

There  are  now  five  wards  in  the  building,  sufficient  in  the 
aggregate  to  accommodate  about  fifty  persons  comfortably. 
This  would  seem  inadequate  to  the  necessities  of  as  large 
and  populous  a  county  as  this. 
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It  is  now  ;l  question  worthy  of  consideration,  as  to  whether 
many  worthy  dependent  poor  in  this  county  are  not  allowed 
to  wander  over  the  county  and  in  the  cities  and  beg  for  meal 
and  bread,  who  ought  to  be  cared  for  in  the  Alms  House. 
This  institution  seems  to  assume  more  the  functions  of  ;i 
hospital  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  than  a  home  for  the 
dependent — old,  blind,  crippled  and  infirm.  That  much  is 
well,  but  this  latter  class  have  equal  demands  upon  our 
charity,  and  should  be  provided  for  and  encouraged  to  ac- 
cept homes  at  the  public  expense. 

I  find  a  number  of  counties  in  the  State  are  taking  care  of 
a  much  larger  number  of  poor  than  we  are.  Montgomery 
county  is  at  this  time  taking  care  of  seventy-two,  Mobile 
county  ninety,  and  Jefferson  county  thirty-four.  We  are 
forced  to  one  or  two  conclusions,  viz.,  that  ours  are  a  more 
provident  people,  or  else  many  are  being  neglected.  From  the 
number  of  beggars  seen  on  the  streets  of  Birmingham,  the 
latter  conclusion  seem  most  plausible. 

The  huddling  together  in  the  same  rooms  the  sick  and  well 
both  day  and  night  can  not  be  too  severely  condemned. 
Many  healthful  persons  will  in  that  way  contract  infectuous 
diseases  and  land  in  a  premature  grave.  Under  the  present 
lights  of  science  and  knowledge  this  action  can  not  be  con- 
tinued in  ignorance,  and  should  from  a  sanitary  standpoint 
be  quickly  remedied. 

Another  point,  which  is  not  directly  in  the  provinces  of 
this  report,  I  wish  to  refer  to.  There  arc  two  dining  rooms 
in  the  building,  0m1  for  males,  the  other  for  females.  There 
are  two  tables  in  each  dining  room,  one  for  colored,  the  other 
for  whites.  The  meals  of  the  white  and  colored  are  served 
at  tin;  same  hour.  From  a  social  point  of  view  we  think  this 
custom  ought  to  be  condemned.  It  is  a  strong  point  in  our 
social  economy  to  maintain  and  perpetuate  no  social  rela- 
tions in  the  two  races.  This  is  especially  true  in  all  inde- 
pendent action,  and  should  not  be  less  so  in  regard  to  our 
unfortunate  and  often  very  worthy  dependents.  It  is  an 
example1  to  be  avoided,  as  debasing  and  humiliating,  to  say 
nothing  of  a  more  extended  and  wide  influence  that  may  do- 
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termine  future  action.  The  burly  negro  placed  upon  an  equal 
footing  with  his  white  neighbor  by  the  authorities,  will  not 
hesitate  to  assert  such  equality  when  otherwise  circum- 
stanced, and  why  should  he? 

In  conclusion,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  county  at  no  dis- 
tant day  will  see  the  way  clear  to  make  such  improvements 
and  additions,  as  will  furnish  a  comfortable  home  for  all  the 
worthy  dependents  within  the  borders  of  our  great  and  pros- 
perous county,  and  that  will  reflect  credit  upon  a  progressive 
and  philanthropic  people.

Talladega,  Ala.,  Feb.  1,  1894. 
To  the  Commissioners'  Court  of  Talladega  County: 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  Alabama, 
the  following  "Annual  Report  from  the  County  Board  of 
Health,"  is  submitted  to  your  consideration.  It  is  accom- 
panied with  the  tabulated  and  statistical  report  of  the  Coun- 
ty Health  Officer,  Dr.  W.  F.  Thetford : 

During  the  year  1893,  we  have  had  no  serious  epidemic 
visitations,  or  at  least  none  which  required  the  attention  or 
direct  attention  of  the  County  Board  of  Health.  Neither 
have  the  people  been  exposed  to  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases  to  any  marked  degree  during  the  year.  Perhaps 
the  foregoing  statements,  as  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
county,  should  be  qualified  by  a  reference  to  some  serious 
and  fatal  cases  of  disease,  which  occurred  in  the  southwest- 
ern part  of  the  county  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer 
and  the  first  part  of  the  fall.  The  sickness  referred  to  oc- 
curred in  beats  Nos.  10  and  11  and  was  a  severe,  and  in 
some  of  its  features  a  malignant  form  of  typhoid  fever. 
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It  is  believed  that  the  chief  cause  of  this  fever  was  the  re- 
sult of  impure  water  from  wells  which  were  contaminated 
by  surface  draining,  these  wells  being  situated  near  stables, 
chicken-roosts  and  out-houses,  from  which  deleterious  mat- 
ter was  washed  or  siped  into  the  wells.  It  is  also  believed 
the  milk  was  contaminated  by  the  cows  drinking  the  same 
kind  of  water  aud  stagnant  water  of  the  same  character  aud 
was  a  factor  in  developing  this  disease. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  may  say  that  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember we  suffered  more  or  less  generally  over  the  county 
with  another  return  of  that  special  influenza,  termed  "la 
grippe."  Although  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  was 
large,  the  per  cent,  as  to  fatality  was  small. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  fever  referred  to,  which 
prevailed  in  the  two  beats,  has  entirely  disappeared,  and  that 
la  grippe  has  about  run  its  course.  A  reference  to  the  sta- 
tistical report  of  the  County  Health  Officer  will  show  the 
number  of  deaths  (not  accurately  perhaps,  but  approximately) 
which  occurred  during  the  year  and  the  causes  or  diseases 
producing  them.  We  cannot  claim  that  the  vital  and  mort- 
uary statistics  are  absolutely  correct,  for  they  are  not.  Es- 
pecially is  this  so  as  they  relate  to  the  colored  population. 
There  is,  we  regret  to  say,  more  or  less  neglect  on  the  part 
of  a  few  physicians,  of  some  beat  health  officers,  and  mid- 
wives  in  making  full  and  accurate  monthly  reports. 

The  County  Board  of  Health  and  the  County  Health  Offi- 
cer dislike  the  necessity,  but  they  feel  that  they  will  be  com- 
pelled, in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  to  invoke  the  aid  of 
the  law  and  have  its  penalties  enforced,  for  the  failure  upon 
the  part  of  the  persons  referred  to  in  complying  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  medical  and  health  laws  of  Alabama. 

13y  reference  to  the  tabulated  report  of  the  County  Health 
Officer,  it  will  be  seen  that  "Tuberculosis,"  or  consumption, 
that  great  scourge  of  the  human  race  the  world  over,  heads 
the  list  in  the  number  of  its  victims — there  being  25  deaths 
from  it,  9  of  them  white  and  16  colored.  The  number  in  the 
year  192,  from  this  disease  was  10 — 18  of  them  white  and  22 
negroes.     Next  in   mortality   comes  "Enteric,"  or  typhoid 
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fever,  there  being  21  deaths  reported — 5  of  them  white  and 
16  colored,  there  being  8  more  deaths  from  this  disease  in 
1893,  than  was  reported  for  1892.  Next  comes  "Pneumonia," 
12  deaths — 4  whites  and  8  colored.  In  1892  there  were  21 
deaths  from  pneumonia — 14  whites  and  7  blacks.  There 
were  508  births  reported  for  1893— whites  269,  blacks  239. 
In  the  year  1892  there  were  577  births  reported — whites 
322,  blacks  255,  making  69  more  births  in  1892  than  in  1893. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  county  for  1893  was 
179— whites  88,  blacks  91.  In  the  year  1892  there  were  211 
deaths  reported  ;  119  whites  and  92  blacks — 211,  there  being 
32  fewer  deaths  in  1893  than  in  1892. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  year  1893  can  be  classed  as  a 
healthy  year,  and  could  be  considered  an  exceptionally 
healthy  one  except  for  the  serious  disease  and  the  number 
of  cases  which  occurred  in  beats  10  and  11. 

As  you  are  aware,  it  is  made  our  duty,  from  time  to  time, 
to  visit,  and  inspect  the  public  institutions,  the  jail  prisons, 
poor  house  and  asylums  in  the  county,  and  report  to  your 
honorable  body  as  to  their  sanitary  and  hygienic  condition. 

In  regard  to  those  large  State  institutions  in  our  midst, 
viz :  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute  for  the  whites ;  the  Acad- 
emy for  the  Blind  for  the  whites,  and  the  Academy  for  the 
Mutes  and  Blind  for  the  negroes,  we  would  state  they  are 
in  a  most  excellent  condition  in  every  respect,  as  they  have 
been  for  years,  and  we  can  most  heartily  commend  and  en- 
dorse their  general  management. 

In  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  poor  house,  we  can  say 
that  it  is  fairly  good,  most  of  the  inmates  being  made  mod- 
erately comfortable,  considering  the  rather  low  compensation 
per  capita  which  is  allowed  for  their  support. 

In  this  connection,  we  would  make  an  earnest  appeal  to 
your  honorable  body  that  as  soon  as  you  can  reasonably  do 
so,  you  will  make  some  suitable  arrangements  for  the  care 
of  the  paupers  who  are  bed-ridden  and  who  require  daily 
nursing  and  attention. 

We  invite  your  co-operation  to  that  end,  that  we  may  be 
enabled  to  make  these  unfortunate  persons,  who  are  fre- 
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quently  deserted  by  kindred  and  friends  and  loft  to  the 
charity  of  the  public,  as  comfortable  as  possible.  To  this 
end,  we  would  BUggest  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building 
for  the  whites  and  one  for  the  blacks,  to  be  known  as  the 
hospital,  each  building  containing  several  rooms,  or,  more 
properly,  wards,  in  which  the  sick  and  helpless  can  receive 
the  humane  care  and  attention  which  their  condition  re- 
quire. Possibly  one  or  two  of  the  present  buildings  could 
be  so  changed  and  combined  as  to  be  suitable;  for  one  of  the 
hospitals  suggested. 

In  regard  to  the  county  jail,  we  can  congratulate  you,  as 
we  did  in  our  report  one  year  ago.  upon  the  most  excellent 
improvement  made  in  1892  in  enlarging  the  capacity  of  the 
building  and  in  making  the  prison  cells  far  more  comfortable 
for  the  unfortunate  inmates  than  formerly.  We  caunot  fully 
commend  as  to  cleanliness  the  main  prison-room  in  which 
the  larger  number  of  prisoners  are  confined.  We  would 
suggest  that  if  the  emploj^e  whose  duty  it  is  to  attend  to 
this  room  would  give  it  his  daily  and  industrious  attention 
its  appearance  would  be  more  becoming  and  its  sanitary 
features  improved. 

Allow  us  again,  as  we  deemed  it  our  official  duty  twelve 
months  ago  to  do,  and  so  regard  it  now,  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  hours  at  which  the  meals  are  given  to  the  pris- 
oners, and  also  the  want  of  variety  in  the  food.  The  hours 
at  which  the  meals  are  now  served,  as  we  learned,  were  7  to 
8  A.  M.  and  12:30  to  1  P.  M.  We  would  advise  a  change  of 
hours,  and  if  only  two  meals  are  given,  one  should  be  at  7 
or  7:30  a.  m.  and  the  other  one  at  4  or  4:30  p.  m.  As  to  the 
diet,  we  suggest  that  in  addition  to  the  one  vegetable  now 
so  constantly  used,  viz:  the  cornfield  pea,  that  these  should 
be  given  in  rotation — sweet  potatoes  or  yams,  Irish  potatoes 
and  turnips  and  occasionally  turnip  salad;  also,  that  wheat 
or  flour  bread  should  be  served  at  Least  four  timos  during 
each  week,  and  that  fresh  beef  or  mutton  should  be  given  at 
aut>  meal  four  days  of  each  week.  We  inspected  the  culin. 
ary   department.     Considering  the  number  of    persons  for 
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whom  it  is  necessary  to  cook — the  number  ranging  from  15 
to  25 — we  do  not  think  the  proper  amount  and  the  varied 
character  of  food  which  should  be  cooked  for  the  number  of 
persons  usually  there  and  prepared  in  a  suitable  way,  and 
at  regular  hours,  can  be  so  prepared  with  the  present  stove, 
which  is  an  inferior  one  as  to  quality,  and  altogether  too 
small  for  the  purpose.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend 
as  an  important  factor,  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  that  a 
good  and  valuable  range  be  purchased,  of  capacity  sufficient 
to  meet  the  demands  for  this  department  in  this  public 
building — a  building  which  is  quite  evident  a  necessity  and 
must  be  sustained  and  properly  equipped  at  all  times  to  re- 
ceive the  violators  of  law.
